This volume is prepared and • published under the authority con¬ 
tained in Section five (5) of the Act of February 27, 1901, direct¬ 
ing the publication, as follows: 

“An official and statistical register of the State of Alabama shall 
be compiled every two years by the Director, to contain (1) brief 
sketches of the several State officials, the members of Congress from 
Alabama, the Supreme Court Judges, the members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Alabama; (2) rosters of 
all State and County officials; (3) lists of all State institutions, with 
officials; (4) State and County population and election statistics, and 
(5) miscellaneous statistics; and said register shall be published in 
an edition of one thousand copies for fre‘e distribution, the printing 
and binding to be paid for as other printing and binding hereinbefore 
provided.” 

In its preparation the greatest possible care has been put forth to 
secure perfect accuracy. No questionable facts have, so far as 
known, been admitted. The very latest data and statistics have 
been given as far as obtainable. ' As an official compilation it is 
hoped, therefore, that it will be of every day use and value.

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INTRODUCTION 


STATE NAME. 

The etymology of the word or name Alabama has evoked much discus¬ 
sion among American philological students. It was the name of a noted 
Southern Indian tribe, whose habitat, when first known to Europeans, was 
in central Alabama, The greatest river in the State received its name from 
this tribe, and from the river, in turn, the name of the State was derived. 
The tribal name Alabama is spelled in various ways by the early chron¬ 
iclers, Spanish, French and English, some of which forms are here given : 
Alabama, Albama, Alebamon, Alibama, Alibamo,' Alibamou, Alibamon, 
Alabamu, Allibamou. The name first occurs in three of the chronicles of 
De Soto’s expedition, of 1540, written Alibamo by La Vega, Alimamu by the 
Knight of Elvas, and Limamu by Ranjel, in the last form the initial vowel 
is dropped, and in both the last two the first “m” is used for “b,” an inter¬ 
change of these two consonants being common in Indian languages. The 
name as recorded by these chroniclers, in this case, was the name of a sub¬ 
division of the (Jhickasaws, not the historic Alabamas of later times. 

The popular belief, which is engrafted in a number of current histories 
and geographies, is that Alabama signifies. “Here we rest.” This very 
pleasing etymology, during the fifties of the last century, obtained a 
wide currency through the writings of Judge A. B. Meek. But the very 
first account of the origin of the name as far as is now known, is con¬ 
tained in an issue of the Jacksonville Republican, Jacksonville, Ala., July 
27, 1842. Whether Judge Meek, himself was the author of this etymology, 
traced back to this source, is a question, as yet unanswered. 

As to the Muscogee origin of the name, thorough experts in that dialect 
have confessed their inability to find in it any word or phrase similar to 
Alabama and meaning “Here we rest.” 

But the problem is not hopeless. According to the recent investigations 
■of Indianologists, the tribal name, Alabama, must be sought in the Choc¬ 
taw tongue, as it was not uncommon for tribes to accept, as a national or 
tribal name, an appellation bestowed upon them by some contiguous, tribe. 
The late Rev. Allen Wright, a highly educated Choctaw, translates the 
name as “Thicket-clearers,” compounded of “Alba,” a thicket or mass of 
vegetation, and “amo,” to clear , to collect, to gather up. 

H. S. Halbert, by independent study, about the same time, arrived at the 
same conclusion as that given by Mr. Wright, and translates the name as 
“Vegetation-gatherers,” that is, gatherers of vegetation in clearing land for 
agricultural purposes. The word “alba” means such small vegetation as 
herbs, plants, shrubs and bushes, which were gathered in clearing land, 
and the word can be applied collectively to a thicket. Hence the transla¬ 
tion as given by the Rev. Allen Wright and that of Mr. Halbert practically 
agree. The passive voice of amo is almo. In elaborating his views in de¬ 
fense of his position, Mr. Halbert gives two examples of Choctaw local 
names, “Kantak almo” and “Oski almo,” meaning respectively, China brier 
there gathered, and Cane there gathered. If the tribes or clans living at 
these localities had received special names from their avocations, they 
would have been known as Kantakamo and Oskamo, just as the noted 
Indian tribe in the pre-historic past could well have received the name 
Alba amo, by fusion of vowels Albamo, from some neighboring Choctaw- 
speaking tribe, not yet emerged from the hunting into the agricultural state, 
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Confirmatory of the position of Rev. Allen Wright and the independent 
conclusions of Mr. I-Ialbert, the definitions of “alba” and “amo” in Rev. 
Cyrus Byington’s “Dictionary of the Choctaw Language” are given 
below. The manuscript of this work was prepared prior to 1856, and is 
now being published by the Bureau of American Ethnology, under the 
editorial direction of the accomplished Ethnologist, Dr. John R. Swanton. 
The words and their definitions are as follows: 

“alba, n., vegetation; herbs; plants; weeds. 

“amo, v. t. pi., to pick; to pull; to trim; to mow; to reap, Matt. 6 :26; 
to cut; to clip; to gather, Luke 6:44; to cut off; to crop; to rid; to 
shear; to slip; panki an aiamo , gather grapes of, Matt. 7:16; shumati 
alcon aiamo, gather of thistles; tabli, sing. 

“amo, n., a gatherer; a picker; a shearer.” 

It is an interesting fact that the late Dr. Albert S. Gatschet in his. 
Greek Migration Legend , p. 85, accepts the etymology of Rev. Allen Wright 
as above set forth. 

Dr. Win. S. Wyman, of Tuscaloosa, one of the best known students of the 
State, inclines to the belief that the word means Mulberry people. He says 
that on the oldest French maps the Alabama river is called “Coussa,” from, 
which he conjectures that the name Alabama was first given to it by the 
French, after they built Fort Toulouse in 1714. He says further that in 
Tristan de Luna’s time (1559) the river was sometimes called “Olibahali,” 
or “Ullibali,” which is pretty close to the French form, “Alibamon,” or 
“Alabamo.” In the language of the Alabama tribe he says that “Ulle- 
behalli” means Mulberry people. 

Inquiry among the early Indians themselves appears to have been with¬ 
out results as to the meaning of the word. Gen. Thomas S. Woodward in 
his fascinating book of Reminiscences of the Greek or Muscogee Indians, 
p. 12, says: “I had heard Col. Hawkins say in his time, that he had made 
every inquiry in his power to ascertain if Alabama had any other meaning 
than the mere name of an Indian town, but never could, unless the name— 
as it was possible—might be the Indian corruption of the Spanish words 
for good loater, though he doubted that.” * ,. 

Discarding, then “Here we rest” as something philologically untenable, 
but retaining it as something that may hold its own in the realm of poetry 
and romance, we may look forward with confidence to the investigations 
of scholars which may fully solve the mystery of the name. And until sup¬ 
planted by something upon which not a shadow of doubt may rest, we 
may for the present be content with the “Vegetation-gatherers,” who, in 
their aboriginal field-making, were surely and necessarily “Thieket-clear- 
ers.” 

The suggested etymology may be tnought a trifle prosaic as compared 
with the romantic expression, heretofore associated with the Indian ana¬ 
basis from the west, but in truth it is quite as poetic, besides it far more 
nearly represents the character of Alabamians, both in the past and in the 
present era of growth, when with uplifted aspiration and clear vision they 
are opening the way to newer ideals and the development of the best in 
life and human endeavor. 


STATE CAPITOL. 

During its existence as a Territory and State, since March 3, 1817, 
Alabama has had several capitals. St. Stephens was designated in the act 
creating the Territory as the temporary seat of government, and there the 
two sessions of the Territorial legislature were held. The first constitu¬ 
tional convention was held, in accordance with the enabling act, in Hunts¬ 
ville in 1819, and the first session of the State Legislature was also held 
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there. But the Territorial Legislature had chosen Cahaba as the site for 
the capital of the State, and the second session of the Legislature was 
held there in 1820. Cahaba was named the permanent seat of govern¬ 
ment in the constitution, but the Legislature was given power at the 
session of 1825-26 to change the location if found desirable. Cahaba 
proved to be a very poor and injudicious selection, owing to health con¬ 
ditions and to its situation, being subject to • overflow. In 1826 Tus¬ 
caloosa was chosen as the location of the capital, and there it remained 
until the session of 1845-46. At this time after a sharp contest between 
many rival towns, Montgomery was selected. The session previous had 
proposed a constitutional amendment, striking out the section permanently 
locating the seat of government, and this amendment had been adopted 
at the polls. 

In selecting Montgomery the Legislature expressly provided by act that 
the State should be put to no expense in securing lands or in the erection 
of a capitol building. The citizens of the town, at once organized under 
the leadership of Col. Charles T. Pollard, Col. A. J. Pickett and others and 
secured the site and began the erection of a building. Bonds for $75,- 
000.00 were issued by the municipality to pay for the construction. These 
bonds were taken up by local real estate dealers and local capitalists. 
The plan of the new capitol was drawn by Stephen D. Button, and the 
contractors were Messrs. B. F. Robinson and R. W. R. Bardwell. It was 
completed and occupied by the Legislature at its session of 1847-48, the 
first session held in Montgomery. On Dec. 14, 1849, during the second 
session held in Montgomery, the building was destroyed by fire. On Feb. 
11, 1850 the Legislature made an appropriation of $60,000.00, with which 
the present structure was erected substantially on the foundation of the 
burned structure. 

During the administration of Gov. William H. Smith several improve¬ 
ments were made, which added convenience and beauty to the lower floor 
of the building. 

From the time of its completion in 1851 until 1885 no increase in its 
capacity had been made. In the latter year, Feb. 17, the Legislature made 
an appropriation of $25,000.00 for “needed enlargement.” This expendi¬ 
ture resulted in the erection of the rear extension of the present building, 
that is, all that part from the basement to the roof east of the stairway 
leading to the State library. 

In 1903 the Legislature appropriated $150,000 with which the South end 
of Capitol Square was purchased, and the South wing erected in 1905-06; 
and in 1911 an appropriation of $100,000 was made with which a North 
wing has been added. 


STATE EXECUTIVE MANSION. 

The Governor’s Mansion is located in the City of Montgomery, at No, 
702 South Perry Street. It was erected in 1906 and was purchased 
by the State from Moses Sabel, by whom it was built. The price paid was 
forty-six thousand, five hundred dollars ($46,500), including sundry furn¬ 
ishings. It is a two-story pressed brick structure, with mansard roof, 
and presents a very attractive and stately appearance. 

Until the purchase of this building, the State had never owned an 
official residence for the use of its governors. The Legislature, by act ap¬ 
proved Feb, 11, 1911, passed “an act to make an appropriation for the 
purchase of a residence for the Governor of Alabama, and grounds and 
furnishings therefor, and for the acquisition by condemnation or pur¬ 
chase of any real estate necessary or beneficial for such purpose, to pro- 
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vide a building (Timn>s:ni for filch purpose, and to make an annual 
appropriation for the maintenaiue of such residence.” 

A commission of seven members was provided by this act, four of 
whom were the incumbents respectively of the offices of Governor, Sec¬ 
retary of State, Attorney-General and the Director of the Department of 
Archives and History, and three citizens of the City or Comity of Mont¬ 
gomery to be appointed by the Governor. After the appointment of the 
three members required to be named by the Governor, the following con¬ 
stituted the membership of the Commission; Emmet O’Neal, Governor; 
Cyrus B. Brown, Secretary of State; Robert C. Brickell, Attorney-General; 
Thomas M. Owen. Director of the Department of Archives and History; 
and Michel II. Screws, William T. Sheehan, and William G. Covington, 
the last three being citizens of Montgomery. The first meeting of the 
Commission was held April 27, 1911. Other meetings were held, and the 
purchase of the property mentioned above was agreed upon. The deed 
of conveyance bears date, May 29, and was filed for record in Montgom¬ 
ery county, June 1, 1911.

STATE SEAL. 

The original State seal consisted of a circular disk, on which was a map 
of Alabama, displaying the principal rivers. This design was, iu 1818, 
suggested by Governor William Wyatt Bibb, for the use of Alabama Ter¬ 
ritory, and when the constitution of 1819 was adopted, it was provided 
(Sec, 12, Aft. IV) that “the present seal of the territory shall be the seal 
of the State, until otherwise directed by the General Assembly.” This seal 
remained in use until changed by act of Dec. 29, 1868.— Acts , 1868, p. 77. 

This act, descriptive of the present State seal, carried forward, through 
successive revisions, to the Code of 1907, vol. i, is as follows: 

“1994. (3727) (18). Great Seal of the State .—The seal shall be circular, 
and the diameter thereof two and a quarter inches; near the edge of the 
circle shall be the word “Alabama,” and opposite this word, at the same 
distance from the edge, shall be the words “Great Seal.” In the center of 
the seal there shall be a representation of an eagle, and upon such part 
of the seal as the governor may direct, there shall be the words “Here we 
rest.” The seal shall be called the “Great Seal of the State of Alabama.”

STATE FLAG. 

The State flag was adopted by act of Feb. 16,1895, introduced into the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly by John W. A. Sanford, Jr,, then a member of the House of 
Representatives from Montgomery county.— ( Acts, 1894-95, p. 719), The 
description, from the Code of 1907, Vol. i. is as follows: 

“2058. (3751). Flag of the State .—The flag of the State of Alabama 
shall be a crimson cross of St. Andrew on a field of white. The bars form¬ 
ing the cross shall not be less than six inches broad, and must extend 
diagonally across the flag, from side to side. 
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“2059. (3752) When displayed ,—The flag of the State shall be hoisted on 
the dome of the capitol when the two houses of the General Assembly are 
in session, and shall be used by the State on all occasions when it may be 
necessary or customary to display a flag, except when, in the opinion of 
the governor, the national flag should be displayed.” 


STATE FLOWER. 


No State flower. 

However, some years ago, in a number of the schools of the State the 
pupils voted in favor of the selection of the golden rod. As an index of 
the feeling of the State on the subject the following resolution, approved 
Feb. 18, 1893, recognizing this flower as “national,” is given: 

“Resolved, By the House of the Representatives, the Senate concurring, 
that the wild flower, known as the Golden Rod, is hereby recognized as the 
national flower of the United States of America.”„Acte, 1892-93.

Governor O’Neal took an early interest in political affairs. In 1884 he 
was chosen presidential elector from the 8th district, and as such . can¬ 
vassed the entire State in the interest of the Democratic party, gaming 
at that time the reputation as a brilliant stump speaker and iead^ 
debater. Eight years later, in 1892 lie was chosen P^iderdial elector 
from the State-at-large, and he again canvassed the whole State. His 
work for the party in Alabama during that campaign was of so distin¬ 
guished a nature as to win the praise of Vice-President Stevenson, who 
also delivered a number of speeches in Alabama during that seal. His 
service was later recognized by President Grover Cleveland, who, in May, 
1893, named him United States District attorney, which position he held 
for four years. Governor O’Neal has repeatedly held the office of c y 
attorney of Florence. 

Governor O’Neal was one of the leaders in the movement to secure a 
constitutional convention in 1901, and he was elected a delegate to the 
convention from tne 8tli Congressional District. As a member of the con¬ 
vention, he was chairman of the Committee on Local Legislation,^ ai d 
served on the committees on Rules and Suffrage. bhe student of the 
Alabama constitution of 1901 will find the results of hisi labors in the 
prohibition of a large class of local legislation, and 111 the elimination 
of the ignorant and illiterate voter, at the same time making it possible 
for him to acquire the right of suffrage by the attainment of certain edu¬ 
cational and tax paying qualifications. „ ■ 

' In the presidential campaign of 1908, Governor O Neal canvassed seveial 
western States for Bryan, and following the election he organized thp 
fight in Alabama against the constitutional amendment tor State-wide 
prohibition. He called together the convention which met in Montgomery 
in 1909 for the purpose of formulating a campaign against the amend¬ 
ment, and, as the leader of the local option forces, he made a vigorous 
campaign of the State, meeting on several occasions* in joint debate, at 
his invitation, Judge S. D. Weakley, one of the prohibition leaders. Fie 
was largely responsible for the defeat of the amendment, and, m recogni¬ 
tion of his services, he was, in 1910, elected Governor. _ ■ 

Prioi* to his election to the office of Governor, he was president of the 
Alabama Bar Association, from 1909 to 1910, an office which his father 
had held shortly before he was made chief executive of the State. Ala¬ 
bama furnishes no other example of father and son occupying the office 
of governor, and as president of the State Bar Association,, a framei o 
the State’s constitution, and as a presidential elector.. Tt is doubtful if 
any other State in the South furnishes a similar coincidence. 

Since assuming office as the chief executive of the State, Governor 
O’Neal has been active in carrying out the principles of his platform. 
Fie has stimulated a strong sentiment for judicial reform, for law enforce¬ 
ment* diid for a more adequate and efficient educational system,. He 
maintains that a respect for law and order are the fundamental principles 
of sound government and a contented people, yet believing the State’s 
judicial system to be inadequate to bring about this result, he appointed 
in the Spring of 1912 a commission of prominent lawyers to revise the 
civil and criminal procedure of the State, and to suggest necessary changes 
to the next Legislature. Recently, he authorized the publication of a 
strong paper in which he advocated local taxation for the support of 
public schools.

In 1898 
he was a strong factor in defeating the Populist party in Tuscaloosa 
county. He was treasurer of that county from 1896 to 1900. In 1906 he 
was nominated as State Treasurer over Mr. Charles A. Allen. In 1910 he 
was elected Lieutenant Governor. Mr. Seed is a Methodist; and also a 
"piember of the Masons, and Council, the Knights Templar, the Woodmen 
of the World, the Knights of Pythias and the Mystic Circle. He was mar¬ 
ried on September 21, 1887, in Foster’s Settlement, to Ellen E., daughter 
of J. Luther and Rebecca ( Thornton ) Foster. The Foster family located 
m Tuscaloosa county at an early day, and it had many representatives 
prominent in the State. 

DANIEL WATTS TROY, of Montgomery, Secretary to the Governor 
was born at Montgomery, July 5, 1873; is the son of Daniel Shipman 
and Florence Lascelles (Watts) Troy, and grandson of Alexander and 
Frances Eleanor (Shipman) Troy, and of Thomas Hill and Eliza Brown 
(Allen) Watts. Mathew Troy, father of Alexander Troy, came to America 
from Londonderry, Ireland, prior to the American Revolution, His wife 
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was Rachel Potts, of Pottsville, Pa. Coming to maturity, Alexander Troy 
removed to North Carolina, where Daniel Shipman Troy was born. The 
latter removed to Cahaha, Ala., and was there admitted to the. bar at 
the age of nineteen, In 1851. He came to Montgomery in 1860; ini 1861 
ioined the “Montgomery True Blues,” hut afterward recruited the Gilmer 
Grays ” of which he was Captain. He rose by promotion to Lieutenant- 
Colonel 60th Alabama Infantry Regiment, and was severely wounded 
before Petersburg March 25, 1865. Thomas I-I. Watts was a colonel in 
the Confederate Army, Attorney General in the cabinet of President Davis, 
and Governor of Alabama, and a distinguished lawyer. Daniel WV Troy 
was educated by a private tutor, in the private schools of Montgomery, 
and at the University of Pennsylvania, which he entered in 1893, taking 
a special course in Electrical Engineering. Later he read law in the 
office of Troy and Watts; was admitted to the bar before the Supreme 
Court, January 15, 1895; was a member of the firm of Watts and Troy 
1896-1897 • practiced alone 1898-1903, when he moved to New York City, 
and was there a member of the firm of Steuart and Steuart of New 
York, Baltimore and Washington, 1907; in 1908 moved to Montgomery, 
becoming head of the firm of Troy, Watts and Letcher, with whom he 
was associated until September, 1910, since which date he has practiced 
alone, acting since December 27, 1911, as one of the special counsel fox 
the State. He is a member of the bars of Alabama, New York and the 
United. States Supreme Court, and has been admitted to practice in the 
Patent Office. He is a Democrat. His wife is Jane Eddins Watts, 
daughter of Thomas H. and Johnness Belle ( F ddins) WAtts, of Mont- 
gomery. 


JOHN MOFFAT, of Montgomery, Recording Secretary to the Governor, 
was born December 21, 1859, at Annan, in Dumfrieshire, Scotland, and is 
the son of William and Elizabeth (Graham) Moffat, and grandson of Wil¬ 
liam and Elizabeth ( Armstrong ) Graham, of Longtown, Cumberland, Eng¬ 
land.

John Moffat was educated in-the public schools of Annan, 
Scotland and Teeswater, Ontario. For a number of years he was engaged 
in clerical work, locating in Alabama in 1889.

He 
was the son of Jonathan Gayle Brown, who was the oldest justice of 
the peace of Mathews county and afterwards high sheriff of the county.

FRANK NEW SUM JULIAN, of Tuscumbia, was born June 18, 1872, in 
that town, and is the son of William Reese and Elizabeth Melissa 
(Croxton) Julian, and the grandson of George Irvin and Martha Lavina 
(Reese) Julian, and of Elijah and Eleanor Johnson (Scott) Croxton, the 
latter couple living in S. C. The Croxtons are descended from John 
Croxton, an Irish peer; while Mrs. E. J. Croxton was a first cousin of 
Gen. Winfield Scott. The father, Wm. R. Julian, was born near Moulton, 
in Lawrence county; served with gallantry in the Mexican War under Col. 
Jefferson Davis, was the first soldier over the walls of Monterey and was 
promoted to a sergeantcy; commissioned as lieutenant of artillery by 
A. B. Moore, Governor of the “Independent State of Alabama,” Jan. 31, 
1861; entered the cavalry branch of the service and was under Generals 
Forrest and Roddy; and was the first sheriff of Colbert county, to which 
office he was twice re-elected. Frank Julian was partially educated in 
the common schools, attending two full terms and a portion of a third 
term. He derived his education from the schools as stated and from 
newspaper work. In May, 1885, when only thirteen years of age, he entered 
the printing office of the North Alabamian , at that time owned by Capt.

Stephenson, of Leighton, Ala. 

LEON CLARENCE McCORD, of Albertville, Ala., was born June 21, 
1876, at Conyers, Rockdale county, Ga.; is the son of William Henry and 
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Ellen Grant (Davis) McCord,, of Albertville, Marshall county, Ala. W. 
H. McCord’s parents came from Ireland to Georgia. He was major of 
the 19th Ga. Inf. Regt., serving through.the War of Secession, and was 
for a number of years one of the County Commissioners of Marshall 
•county,, Ala. Leon C. McCord was educated in the schools of Albert¬ 
ville, Attalla, and Blountsville, Ala., and graduated from the Law De¬ 
partment of Vanderbilt University, Nashville, Tenn. He is a lawyer, hav- 
practiced at Scottsboro and Guntersville eight ‘ years before becoming 
secretary of the Supreme Court in 1903, which position he held six years. 
He served as 2nd Lieut, of 3rd Texas Volunteers, in the Spanish-American 
War. He is a Democrat, and was on the State Ex. Committee from 7th 
Congressional district for four years; is a Methodist; a K. of P.; and an 
Elk, having been at the head of the Charities Committee for a number of 
years.

THOMAS McADORY OWEN, of Montgomery, Director, was born at 
the residence of his maternal grandfather, near new Jonesboro (two miles 
below Bessemer), Jefferson county, December 15, 1866, and is the son of 
Dr. William M. and Nancy L. ( McAdory) Owen.

EUGENE ALLEN SMITH, of the University of Alabama, was born at 
Washington, Autauga county, October 27, 1841, and is the son of Sam’l 
Parrish Smith of that place, and wife, Adelaide Julia Allen. He was edu¬ 
cated in the schools of Prattville until 1855, in which year he was sent 
for a three years course at Philadelphia, Pa., but in 1859 he returned to a 
private school at Prattville. He entered the University of Alabama in 1860 
and graduated with the degree of A. B. in 1862. In 1865 he entered the 
University of Berlin, subsequently he was at the University of Goettingen, 
and the University of Heidelberg, receiving the degree of Ph. D. from the 
latter an 1868. Dr. Smith on his return was assistant State Geologist of 
Mississippi, 1868-71. In 1871 he was made professor of geology in the 
University of Alabama, and in 1873 was appointed State Geologist, still 
retaining his chair in the faculty of the University. As State Geologist 
he has performed permanent and invaluable work in the exploration of the 
vast and varied mineral resources of the State. His voluminous official 
as well as his fragmentary reports and writings for the press have given 
to the world proof of the mineral wealth of the State never before known. 
Dr. Smith was honorary commissioner from Alabama to the Paris Expo¬ 
sition, 1878; special agent of the tenth census on cotton culture in Ala¬ 
bama and Florida, 1880; member and fellow of the American Association 
for Advancement of Science, 1871—; Secretary of Section E. of A. A. A.

degree, 1881, and with the postgraduate degree of M. S. 1886; took an ex¬ 
tended course in the Universities of Goettingen and Berlin, 1901; was pro¬ 
fessor of chemistry in the University of Louisiana, 1887-93, and at the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 1893, to date; in 1896 was president of 
the Association of Official Agricultural Chemists; has written many 
scientific theses for leading journals; is the author of a number of Bulle¬ 
tins of the Alabama agricultural experiment station; and became State 
Chemist by virtue of his position as professor of chemistry in the A. P. I. 
He is a Methodist; a Democrat; and a Knight of Pythias. His wife is 
Letitia Roane, daughter of Wm. Crawford and Elizabeth Caroline 
(Thomas ) Dowdell, and granddaughter of Lewis Dowdell, of Harris county, 
Ga., and of Wm. Callahan Thomas. Mrs. Ross is a first cousin of the 
late Gov. Wm. J. Samford.

JOHN FREDERICK DUGGAR, of ^Auburn, Ala., was born Aug, 
24, 1868, near Faunsdale, Marengo Co., Ala.; is the son of Reuben Henry 
and Margaret Louise (Minge) Duggar, the former of Petersburg, Chester¬ 
field county, Va., and the latter of Faunsdale, Marengo county, Ala.; and 
the grandson of Henry and Alice ( Goode ) Duggar, of Petersburg, Va., who 
later lived at Prairieville, Ala., and of Dayid and Elvira (Adams) Minge, 
of Faunsdale, Ala.- John Adams, father of Elvira was once mayor of Rich¬ 
mond, and a member-of the Va. House of Delegates; his father, Richard

Adams, was a member of the Va. House of Burgesses 1752-75, and of the 
Va. Senate 1779-82; and Elvira Adams’ great-grandfather Ebenezer Adams, 
came from England before 1714, receiving a grant of 3983 acres of land in 
New Kent and Henrico counties, Ya. On the Duggar side, the first im¬ 
migrant was John Duggar, who received a grant of 1013 acres of land in 
Brunswick county, Ya., from King George II. J. F. Duggar’s paternal 
great-grandfather was Reuben Vaughan, a lawyer, who was commissioned 
Captain by Gov. Patrick Henry, Oct. 29, 1777, in the Provisional Army. 
On the maternal side he is fifth in descent from Benjamin Harrison, signer 
of Declaration of Independence. J. F. Duggar was educated in the schools 
of Praiz*ieville; the Southern University at Greensboro, and graduated 
from the Agricultural and Mechanical College of Miss., with degrees of 
B. S. 1887 and M. S. 1888; and later studied in Columbia, and in Cornell 
Universities. Prof. Duggar began his career as assistant in Agriculture 
in the Texas Agricultural and Mechanical College in 1877; later he be¬ 
came assistant Director of the S. C. Experiment Station; he spent three 
years as Agricultural Editor of the Experiment Station Record in the 
U. S. Dept, of Agriculture at Washington; on Jan. 1, 1896, he entered on 
his duties as Professor of Agriculture in the Ala. Polytechnic Institute, 
and Agriculturist of the Agricultural Experiment Station at Auburn; 
since July 1, 1903, he has been Director of the Experiment Station; at 
one time he edited the Southern Live Stock Journal; for five years he 
edited the Agricultural department of the Montgomery Advertiser. He 
is a Democrat; a Baptist; and has been president of the Lee county Sun¬ 
day School Association for several terms. He has published “Agriculture 
for. Southern Schools”; and about fifty pamphlets on agricultural subjects 
which were, issued by the Experiment Station at Auburn, the Canebrake 
Experiment Station, the U. S. Dept, of Agr. and the S. C. Experiment 
Station. He married at Columbus, Miss., June 17, 1891, Fannie Camp, 
daughter of Ambrose and Mattie (Grigsby) Camp, of Louisville, Ky., sev¬ 
eral of whose ancestors were soldiers in the provincial and Revolutionary 
Wars.

CHARLES ALLEN CARY, of Auburn* was born Nov. 27, 1861, at Mil- 
lersburg, Iowa, and is the son of William and Lucy Ellen (Ohara) Cary, 
and the grandson of Daniel Morris and Dorcas (Price) Cary. The Carys 
are of old English stock, seated in the Massachusetts Bay Colony as early 
as 1634. His maternal grandfather was a Scotch-Irish lawyer, whose wife 
was a McGowan. Dr. Cary was educated in the county schools and in 
the high school at Millersburg, Iowa. In 1885 he graduated, from the 
Iowa State College at Ames, with the degree of B. S.; and in 1887. he 
graduated as a doctor of veterinary medicine from the same institution. 
In 1892 he spent nine months in Germany engaged in the study of med¬ 
icine. He practiced as a veterinarian at Keokuk, Iowa, 1887-89; was as¬ 
sistant State veterinarian of Iowa in 1888; was professor of veterinary 
science and veterinarian at the South Dakota A. & M. College, 1889-1891; 
and since 1893 he has been professor of veterinary science and physiology 
and veterinarian at the Alabama Polytechnic Institute. Dr. Cary is the 
director of farmers’ institutes and the director of the A. P. I. summer 
school for farmers; is a member of the American Veterinary Medical Asso¬ 
ciation; member of the National association for the study and preven¬ 
tion of tuberculosis; aided in bringing about meat and milk inspection 
in Montgomery, Birmingham and Mobile ; and has been president of the 
Alabama Live Stock Association since 1900.

SENATORS. 

JOHN HOLLIS BANKHEAD, Democrat, of Jasper, was born in Mos¬ 
cow, Marion (now Lamar) County, Ala., September 13, 1842; was self- 
educated; is a farmer ; served four years in the Confederate Army, being 
wounded three times; represented Marion County in the general assembly, 
sessions of 1865, 1866 and 1867; was a member of the State senate 1876- 
1877, and of the house of representatives 1880-81; was warden of the 
Alabama Penitentiary from 1881 till 1885 ; was -elected to the House of 
Representatives in the Fiftieth, Fifty-first, Fifty-second, Fifty-third, Fifty- 
fourth, Fifty-fifth, Fifty-sixth, Fifty-seventh, Fifty-eight, and Fifty-ninth 
Congresses; was appointed a member of the Inland Waterways Commis¬ 
sion March, 1907. In the Democratic primaries, 1906, Mr. Bankhead was 
nominated alternate Senator, receiving 48,362 votes, or a majority of all 
the votes cast in the election; in June, 1907, he was appointed United 
States Senator to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Hon. John T. 
Morgan, and in July, 1907, was elected by the legislature. Reelected by 
the legislature in January, 1911, for a full term beginning March 4, 1913, 
and ending March 3, 1919. 

JOSEPH FORNEY JOHNSTON, Democrat, of Birmingham, was born 
in North Carolina in 1843; quit school to join the Confederate Army as 
a private in March, 1861; served during the war, was wounded four 
times, and rose to the rank of captain; practiced law 17 years; was a 
banker 10 years; was elected governor of Alabama in 1896 and reelected in 
1898, serving 4 years; never sought or held any office other than Governor 
and Senator. He was unanimously elected to the United States Senate by 
the legislature August 6, 1907, receiving the Republican as well as the 
Democratic vote, to fill out the unexpired portion of the term of Hon. E. 
W. Pettus, deceased, ending March 3, 1909. Reelected for the'term ending 
March 3, 1915.

organizer and president Alabama Association of Colleges 1908-1912; mem-

GEORGE WASHINGTON TAYLOR, Democrat, of Demopolis, Marengo 
County, Ala., was born January 16, 1849, in Montgomery County, Ala.; 
was educated at the South Carolina University, Columbia, S. C.; is a law- 
year, and was admitted to practice at Mobile, Ala., November, 1871; en¬ 
tered the army as a Confederate soldier at the age of 15 years in Novem¬ 
ber, 1864, being then a student at the academy in Columbia, S. C.; served 
a few weeks with the South Carolina State troops on the coast near 
Savannah, and then enlisted as a private in Company D, First Regiment 
South Carolina Cavalry, and served as a courier till the end of the war; 
left the South Carolina University at 18, having graduated in Latin, 
Greek, history, and chemistry; taught school for several years, and studied 
law at the same time; was elected to the lower house of the General 
Assembly of Alabama in 1878, and served one term as a member from 
Choctaw County ; in 1880 was elected State solicitor for the first judicial 
circuit of Alabama, and was reelected in 1886; declined a third term; 
was elected to the Fifty-fifth, Fifty-sixth, Fifty-seventh, Fifty-eighth, 
Fifty-ninth, Sixtieth, Sixty-first and Sixty-second Congresses, and reelected 
to the Sixty-third Congress.

S. HUBERT DENT, Jr., Democrat, of Montgomery, was born at Eu- 
faula, Ala., August 16, 1869, was graduated from the Southern University, 
of Greensboro, Ala., with the degree of A. B., in 1886, and in 1889 was 
graduated in law from the University of Virginia; his profession has 
always been that of attorney at law; was married to Miss Etta Tinsley of 
Louisville, Ky., June 23, 1897; has one child, William Tinsley Dent; was 
appointed prosecuting attorney for Montgomery County, and went into 
office December 1, 1902; in 1904 was reelected for a term of six years;

votes, being the entire vote cast. Is chairman of the Committee on the 
Judiciary.

While attending the Douglasville College he read 
law under Prof. Joe Camp, who was a lawyer and also a professor in 
the Douglasville College. After leaving Douglasville he took a course in 
the Mountain City Business College at Chattanooga, Tenn., and while 
there read law under James H. McLane. From there he went to the 
Alabama University and was graduated from the university law depart¬ 
ment. He was admitted to the bar at Anniston, Ala., on the 20th of July 
1894, and from that time was associated with the firm of Knox, Acker 
Dixon & Blackmon until elected to Congress, at which time he withdrew 
from the firm in order to devote his entire time to his congressional 
duties. He was city attorney for the city of Anniston for four years and 
served in the Alabama State Senate from 1900 until elected to Congress 
in 1910. He was chairman of the congressional committee for the fourth 
Alabama congressional district, resigning this chairmanship after becom¬ 
ing a candidate for Congress. He was married December 31, 1908, and has 
two children. Mr. Blackmon was nominated by the Democratic party 
without opposition and elected to the Sixty-second Congress and was 
reelected to the Sixty-third Congress by a majority of 3,987 over his two 
Republican opponents.

SKETCHES OF JUDGES AND OF THE OFFICERS OF THE SUPREME 

COURT, 

JAMES RENDER DOWDELL, of Lafayette, chief justice, was born 
in Chambeis county, April 2, 1847, and is the son of James Ferguson 
Dowdell and wife, Sarah H,, daughter of James Render, of Georgia, 
James F, Dowdell was a member of Congress, member of the Alabama 
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Secession Convention, 1861, and colonel of the 37th Alabama Infantry Reg¬ 
iment. Judge Dowdell was educated in the common schools of the towns 
of Lafayette and Auburn; was at the University of Alabama, 1864-65; and 
wafe graduated from the East Alabama Male College, Auburn, with the 
degree of A. B. in the class of 1867. He began the practice of law at 
Opelika in 1870; was solicitor of the ninth judicial circuit for four years, 
1876 to 1880; judge of the fifth circuit ; chancellor of the Northeastern 
Division, and in 1898 was elected associate justice, re-elected in 1904; and 
again in 1906; appointed Chief Justice Feb. 8, 1909, and elected Nov. 8, 
1910 for six years. Judge Dowdell is a Democrat, and a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. On December 12, 1878, he was mar¬ 
ried to Ella May Ware, at Lafayette, Chambers county. 


JOHN CRAWFORD ANDERSON, of Demopolis, associate justice, was 
born Aug. 5, 1863, at Burton’s Hill, Greene county, and is the son of Dr. 
John Crawford and Elizabeth ( McAlpine) Anderson, and the grandson 
of James Mason and Mary (Miller) Anderson, and William A. and Ann 
(Watson) McAlpine, and the great-grandson of Major David Anderson, 
who held both civil and military offices under the Colonial government 
in Spartanburg district, S. C. Both of his grandfathers were soldiers from 
Alabama in the Indian wars. His maternal great-grandfathers, Solomon 
McAlpine and John Watson, were among the first settlers of that part of 
Alabama now embraced in the counties of Greene and Hale. Judge Ander¬ 
son was educated in the public schools and academies of Greene county, 
and the University of Alabama, but he did not graduate in the academic 
department. He took a course in the law department of the University, 
from which he graduated in 1883, with the LL. B. degree. He practiced 
his profession in Linden and Demopolis, 1886 to 1895; appointed and served 
as judge of the first judicial circuit, 1895 to 1904; elected associate 
justice of the Supreme Court in 1904 for six years; and re-elected Nov. 
8, 1910, for a like term. He is a Democrat; was a member of 
the executive committee of Marengo county for four yea is; and 
alternate presidential elector in 1892. He is " a deacon in the 
Presbyterian church; and a member of the Knights of Pythias. On Febru¬ 
ary 24, i897, at Tuscaloosa, he was married to Mary Bird, daughter of 
Capt. F. B. and Julia (Glascock) Martin, of San Marcos, Texas. Mr. 
Martin was a captain in the Confederate army. 


THOMAS COWAN McCLELLAN, of Athens, Limestone county, asso¬ 
ciate justice, was born January 11, 1873, at his present place of residence, 
and is the son of Robert A. and Aurora (Pryor) McClellan, and the 
grandson of Thomas J. and Margaret (Beattie) ‘McClellan, and of Luke 
and Isabella Virginia (Harris) Pryor. The father, R. A. McClellan, was 
a lieutenant in the 7th Alabama Cavalry Regiment, C. S. A.; a lawyer; 
member of the Alabama Constitutional Convention, 1875; and a member 
of the State Senate, 1875. Luke Pryor, the father of Mrs. R. A. Mc¬ 
Clellan, was a lawyer; member Alabama House of Representatives, 1855- 
56; U. S. Senator from Alabama, 1880; member of 48th Congress, 1883- 
85; and a strong advocate of railroad development. Judge McClellan was 
for two years a student of the University of Alabama, 1890-92, but did 
not graduate. He is a lawyer; was mayor of Athens for two years; and 
a trustee of the University of Alabama, 1899 to date. In 1906 he was 
elected an associate justice of the Supreme Court; and re-elected 
November 8, 1910, for six years. On December 20, 1894, he was 
married to Emily Horton, daughter of Judge James E. and Emily 
(Donclson Horton, of Athens. His second wife was Miss Sue Ruth 
Philips, of Pulaski, Tenn, 
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ANTHONY DICKINSON- SAYRE, of Montgomery, associate justice, was 
born April 29, 1858, at Tuskegee, Ala.; is the son of Daniel and Musidora 
( Morgan ) Sayre, and the grandson of Calvin and Mary ( Dickinson) 
Sayre, and of George and Frances (Irby)' Morgan, of Huntsville, Ala. Cal¬ 
vin Sayre was a resident of Franklin, Ohio. His son, Daniel Sayre, was 
born in that town, and was successively a resident of Jacksonville, Tuske¬ 
gee and Montgomery, Ala. Musidora Morgan, whom he married, was a 
sister of Senator John T. Morgan. Anthony D. Sayre was taught two 
years in a private school and received his higher education in Roanoke 
College, Ya. He studied law in the office of Judge T. M. Arrington, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1880, He was clerk of the city council, 1883 
to 1889; member of the House of Representatives, 1890-’91 and 1892-’93; 
member of the Senate, 1894-’95; President of Senate, 1896-’97; nominated 
to Senate for judge of city court and elected by the Senate in 1897; nomi¬ 
nated for re-electeion in 1903; was for twelve years a member of board of 
education in the city of Montgomery. In 1909 appointed an associate 
justice to succeed Judge Dowdell, elected Nov. 8, 1910, and reelected 
November 5, 1912, for six years. He is a Democrat, and was chair¬ 
man of the Democratic executive committee of Montgomery county, 1895- 
’96; he is a Mason, tie married Minnie Buckner Machen, the daughter of 
W. B. Machen, of Eddyville, Ky. 

JAMES JEFFERSON MAYFIELD, of Tuscaloosa, associate justice, 
was born March 22, 1861, at Moore’s Bridge, Ala. His father, James Jef¬ 
ferson Mayfield, was born at Sipsey Turnpike, Tuscaloosa county, Ala., 
May 1, 1834, and died March 24, 1901, at Moore’s Bridge. Ala. He was a 
teacher in that county the greater part of his life; was captain of the 
“Plough Boy Company” of Alabama during the war of 1861-65, and was 
twice wounded in the battle of Shiloh.' The “Plough Boy Company” was 
one of the largest companies organized in Alabama for the Confederacy. 
The judge’s mother, Amanda C. (South) Mayfield, was the daughter of 
Ransom and Elizabeth South, of Davis Creek, Fayette county, Ala. His 
grandfather, Obediah Mayfield, and wife, Harriet Mayfield, were resi¬ 
dents of Hughes’ Mill, Ala. Judge Mayfield entered the private schools of 
Tuscaloosa at the age of twenty, and for two years attended the prepara¬ 
tory school of W. D. Fonville; entered the University of Alabama, Sept. 
18, 1883, graduating from there June 23, 1885; was on the honor roll and 
speaking list of his class both years; studied law at the University during 
the time he was acting tutor and graduated in law in June, 1888. He 
taught school from his graduation until 1887, when he was elected tutor 
of physics and astronomy at the University of Alabama. He began the 
practice of law August, 188S, in the office of Gen. S. A. M. Wood, in Tus¬ 
caloosa. He'was elected to the Legislature for the session of 1894*-95. In 
1896 he was elected judge of the law and equity court of Tuscaloosa 
county, occupying this position until Oct. 1, 1903, when he resigned to 
accept the office of code commissioner, to which he had been elected by 
the Legislature of Alabama. He assisted Hon. W. L. Martin in the prepa¬ 
ration of the Code of 1896 and prepared the Code of 1907. The legal 
works of the judge include “Mayfield’s Digest of Alabama Reports,” six 
volumes of which are now out of press; “Constitutions of Alabama, Par¬ 
alleled, Annotated and Indexed,” and “Annotations of the Decisions of 
the Supreme Court of Alabama.” He is a Democrat and was on the 
State electorial ticket in 1896. On Nov. 3, 1908, he was elected to the 
Supreme Court for a term of six years. On June 30, 1897, at Little 
Rock, Ark., he was married to Susie Fitts Martin, daughter of Gideon 
Fred and Sallie Martin of that State.

ORMOND SOMERVILLE, of Montgomery, associate justice, was born 
Nov. 26, 1868, at Tuscaloosa, Ala.; is the son of Henderson Middleton and 
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Cornelia Banks {Harris) Sommerville, and the grandson of Dr. James 
Somerville and his wife, Helen Wallace Somerville, and of Richard Nor¬ 
fleet Harris and his wife, Amanda Banks Harris. The grandparents were 
all residents of Tuscaloosa. The paternal grandfather and the paternal 
grandmother were natives of Va., and respectively of English and Scotch 
ancestry. The maternal grandfather was a native of N. C. and of Scotch- 
Irish, and the maternal grandmother of English ancestry. Henderson M. 
Somerville, a native of Madison county, Va., lived in Tuscaloosa until 
1880, when he was appointed as associate justice of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama. He lived in Montgomery until 1890, when he was appointed 
to the U. S. board of customs appraisers, and is now chairman of that 
board. Ormond Somerville received his early education in Tuscaloosa. 
His higher education was acquired in the University of Alabama, from 
which he graduated in 1887 with the degree of A. B., and in 1890 with the 
degree of M. A., and LL. B. He began the practice of law in Aug., 1890, 
at Tuscaloosa, as junior member of the firm of Fitts and Somerville. In 
1895-’96, in firm of Somerville and Weaver; afterwards, 1896-1909, was 
Professor of Law in University of Alabama. Pie is a Democrat; and a 
deacon in the Southern Presbyterian Church. Apart from his profession 
and the offices held, already noted, he was instructor in Latin and English 
in the University of Alabama, 1887-’S8, instructor in Latin, 1889-’90; prin¬ 
cipal of high school, Macon, Miss., 1888-’89; succeeded Col. A. C. Hargrove 
as Prof, of Law, University of Alabama, Jan. 1, 1896; resigned law pro¬ 
fessorship Sept. 1, 1909, to become a candidate for Supreme Court, 
to which he was elected November 8, 1910, for six years. He was 
married Dec. 22, 1S98, at Shelbyville, Tenn., to Bessie Randolph Edgar, 
the daughter of Prof. George Matthews and Rebecca {Fry) Edgar, of 
Paris, Ivy., later of Tuscaloosa. Rebecca Fry, a descendant of Col. 
Joshua Fry who commanded the Virginia troops in the Indian war 
of 1754, was born and reared in Lewisburg, W. Va. 

EDWARD de GRAFFENRIED, of Greensboro, associate justice, was 
born near that place Jan. 31, 1861, and is the son of Emanuel T’Scharner 
de Graffenried and his wife, Sue Howard Seay, the former of Pleasant 
Ridge, Greene county, the latter of Greensboro, Plale county, and the 
grandson of Dr. Trazevant and Rebecca {Hill) de Graff enried, of South 
Carolina, and of Major Reuben and Anne {McGchee) Seay, of Greensboro, 
Ala. Christopher de Graffenried, who was born at Warb, in the Canton 
of Berne, Switzerland, and who founded Newberne, N. C., in 1710, was the 
original member of the family in America. The Seays were a Welsh family 
who early settled in Virginia, and later moved to Georgia and Louisiana. 
Thomas Seay, Governor of Alabama, 1886-1890, was his uncle. Judge de 
Graffenried received his early education in the schools, of Pleasant Ridge; 
attended the Southern University of Greensboro, from which he graduated 
with the degree of A. M. in 1880; studied law under Governor Seay, and 
was admitted to the practice before the Alabama Supreme Court in Janu¬ 
ary, 1882, since which time, and until his appointment to the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, March 9, 1911. He was in the active practice at Greensboro. He 
was a member of the Constitutional Convention of 1901. At the time 
of his appointment to the Court of Appeals he was private legal adviser 
to Governor Emmet O’Neal. On Oct. 10, .1912, he was commissioned an 
associate justice of the Supreme Court, to succeed Judge R. T. Simp¬ 
son, deceased, tie is a Democrat, and as presidential elector, 1888, voted for 
Cleveland and Thurman. He is a member of the M. E. Church, South. On 
June 2, 1886, at Eutaw, he married Mary, the daughter of Dr. John S. and 
Alice {Coleman) Meriwether, of Eutaw, Ala. 

JUNIUS MOORE RIGGS, of Montgomery, marshal and librarian of the 
Supreme Court, was born at Montgomery, November 29, 1851, and is the 
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son of Joel Riggs, and wife, Georgena, daughter of Junius A. Moore and 
wife Eliza Inglis Clitherall* His paternal grandparents are Zadock Riggs 
and wife Nancy Fleming, of North Carolina. Mr. Riggs received a com¬ 
mon school education. He has been marshal and librarian since 1874. He 
is past grand chancellor, Knights of Pythias, past dictator, Knights of 
Honor, and a member of the National Union and the Fraternal Union. He 
is a.Democrat; and a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church. Mr. 
Riggs is the compiler of the Catalogues of the Supreme Court Library and 
of the State Library (1902; 8vo. p. 301.) On April 11, 1888, at Selma, he 
married Elizabeth Harris, daughter of John Templeton Green and wife 
Elizabeth Harris, of Vicksburg, Miss., the former being the son of Thomas 
M. Green, Jr., and wife Mary Templeton. 

LAWRENCE HAYWOOD LEE, of Gadsden, reporter, was born August 
2, 1867, at Clayton, Barbour county, and is the son of Alto V. and Lillian 
(Laiorence ) Lee, and the grandson of Lovard and Susan B. {Lovelace) 
Lee and of William Haywood and Lucy ( Anthony) Lawrence, of Tusca¬ 
loosa, and the great-grandson of Needham and 'Lydia {Pryor) Lee, a na¬ 
tive of Georgia who early moved to Southeast Alabama, and of Josiah 
Lawrence (whose wife was a daughter of Colonel Wm. Haywood and wife, 
Charity Hare, the former a Revolutionary soldier in North Carolina), and 
of Henry Tate Anthony, who built the first frame house in Tuscaloosa. 
Needham Lee was a veteran of the Indian wars of 1836; and his grand¬ 
son Alto V. Lee, was a veteran of the War of Secession. Lawrence H. Lee 
was educated in the common schools at Clayton; graduated at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alabama as a bachelor of arts in 1887. , In 1888 he took his LL. B., 
degree from the law department, University of Alabama ; entered upon the 
practice of the law at Clayton in July, 1889, where he lived until Sept. 1, 
.1901, when he removed to Gadsden, where he continued to practice until 
Dec. 1, 1905. He was alderman of the town of Clayton, 1896-97; solicitor of 
Barbour county, 1890-92; member House of Representatives from the same 
county, 1898-99; and city attorney of Gadsden, 1902-04. In Dec. 1905, he 
was appointed supreme court reporter to succeed Phares Coleman. Under 
his direction vols. 144 to 174 of the Reports of the Supreme Court, and 
vols. 1 to 6 of the Court of Appeals have been issued. He is a Democrat, 
and has served as chairman of the executive committee of Etowah county. 
Mr. Lee has a distinguished Masonic record. He is a master mason, and 
a member of the chapter council and commandery; was grand master of 
the Grand Lodge of Alabama, 1910-11; grand master of the grand council, 
1909-10; grand high priest of the grand chapter, 1911-12; and is now (1913) 
grand warden of the grand commandery, Knights Templar of Alabama. 
He is a Methodist. On October 29, 1889, at Clayton, he was married to 
Augusta, daughter of Judge-Augustus H. and Anna ,{Ott) Alston. (See 
infra for sketch of Judge Alston.) 

ROBERT FULWOOD LIGON, clerk of the Supreme Court, was born at 
Tuskegee, September 24, 1864, and is the son of the late Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor R. F. Ligon, of that place, and later of Montgomery, and wife Emily, 
daughter of Edward Paine, a lawyer, and wife. Matilda Brinton, of Geor¬ 
gia. His paternal grandparents are Robert Ligon, a lawyer, and wife Wil- 
helmina Fulwood, of Halifax county, Va,, who removed to Watkins ville, 
Clarke county, Ga., where they died. He was educated at the Park High 
School, Tuskegee, preparatory to entrance at the A. & M. College Auburn 
where he took the degree of A. B. in 1882. In September, 1886, he was 
admitted to the bar, and in 1888 he took the summer law course at the 
University of Virginia. From 1886 to 1888 he was mayor of Tuskegee. In 
1899 he entered in a law partnership with Gen. George P. Harrison at 
Opelika; and in 1892 removed to Montgomery where he became a law 
partner of the late Tennant Lomax. In 1898 he was elected clerk of the 
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Supreme Court; re-elected in 1904 and 1910; and in 1900 was appointed 
a trustee of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute. He has been captain of 
the Tuskegee Light Infantry, and lieutenant colonel on the staff, respec¬ 
tively of Gov. Jones and Gov. Oates. He was Adjutant-General of Ala¬ 
bama, 1896 to 1899, embracing the period of the Spanish-American War. 
1-Ie resigned the position on March 1st, 1899. He was nominated Brigadier- 
General and Inspector-General of the Alabama National Guard, by Gov¬ 
ernor Jelks, in 1903, and by Gov. Comer, in 1907, and each time unani¬ 
mously confirmed by the Senate. He was nominated Brigadier-General 
and Quartermaster-General by Gov. Emmet O’Neal in 1911, and again 
unanimously confirmed by the Senate. He was placed on the. retired list 
of National Guard officers, at his own request, in 1911, with the rank of 
Brigadier-general. He is a Mason, a Knight of Pythias, a member of the 
Alabama State Bar Association; and has been president of the Alumni 
Association of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute. He is a Methodist, a 
Democrat, and was a delegate to the National Democratic Convention in 
Baltimore, 1912. Plis wife, to whom he was married Jan. 31, 1895, is Aileen, 
daughter of the late Dr. Thomas A. Means, of Montgomery. Dr. Means 
was a son of Dr. Thomas Alexander Means, for a long time president of 
Emory College, Oxford, Ga. 


SKETCHES OF JUDGES AND OFFICERS OF TPIE COURT 

OF APPEALS. 

RICPIARD WILDE WALKER, of Huntsville, presiding judge, was born 
March 11, 1857, at Florence, Ala.; is the son of Richard Wilde and Mary 
Ann (Simpson), Walker, and the grandson of John Williams and Matilda 
(Pope) Walker, of Huntsville, and of John and Margaret ( Patton ) Simp¬ 
son, who lived at Florence, Ala. His grandfather, John Williams Walker, 
was president of the first Constitutional Convention of Alabama, 1819, and 
was one of the two first U. S, Senators from the State. Richard Wilde 
Walker, Sr., was circuit solicitor, Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
associate justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama, member of the Confed¬ 
erate Provincial Congress from Alabama, and Confederate States Senator 
from Alabama. Richard Wilde Walker, Jr., attended the schools in Hunts¬ 
ville for several years under Dr. Carlos G. Smith. Pie was a student in 
the Washington and Lee University for one year, and graduated at Prince¬ 
ton in 1877 with the degree of A. B. He studied law in the Columbia 
University Law School, N. Y., and was admitted to the bar in 1878. After 
practice in St. Louis, New Mexico, and New York, he located in Huntsville 
in 1883. On February 23, 1891, he was appointed by Gov. Jones associate 
justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama, and served until Nov. 9, 1892. 
He was a member of the Constitutional Convention of Alabama in 1901; 
a member of the Alabama legislature in 1903; was appointed Judge of 
Court of Appeals of Alabama March 9, 1911, and was chosen by his 
associates as presiding judge of the court. 1-Ie is a Democrat. Pie was 
married June 22, 1886, at Pluntsville, Ala., to Sara Shelby White, the 
daughter of Col. Addison and Sarah ( Irvine ) White. 

JOHN PELHAM, of Anniston, associate’' judge, was born August 23, 
1865, at Alexandria in that county, and is the son of Judges Charles and 
Margaret Louise ( Johnston ) Pelham, and the grandson of Dr. Atkin¬ 
son and Martha ( McGhee ) Pelham, and of Judge George and Margaret 
( Talmadge) Johnston, the latter couple of Louisville, K., Judge Charles 
Pelham was a member of Congress from Alabama in 1871, and the brother 
of “the gallant” John Pelham, so much distinguished in the War of Se¬ 
cession. Dr, Pelham was from Kentucky to Alabama in 1837, while his 
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wife’s family came from Person county, N. C., to Calhoun (then Benton) 
county about 1832. Judge* Pelham was educated at the Presbyterian 
'school in Talladega, Ala.; and in 1888 graduated from the law depart¬ 
ment of the Columbian University (now George Washington University), 
Washington, D. C., with the degree of B. L. and M. L. Admitted to the bar 
in 1888, he practiced continuously at Anniston until elected Judge of the 
•seventh judicial circuit in 1904. On March 9, 1911, he was named as an 
•associate judge of the then newly created Alabama Court of Appeals for 
a term of six years. At Max Meadows, Ya., Oct. 10, 1895, he married Ellen, 
daughter of George W. and Rebecca (Austin) Miles, of Marion, Ya. 

ELIAS PERRY THOMAS, of Eufaula, associate judge, was born August 
'26, 1872, in Henry cvounty, and is the son of Elias Hugh Thomas and 
Nancy A. (Hays) Thomas, the former a native of Talbotton, Ga., who 
removed to Henry county, and the grandson of Hugh Thomas and of 
Alexander and Nancy (Harris) Hays, who lived at Cedar Springs, Ga. 
E. II. Thomas was a member of Company I, 3rd Alabama Battalion of 
Reserves; and had previously served in the Creek Indian war of 1836. 
Judge Thomas was educated in the common schools, and at the Southeast 
Alabama Agricultural School, Abbeville. In 1891, he entered the junior 
•class of the University of Alabama; and having finished that year’s course, 
he entered upon the study of law at Clayton. He began the practice in 
1893. He was elected mayor of Clayton in 1899, and re-elected in 1901. In 
November, 1902, he was elected to the State Senate,* and re-elected in Nov., 
1906. On Oct. 10, 1912, he was commissioned as associate judge of the 
‘Court of Appeals, to succeed Judge Edward de Graffenriecl. He is a 
Democrat, and a Baptist. On April 18, 1900, he was married to Little Nell, 
•daughter of Dr. Edward Hill and wife Elizabeth (Swanson) Pritchett, 
'of Playneville, Ala. 

ALEXANDER TROY, of Montgomery, was born March 14, 1853, near 
Elizabethtown, Bladen county, N. C.; is the son of Alexander James and 
Maria Jane (Smith) Troy, and the grandson of Alexander and Frances 
Eleanor (Shipman) Troy and of Dr. John Smith and his wife, Elizabeth 
Locke, who lived near Elizabethtown, N. C. Matthew Troy, the father of 
Alexander Troy, Sr., came with his brother, Michael, to America from 
Londonderry, Ireland. Alexander Troy, Sr., lived successively in Anson 
-and Columbus counties, N. C. He was solicitor for more than thirty years, 
and elected by the legislature, which frequently had a majority of Demo¬ 
crats, although he himself was a strong Whig. He was a finished scholar 
and endowed with a remarkable memory. Alexander J. Troy was a 
planter in Columbus county. He was too old for service in the Civil War, 
but freely supported the families of soldiers, while they were at the front! 
Daniel Shipman, 1 the father of Frances Eleanor Shipman, was a captain in 
the Revolutionary army. Alexander Troy was educated in the old field 
schools of Columbus county and at Whiteville Academy, tie studied 
law in Montgomery, and was admitted to the bar, March 19, 1875. On 
.Jan. 1, 1S80, he formed a partnership with D. S. Troy and H. C. Thomp- 
kins, and since that date he has continued in the practice of law in Mont¬ 
gomery. Mr. Troy has been a member and : secretary of the Alabama 
State Bar Association since its organization in 1879. He was at one time 
for two years a member of the city council. He is the editor of the 
Proceedings of the Alabama State Bar Association, 1879-1913, in 34 vol¬ 
umes. He is a frequent contributor to the newspaper and periodical press 
and has delivered numerous public addresses. On the creation of the Ala- 
Lama Court of Appeals, Mr. Troy was in March, 1911, unanimously chosen 
as clerk. He is a Democrat, and served many years as a member of the 
Democratic State committee. He is a Catholic. He was married Dec. 26 
1876, to Alice Bridgenorth Watts, the daughter of Thomas Hill and Eliza 
IB. (Allen) Watts, of Montgomery, 
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SKETCHES OF CHANCELLORS. , 

WILLIAM HENRY SIMPSON, of New Decatur, chancellor of the 
northern division, was born July 15, 1857, at Danville, Morgan county, 
and is the son of Stephen and Malmda ( Stovall ) Simpson, and the grand¬ 
son of Moses and Nancy Simpson, and of Drewry and Margaret Stovall, 
all of Morgan county. Stephen Simpson was a merchant of Danville, and 
one of the pioneers in the cause of education in his county. Chancellor 
Simpson received his education at the Danville high school; and in 1879' 
took his LL. B. degree at the University of Alabama. He entered upon 
the practice of law in Oct. 1879. Pie was a member of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, 1886-7. In Feb. 1889, Gov. Thomas Seay appointed him 
judge of the newly established city court of Decatur; elected in 1892 for 
a six year term; on the abolition of the city court in 1895 and the crea¬ 
tion of the new northern chancery division, was appointed chancellor. by 
Gov. Wm. C. Oats; re-elected in 1898 and 1904, all elections being with¬ 
out opposition. Chancellor Simpson was again re-elected Chancellor in 
1910, without opposition, for a term of six years. He is a Democrat; and 
a deacon in the Missionary Baptist Church. On March 26, 1882, he was 
married to Mary Daniel, daughter of Daniel and Carrie L. Johnson. Mr^ 
Johnson was a Confederate soldier, and was killed in the battle of Shiloh. 

WILLIAM WALLACE WPIITESIDE, of Anniston, chancellor of the 
northeastern division, was born in Calhoun county, Feb. 13, 1858, and is. 
the son of Josiali Whitington and Elizabeth Jane (Small) Whiteside, the 
grandson of John Underwood and Rutha ( Hemphill ) Whiteside and of 
Mathew and Nancy ( Buchanan ) Small, and the great-grandson of John 
Whiteside, a member of Captain Robert Porter’s company, Tyron county, 
N. C., troops, commanded by General Rutherford in the Revolutionary 
War. Chancellor Whiteside was educated in the “old field schools’' of 
Calhoun county, and at Oxford College, Oxford, Ala., from which he re¬ 
ceived the A. B. degree in 1879. After a year’s preliminary reading he 
entered the law department of the Cumberland University, graduating in 
1881, with th LL. B. degree. He entered'upon his profession in Oxford, 
in September, 1881, and did a general practice until 1904, when he . was 
elected Chancellor of the northeastern chancery division. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the House of Representatives from Calhoun county 1884-85; a mem¬ 
ber of the Constitutional Convention from the same county, 1901; and 
a member of the public school board at Oxford for several years. He 
was a member of the Calhoun county Democratic executive committee, 
1882-1896. He is an elder in the Presbyterian church (formerly Cum¬ 
berland) ; an active Sunday school worker; and a Mason. At Alexandria, 
Calhoun county, December 24, 1884, he was married to Alice, daughter of' 
Wm. Philip and Elizabeth ( Cameron) Cooper. Mrs. Whiteside is a de¬ 
scendant of Robert Cooke, a Revolutionary soldier, who was with Wash¬ 
ington at Valley Forge, and of Thomas Cantrell, who saw Revolutionary 
service as a member of Lieut. Lytle’s command, from Caswell county, N. C. 

ALFRED HATCH BENNERS, of Birmingham, chancellor of the north¬ 
western division, was born Feb. 22, 184Q, at Greensboro, in Green (now 
Hale) county, and is the son of Augustus and Jane (Hatch) Benners, and 
the grandson of Lucas Jacob and Frances (Batchelor) Benners, and of 
Alfred and Elizabeth (Vail) Hatch. Augustus Benners came of Hugue¬ 
not ancestors, who had migrated from France to the West Indies, where 
the family resided from 1709 to 1790, whence members came to Newbern, 
N. C. He removed to Alabama; practiced law at Greensboro, 1840-1885, 
and was a member of the House of Representatives, 1853-54, 1861 and 
1863. The -Hatch family lived at Areola, Ala. Chancellor Benners was- 
educated in the schools of Greensboro, and graduated with an A. B. de- 
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gree in 1868, from the Southern University. He practiced law at Greens¬ 
boro, 1870-74, Dallas, Tex., 1875-85; again at Greensboro, 1885-90; and in 
1890 removed to Birmingham, where he has since resided. In 1888-89 he 
was a member of the House of Representatives from Hale county. On 
Jan. 26, 1905, he was appointed chancellor of the N. W. division to suc¬ 
ceed John J. Altman, deceased, and on November 8, 1906, he was elected. 
He is a Democrat; and a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church. On 
Feb. 2, 1871', he married Margaret Chadwick, daughter of Allen Calwal- 
lader and Katherine ( Erwin) Jones. Allen C. Jones was lieut.-col. of the 
5th Alabama Infantry Regiment; and John Erwin, father of Mrs. Jones, 
was long prominent in Alabama public life. 

THOMAS HERNDON SMITH, of Mobile, chancellor of the southwest¬ 
ern division, is the son of John Little and Virginia A. ( Herndon) Smith, 
the grandson of Robert Hardy and Elizabeth (Gregory) Smith and of 
Thomas PI. and Emma S. ( Toulmin ) Herndon, the great grandson of 
Joseph Smith and his wife, who was a daughter of Robert Hardy. The 
Smith and Hardy families were long prominent at Edenton, N. C. The 
I-Iemdons were from Fredericksburg, Va., and the Gregorys from Suf¬ 
folk. Mrs. Herndon was the daughter of Judge Harry Toulmin, appointed 
superior court judge for the Washington district, Mississippi Territory, in 
1804, and in which position he served until the admission of Alabama into 
the Union in 1819. John Little Smith was one of the most distinguished 
lawyers at the Alabama bar. Coming to Alabama in the forties with his 
brother, Col. Robert PI. Smith, they practiced their profession at Livingston 
and later at Mobile. Chancellor Smith was educated at the University of 
the South, Sewanee, Tenn., and at the University of Alabama. He located 
in Mobile for the practice of the law and has since resided there. He 
was a member of the House of Representatives, 1894-95, and of the State 
Senate, 1896-97. In 1898 he was elected chancellor of the S. W. division, 
a position which he has since held. Plis wife is Lily, daughter of John 
and Mary (Purpis) Goldtliwaite, and the grand-daughter of Judge Henry 
Goldthwaite, late of Mobile. 

LUCIEN DUNBIBBEN GARDNER, of Troy, Pike county, chancellor of 
the southeastern division, was born Nov. 28, 1876, at Troy, Pike county, 
and is the son of John Dunbibben and Julia Isabella (Starlce) Gardner 
and the grandson of Benjamin and Catherine ( Collins ) Gardner, and of 
Bowling and Eliza Gregory (Neio) Starke. The parents of Benjamin 
Gardner were Scotch immigrants, who settled in Wilmington, N. C., after 
the Revolutionary War, the father being a Methodist preacher. Benjamin 
Gardner was a lawyer and for some years prior to the War of 1861 was 
editor of the Alabama, Journal , then published in Montgomery. In 1872 he 
was elected Attorney General of the State, and served one term; and died 
November, 1903, in Palestine, Texas. His son, John Dunbibben Gardner, 
was born at Florence; was educated in the old field schools; lived at 
Troy ; in 1861 was elected 1st It. of Co. “F,” in 1st Ala. Cavalry Regi¬ 
ment, and left the army at the close of the war with the rank of captain. 
Chancellor Gardner received his primary education in the public schools 
of Pike county; June, 1894, was graduated from the State Normal Col¬ 
lege at Troy with degree of B. A.; June, 1896, from State University 
with degree of B. A,; in June, 1897, from the law department with the 
degree of LL. B. In 1897, entered upon the practice of law at Troy; in 
1898 was appointed by Chancellor W. L. Parks register in chancery at 
Troy; resigned in 1903; has been for several years president of the Alumni 
of State Normal College at Troy; April, 1907, was elected Commandant of 
Camp Sanford, No. 385, Troy, Ala., U. S. C, V. In 1906 he was elected to 
the State Senate from the 25th senatorial district, composed of the coun¬ 
ties of Pike, Crenshaw and Coffee. He was appointed Chancellor South- 
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eastern Chancery Division in August, 1907; and elected in 1910, for six 
years. He is a Democrat, and a member of the Democratic executive com¬ 
mittee of the 12th judicial district. He is a member of the Baptist 
church; and a Knight of Pythias. On December 20, 1900, was married to 
Henrietta, daughter of Henry Clay and Ophelia ( Worthy ) Wiley, and the 
granddaughter -of James McCaleb Wiley. Henry Clay Wiley served as a 
private in the 8th Texas Cavalry, C. S. A. 


SKETCHES OF CIRCUIT COURT JUDGES. 

AUGUSTUS HOLMES ALSTON, circuit judge from the State at large, 
is a native of Bibb county, Ga., and was born Nov. 17, 1847. His parents, 
Willis and Elizabeth Alston, were natives of Georgia and South Carolina, 
respectively, and of English descent. Willis Alston was born in Hancock 
county, Ga., in 1806; married at Georgetown, S. C., in 1823, to Elizabeth 
Howard, and died in Texas, in the year 1849. Mrs. Alston was the daugh¬ 
ter of Rev. John Howard, of North Carolina, for many years a distin¬ 
guished minister of the Methodist church, and her death occurred near 
Decatur, Ga., in January, 1866. Judge Alston’s paternal grandfather was 
Robert Alston, who moved in an early day from Halifax, N. C., to Han¬ 
cock, county, Ga., thence later to Fla., but subsequently returned to Geor¬ 
gia, and died at Thomasville, that State. Judge Alston is a native of 
Georgia, but came to Alabama immediately after the war. He served 
a short time as a member of Co. “C.” Ninth Tenn. Cavalry, Duke’s Brig¬ 
ade, Gen. John H. Morgan’s command; was captured at Mt. Sterling, Ky., 
and remained a prisoner of war at Rock Island, Ill., until the close of 
the war. He read law under Cato and Baker at Eufaula ; married Miss 
Anna M. Ott, daughter of Col. Edward S. and Amanda A. Ott, of Barbour 
county ; served two terms as judge of probate, having first been appointed, 
and afterwards elected by a very large majority, bias served as chair¬ 
man of the Democratic executive committee of the 3rd district and as 
chairman of the Democratic executive committee of Barbour county. Is 
a Mason and a member of the M. E. Church, South. When the office of 
supernumerary judge was created in 1899 he was elected by the Legislature 
to fill the office, in 1904 he was without opposition re-elected by the people 
of the State at large, and again re-elected in 1910. He resides at Clayton, 
Barbour county. 

JOHN T. LACKLAND, of Grove Hill, judge of the 1st judicial circuit, 
was born in Virginia about fifty-eight years ago; removed to Alabama 
when a young man; was admitted to the bar at Eutaw; located in Grove 
Hill for the practice; was for a number of years alone, then formed a 
partnership with Massey Wilson, which continued until the election of 
the latter as attorney-general, 1902; was elected circuit judge in 1904; 
and re-elected Nov. 8, 1910, for a term of six years. 

ARTHUR EMMET GAMBLE, of Greenville, judge of the 2nd judicial 
circuit, was born Feb. 4, 1874, at Greenville, Butler county, Ala.; is the 
son of John and Sallie Ann {Bond) Gamble, and the grandson of Charles 
M. Gamble and his wife Elizabeth Jordan, of Pike county, Ala. John 
Gamble was born in Jefferson county, Ga. He was a lawyer and lived at 
Greenville; was the captain of Co. II, 33d Ala. Inf. Regt. C. S. A,; and 
a member of the Alabama Constitutional Convention of 1875. Arthur E. 
Gamble received his early education in the common schools of Greenville' 
and his higher education in Marion Military Institute, under Col. J T 
Murfee. He was admitted to the bar in Sept, 1896; was at one time a 
member of city council of Greenville; and is now judge of the 2nd Judicial 
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Circuit, elected in 1910. He is a Democrat; is chairman of the county 
executive committee; and member of the Second District Congressional 
executive committee. He is a Baptist; and a Knight of Pythias. His 
wife is Bettie Steiner, the daughter of Joseph Manning and Ida (flaw* 
thorne) Steiner, of Greenville. 

MICHAEL SOLLIE, of Ozark, judge of the 3rd judicial circuit, was 
born Oct. 12, 1864, at Farmersville, Union Parish, La.; is the son of 
John William and Eleanor Elizabeth ( Craddoclc ) Sollie, and the grandson 
of William Craddock and his wife, Lottie Craddock, who lived near Law- 
renceville, Henry county, Ala. The grandfather of John W. Sollie and his 
twelve sons emigrated from Ireland to America, where, in course of time, 
their descendants branched, out and settled in various parts of the Southern 
and Western United States. John W. Sollie in early life entered upon 
the work of a miner on the slopes of the Rocky Mountains; later was 
engaged in the coal fields of Alabama, and finally making his home at 
Farmersville, La. He did contract levee work under the government on 
the Mississippi River, and, under private individuals, on its tributaries. 
He was a Confederate soldier; served nearly four years and. died just 
before the close of the war. On the maternal side, the Craddocks were 
English. Judge Sollie’s early education was received in the schools of 
Hilliardsville and Lawrenceville, Ala., and his higher education in the 
University of Alabama, from which he received the degree of Bachelor 
of Laws in 1888. He first taught school in Georgia and Alabama, and then 
entered upon the practice of law, first at Eufaula, afterward at Abbeville, 
and later at Ozark. He was a delegate from the 3rd Congressional dis¬ 
trict to the constitutional convention of 1901; and twice member of elec¬ 
toral college. On Nov. 8, 1910, he was elected judge of the 3rd judicial 
circuit. He is a Democrat, and has served both as county campaign com¬ 
mitteeman and State campaign committeeman. He is a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South; is a Mason; a Knight of Pythias, 
and an Elk. He was married twice: (1) June 28, 1889, at Howard’s 
Landing, Ga., to Sarah Rebecca, the daughter of Anthony and Sarah 
Rebecca Hutchins, of Early county, Ga.; and (2) Dec. 27, 1905, at Elba, 
Ala., to Mrs. Mathew W. Wright, nee Alice Everet Rainer, the daughter of 
Young and Isabella Rainer, of Pike county, Ala. The Hutchins were an 
old family of Southwest Georgia; and the Rainers were among the first 
settlers of Southeast Alabama. 

BENJAMIN MEEK MILLER, of Camden, judge of the 4th judicial cir¬ 
cuit, was born March 13, 1864, at Oak Hill, Wilcox county, and is the son of 
Rev. Dr. John and, Sarah ( Pressly ) Miller, and the grandson of Joseph 
and Nancy Barnette (Neely) Miller, and of Dr. Samuel and Elizabeth 
(Hearst) Pressly, and the great-grandson of David and Jane ( Patterson ) 
Pressly, of Scotch-Irish stock early seated in South Carolina from North 
Ireland. The Millers are also Scotch-Irish, early settlers in York District, 
S. C. Dr. John Miller was a graduate of Arskine College, South Carolina, 
and was for many years president of Wilcox Female Institute of Camden. 
At the age of thirty-three years he was elected president of his alma mater 
but declined. He was pastor of the congregation at Oak Hill for thirty- 
one years. On December 19, 1862, the “Wilcox True Blues” presented him 
a Bible for services as chaplain of that company in the 1st Alabama In¬ 
fantry Regiment. Judge Miller was educated at Oak Hill and Camden, 
and was graduated from Erskine College with the of A. B. degree and class 
honors in 1884, and graduated from the law department of the University 
of Alabama in 1888. Admitted to the practice in 1888, he continued his 
professional labors until elected judge of the fourth judicial circuit in 
1904; was re-elected judge of the fourth judicial circuit in 1910; was a 
member of the House of Representatives from Wilcox county 1888-89; 
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and was a lient. in the Wilcox Mounted Rifles, 1887-89. He is a Democrat, 
and has served as a member of his county executive committee and of the 
State executive committee. He is a member of the Associate Reformed 
Presbyterian Church; a member of the Kappa Alpha fraternity; and a 
Knight of Pythias. At Birmingham, Sept. 21, 1892, he was married to 
Margaret Otis, daughter of Thomas and Nancy ( Staton) Duggan, of Mo¬ 
bile. They have two children, viz: Benjamin M. Miller, Jr., and Margaret 
Otis Miller. 

SAMUEL LOUIS BREWER, of Tuskegee, judge of the 5th judicial 
circuit, was born near that town August 3, 1864, and is the son of William 
George and Mary {Attaway) Brewer, and the grandson of Willis Brewer 
and wife, who was a Miss Walpole, and of Isaiah and Mary Attaway. The 
Brewers were from Virginia. Wm. G. Brewer lived for a number of 
years near Aberdeen, Miss., but in 1852 removed to Macon county. Isaiah 
Attaway was of South Carolina stock, but lived in Twiggs county, Ga., 
until 1840, when he moved to Macon county. Judge Brewer was educated 
in the Park high school in Tuskegee. For some years he was employed 
in printing offices in Opelika and Tuskegee ; and in the early eighties 
was one of the teachers in Bartow Academy, Mobile. He read law in 
1888; was admitted to the bar in 1889; and took a summer course in the 
law department of the University of Virginia, 1901. He was elected 
solicitor of the fifth judicial circuit, 1892; re-elected in 1898; and was 
elected judge of the same circuit in 1904, to succeed Judge N. D. Denson, 
tie is a Democrat; a steward in the Methodist church; a trustee of the 
Alabama Conference Female College ; and a member of the Masons and 
the Knights of Pythias. ( On December 7, 1892, at Bagdad, Fla., he was 
married to Charlie Belle, daughter of Charles Patrick and Mary Ellen 
(Townsend ) Walker. Mrs. Brewer is a direct descendant, on her father’s 
side, of James Wilson, one of the signers of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. 

BERNARD HARWOOD, of Tuscaloosa, judge of the 6th judicial circuit, 
was born April 22, 1866, at Gainesville, Sumter county, Ala.; is the son of 
Samuel Bernard Mayjor and Mary Scott {Gray) Harwood, the former of 
Gainesville, the latter of Greensboro, Ala., and the grandson of Samuel 
Mayjor and Elizabeth {Ellyson) Harwood, of Gainesville and of John 
Bay top and Martha {Cocke) Gray, of Greensboro. Samuel B. M. Harwood 
was a planter prior to the War of Secession; was too old for service, but 
volunteered and with rank of captain, was in charge of the West Alabama 
Commissary. John Baytop Scott, his great-grandfather, served as Gov¬ 
ernor of Louisiana by apopintment of President Jefferson. Judge Har¬ 
wood’s early education was meagre, y but he graduated from the law depart¬ 
ment of the University of Alabama in June, 1887; during the next year he 
formed a partnership with A. D. Pitts, of Uniontown, at which place he 
continued to practice for four years. He removed to Eutaw in 1892 and 
practiced there eighteen years; was a member of the State Legislature, 
1898-1899, and 1900-1901; was mayor of Gainesville, 1888; was author of 
bill calling the constitutional convention of 1901. On Nov. 8, 1910, he was 
elected judge of the 6th judicial circuit. He is a Democrat, was a member 
of the State Executive Committee 1898-1900. Is a member of the Episco¬ 
pal Church; a Mason; an Odd Fellow; ti K, of P. and a Woodman of 
the World, On June 12, 1889, at Eutaw he was married to Helene Braune, 
the daughter of Gustave and Honore {Roney) Braune, of Eutaw. 

HUGH DAVIS MERRILL, of Heflin, judge of the 7th judicial circuit 
was born Dec, 20, 1877, at Franklin, Heard county, Ga.; is the son of 
James Benjamin and Mary Elizabeth {Faver) Merrill, and the grandson 
of Joseph Benjamin and Susan (Lamberth) Merrill, and of Sanders and 
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Caroline Paver, of Heard comity, Ga. James Benjamin Merrill was born 
in Carrol toil, Ga. He lived at Franklin, Ga., until 1886, when lie moved 
to Edwardsville, Ala., where he resided and practiced law until a year 
or two before his. death, which occurred at his home in Heflin, Feb. 28, 
1909. He was a captain in the Confederate army. Hugh D. Merrill re¬ 
ceived his primary education in the public schools of Franklin, Ga., and 
Edwardsville, Ala., and his higher education in Oxford College, from 
which he graduated in 1896 with the degree of A. B. He then entered the 
law department of the University of Alabama, from which he' graduated 
<;pl907. He soon thereafter began the practice of law with his father at 
iJclwardsville. In 1902 he removed to Anniston and there became a mem¬ 
ber of the firm of Knox, Acker and Blackmon; and in 1908 he moved to 
Heflin and became a partner with his brother, Senator W. B. Merrill. He 
was a member of the legislature of 1900-01; was city attorney of Anniston, 
1906 to 1908. On March 11, 1911 he was appointed judge of the 7th 
judicial circuit, to succeed Judge John Pelham, who was apopinted as one 
of the judges of the Alabama Court of Appeals. Judge Merrill was nomi¬ 
nated to succeed himself, and against opposition, in the Democratic pri¬ 
mary of April, 1912, and was elected without opposition in the general 
election of November, 1912. He is a Democrat; a Baptist; a Shriner; an 
Elk, and a Knight of Pythias. He was married Dec. 27, 1906, at De 
Armanville, Ala., to Martha Chitwood, the daughter of J. W. Chitwood and 
his wife, Georgia Chitwood, who lived at that place. 

DANIEL WEBSTER SPEAKE, of Decatur, judge of the 8th judicial 
circuit, was born July 8, 1856, at Oakville, Lawrence county, and is the 
son of James B. and Sarah Brooks ( Lindsey ) Speake, and the grandson 
of John Speake, and of Dennis and Jennie Lindsey. The Speakes first 
located in Maryland, but John Speake resided in Washington county, Ky. 
James B. Speake lived at Oakville, as did also his wife and her parents; 
was a teacher, farmer, county superintendent of education, twice a mem¬ 
ber of the Legislature, and a member of the constitutional convention of 
1865. Judge Speake received his education in the old field schools of 
Lawrence county, and at the University of Alabama, from which he grad¬ 
uated in 1878, with the A. M. degree, and in 1879 with the LL. B. degree. 
Fie began the practice of law at Moulton in September, 1879; removed to 
Jackson county, where he was solicitor, 1885-89; appointed judge of the 
eighth circuit, July 23, 1904, and re-elected in November of that year. 
He is a Democrat; and a deacon in the Presbyterian Church. His ‘wife 
is Caro, daughter of Major R. C. and Margaret (Lewis) E. McCalla to 
whom he was married Dec. 14, 1881, at Tuscaloosa. Mr. McCalla was a 
Major of engineers in the C. S. A., and was long a distinguished civil 
engineer in Alabama. 

WILLIAM WALLACE HARALSON, of Fort Payne, DeKalb county, 
judge of the 9th judicial circuit, was born January 11, 1861, at Lebanon 
in that county, and is the son of William Jehu and Cornelia Jane (Mac- 
farlane) Haralson, and the grandson of Peter Bennett and Louise 
(Humphreys) Haralson, and of William Wallace and Letitia Elizabeth 
(Beeson) Macfarlane, of Fort Payne, Ala. His paternal grandparents 
resided in Monroe county, Tenn., and William J. Plaralsoli was born at 
Tellico Plains, He was a captain in the Confederate army, and for- many 
years a circuit judge of the fifth judicial circuit. Judge W. W, Haralson 
was educated in the common schools of DeKalb county, and at the Cum¬ 
berland University, Lebanon, Tenn., from which he graduated in 1882, 
with the degree of B, S, He graduated from the law department of the 
University of Alabama with the LL. B, degree in 1884; at once admitted 
to the practice, locating in Fort Payne; member State Senate, 1888-89 and 
1890-91; member of the Flouse of Representatives, 1900-01; elected judge 
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of the ninth judicial circuit November 8, 1904, and re-elected Nov. 8, 1910. 
tie is a Democrat, and has served as a member of the county, Congres¬ 
sional and State executive committees; is an elder in the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church; and a member of the Masonic fraternity. His wife, 
Fannie Campbell, to whom he was married in Fort Payne, November 26, 
1902, is the daughter of Andrew Lewis and Cordelia {Lyons) Campbell, 
and the granddaughter of Lewis and Mary Campbell, who came from Va. 
to Ala. in 1860. 

EDWARD CALVIN CROW, of Birmingham, one of the judges of tnt 
10th judicial circuit, was born June 18, 1866, at Moulton, Lawrence 
county, Ala.; is the son of Dr. Calvin Austin and Ann Elizabeth ( Traxton) 
Crow, and the grandson of Daniel Crow and his wife, who was a Miss 
Cox, and of William and Sarah Jane {White) Thaxton, a daughter of 
Zachariah White, a general under General Jackson in the Indian war, 
who lived near Carrolton at the time of their death. Daniel Crow, of 
Alexandria, Ala., of Irish ancestry, was originally from N. C. He was 
the proprietor of the Crow Iron Works near* Anniston, which helped to 
furnish armor plate for the Confederacy. Dr. Calvin A. Crow was a sur¬ 
geon in Roddy’s command, and saw service at Shiloh, and in other engage¬ 
ments. The maternal grandfather, William Thaxton, was an emigrant 
from Ga., and at one time served in the Alabama legislature. Edward C. 
Crow received his primary education in the common schools of Moulton. 
He was graduated from the University of Alabama in 1886, being 1st ser¬ 
geant of Co. “A,” and two years later graduated in law. He began prac¬ 
tice at Florence in Sept., 1888, where he remained for several years. He 
held the position of Register in Chancery for Lauderdale county for eight 
years immediately preceding Jan., 1903, when he voluntarily resigned the 
office to locate in Birmingham to practice law. He was appointed May, 
1910, Judge of the 10th Judicial Circuit to fill the unexpired term of 
Judge A. A. Coleman, deceased, having been previously nominated on the 
Democratic ticket for this office, which he held to his election on Nov. 8, 
1910, for a term of six years. He was* 1st Sergeant, Co. “A,” Alabama 
Corps Cadets and Jr. 2nd Lieut. Co. “L,” (Wheeler Rifles) Florence, Ala.; 
he held each office for about one year, and was Battalion Adjutant of 1st 
Battalion, 3rd Regt., and acting Regimental Adjutant of this regiment. 
Fie was a Democratic county committeeman from Lauderdale county for 
one term. He is a Mason. He married Evie McKee, the daughter of John 
Perry and Susan {Bentley) McKee, of Camden, Ala., in 1889. 

CLARE BATEMAN SMITH, of Birmingham, one of the judges of the 
10th judicial circuit, was born June 2, 1878, at Fayetteville, Lincoln county, 
Tenn.; is the son of John Bateman and Grabriella {McCord) Smith, and 
grandson of William Henry and Caroline Charlotte Smith, of Nashville, 
and of Samuel and Susan McCord, of Moulton, and LaGrange, Alabama. 
John B. Smith, although born in Nashville, spent much of his life at 
Fayetteville and Pulaski, Tenn., where he was owner and editor of county 
newspapers. The Smiths were English people who came early .to Vir¬ 
ginia, while the maternal ancestors were of Scotch-Irish and Dutch descent, 
who came first to North Carolina, thence to Tennessee and to Alabama. 
Judge Smith received his early education' in the public schools and at 
Martin College, Pulaski; later attended Wharton’s Academic. School at 
Nashville; graduated from the University of Tennessee, degree of B. S., 
1898; and from the Law School of Cumberland University, at Lebanon, 
with the degree of B. L., 1900. He began the practice of law at Bir¬ 
mingham, Dec., 1900, and continued until his election as judge in Novem¬ 
ber, 1912. Fie has served as city attorney of North Birmingham, and as 
assistant city attorney of Birmingham. During the Spanish-American 
War, he was first lieutenant, Fourth Regiment, Tennessee Volunteers, and 
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spent some months in Cuba.. He is a Democrat; a Methodist; a Mason, a 
-Knight of Pythias, an Elk and a member of the Kappa Sigma College 
Fraternity. On , Julie 14, 1911, at Birmingham, he was married to Alta 
Rutledge, daughter of Thomas and Sarah ( Rutledge ) Brown, early set¬ 
tlers of Birmingham. 

CHARLES P. ALMON, of Florence, Lauderdale county, judge of the 
11th judicial circuit, was born at Moulton, Lawrence county, July 19, 
1872, and is the son of William Micher and Bettie ( Wasson ) Almon, and 
the. grandson of George W. and Nancy Almon, and of Calvin and Nancy 
Wasson. The Almons are North Carolinians. Judge Almon was edu¬ 
cated in the public schools, and at the Southern University, Greensboro. 
He read law at Moulton, and was admitted to the practice, on May 3, 
1893 ; practiced at Moulton until Sept. 1899; removed to Plamilton, where 
he practiced until September, 1904, when he located in Russellville, and 
practiced until he went on the circuit bench in November, 1906, and resided 
there until October, 1910', when he moved to Florence. He is a Democrat; 
and a Methodist. He was a member of the House of Representatives in 
1903, from Marion county; was chairman of the Democratic Executive 
Committee of Marion county for several years; was nominated in his 
thirty-third year as judge of the Eleventh Judicial Circuit, in 1906, and 
elected to fill out an unexpired term of four years; was re-nominated in 
1910, without opposition and elected for six years. His wife to whom 
he was married at Mooneville, Miss., Dec. 27, 1894, is Mattie Lou, daugh¬ 
ter of Lewis and Sallie (Davenport) Greene, and the granddaughter of 
Robert Davenport, for many years sheriff of old Tishomingo county, Miss. 

I-IENRT ALLEN PEARCE, of Dothan, Houston county, judge of the 
12th judicial circuit, was born near Milton, Santa Rosa county, Ala., 
March 1, 1861, and is the son* of Samuel A. and Anna A. ( Yonge) Pearce, 
and the grandson of Edmond A. and Eliza Pearce, originally from Virginia, 
and of Henry A. and Mary Yonge, of Geneva, Ala. Judge Pearce was 
educated at Abbeville in the public schools. Admitted to the bar, he has 
practiced at Abbeville, Columbia and Dothan; was mayor of Dothan in 
1895, and again in 1900-01; first elected judge of the twelfth judicial cir¬ 
cuit November. 8, 1904, and again November 8, 1910. He is a Democrat; 
member of the Knights of Pythias; and is unmarried. 

SAMUEL BARNETT BROWNE, of Mobile, judge of the 13th judicial 
circuit, was born September 18, 1«84, at Mount Vernon, Mobile county, 
and is the son of Phreaudius P. and Cornelia Josephine (Ewing) Browne, 
and the grandson of George and Marie (Rucker) Browne, and of Thomas 
and Susanna ( Barnett ) Ewing, who resided near Augusta, Ga. The 
Brownes are of English stock, the father of George Browne migrating 
from England and settling in Kentucky, where he married, his wife 
being the daughter of a Frenchman, who participated in the French 
Revolution, and who was compelled to escape to America. P. P. Browne 
first located in Tuscaloosa, Ala. in 1830, removed to New Orleans, finally 
located in Mobile in 1840, where he engaged in the mercantile business; 
and about 1850 went to Texas, where he died of yellow fever in 1853. 
Judge Browne was educated in the common schools of the country, and 
at the classical schools of Forkland and Pleasant Ridge, Ala, He was 
a private in Co. “BY “Greene County Greys,” 11th Alabama Infantry 
Regiment, was in several battles of the Army of Northern Virginia until 
June 30, 1862, when he lost his right leg in the battle of Frazier’s farm, 
while charging a battery. Although disabled, he afterwards served in the 
Tennessee campaign with Gen. Hood. He studied law and was admitted 
to the bar in 1867; located in Eutaw; in 1870 removed to Butler; and 
in the same year removed to Mobile. Before leaving Greene county he 
served as tax assessor 1865-68, He is a Democrat; a believer- in the 
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Catholic faith; and a member of the Knights of Honor In November 
1904, he was elected judge of the thirteenth judicial circuit, and reelected 
on Nov. 8, 1910. On January 4, 1883, he was married to Annie Zulieka, 
daughter of George L., and Pernicia Elizabeth ( Malone ) Boice, and the 
.granddaughter of Abram and Lois ( Knickerbocker ) Boice, of New York, 
and of William and Patience (Harlans) Malone, early settlers of Alabama. 


JAMES JACKSON CURTIS, of Haleyville, judge of the 14th judicial 
circuit, was bom Aug. 18, 1871, at Double Springs, Winston county, Ala.'; 
is the son of Benjamin F. and Eliza ( Taylor) Curtis, and the grandson 
of Solomon Curtis and his wife, Charlotte Curtis, and John Taylor and 
his wife, Eliza Taylor, of Haleyville, Ala. Solomon Curtis moved with his 
family from Denmark, Buncombe county, N. C., to Ala. in the early fifties. 
His son, Benjamin E. Curtis, lived near Double Springs; he was at one 
time sheriff of the county ; also was once tax collector and was a member 
of the legislature 1878-’79. The Curtis and Taylor families are descend¬ 
ants of early English settlers of N. C. James J. Curtis received his 
primary education in the country schools of Winston county; and his 
higher education in the State Normal College at Florence, where he 
graduated in 1891. He later took a course in the Birmingham Business 
College. Pie' studied law and was admitted to the bar in Feb. 1895. His 
practice has been in Cullman, Birmingham and Haleyville. He was as¬ 
sistant district attorney 1895 to 1896; U. S. Commissioner, 1897 to 1903; 
mayor of Haleyville, 1907 to 1909; supervisor of census, 7th district, 
1910; elected judge 14th judicial district Nov. 1910. He is a Republican 
and has held committee positions from county to State. He is a Pres¬ 
byterian, U. S. A.; and a trustee of the McGready church at Haleyville. 
He is a Mason; an Odd Fellow; a Knight of Pythias, a member of 
Fraternal Union; and of Loyal Order of Moose. He was married June 
22, 1904, at Cullman, Ala., to Lorena Hays, the daughter of Judge Asa B. 
Hays and his wife Minerva C. Hays of that place. 


WALTER WASHINGTON PEARSON, of Montgomery, judge of the 
15th judicial circuit, was born ‘ near I-Iaekneyville, Tallapoosa county, 
January 16, 1862, is the son of George Washington and Amanda Almira 
(Veazey) Pearson, and the grandson of Thomas Gilmore and Susan Hol- 
loway ( Martin ) Pearson, and of John Hart and Elizabeth ( Thomas ) 
Veazey. His parents and grandparents resided in Tallapoosa county. The 
Pearsons came from Westmoreland county, Va., to Raleigh, North Caro¬ 
lina, thence to Jasper county, Ga., and later to Tallapoosa county, Ala. 
His great-grandfather, Allen Pearson, whose wife was Mary Gilmore, was 
a Revolutionary soldier, and in early life was a schoolmate of George 
Washington. George W. Pearson, was unfit for ,field service, but after 
examination by the Medical board, he >vas appointed commissary of Camp 
Watts, in Macon county, Ala., where he remained until the close of the 
war. Judge Pearson was educated in the common schools of Tallapoosa 
county; graduated from the A. & M. College, Auburn, 1882. 1-Ie read 
law under Wm. D. Bulger at Dadeville, was admitted to the practice 
in 1886 in that town; and after a year at Tuskegee in 1887, came to 
Montgomery, where he has since resided. ’ On March 7, 1907, he was 
appointed judge of the newly created fifteenth judicial circuit, to which 
office he has been twice elected by the voters of the circuit since his 
appointment. He is both a trustee and a Steward in the Court Street 
Methodist church, Montgomery; and a member of the Knights of Pythias. 
At Montgomery, he was married to Lavinia Tarrant, daughter of Julius 
Bigelow and Sarah Gindrat ( Bugbee) Trimble, and the granddaughter 
of Judge Francis and Lavina ( Tarrant) Bugbee, and of James and Clara 
Ann ( Bigelmv ) Trimble, all of Montgomex’y* 
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JAMES ELLIS BLACKWOOD, of Gadsden, judge of the 16th judicial 
circuit, was born Dec. 5, 1872, in Blount county; is the son of John 
and Elzie {Easley) Blackwood, and the grandson of Alfred L. Black¬ 
wood and his wife, Nancy Blackwood, and of Daniel Easley and his 
wife, Eudoxy Easley. The Blackwood and Easley families were residents 
of Cleveland, Ala. John Blackwood was too young for service in the 
Confederate army, and his father, Alfred L. Blackwood, was exempt on 
account of physical affliction. John Blackwood was at one time a 
justice of peace and a postmaster. Daniel Easley died before the out¬ 
break of the War. Isaac Stephens, great-grandfather of James E. Black¬ 
wood was a Revolutionary soldier, and was with Washington at Valley 
Forge. Here he lost his finger and toe nails from frost bite. James E. 
Blackwood was educated in the public schools of Blount county, and in 
Blount College at Blountsville, from which he graduated in 1891. He 
read law in the office of Emory Hall at Oneonta, and was admitted to 
the bar in June, 1892, and immediately began practice at Blountsville; re¬ 
moved to Gadsden in July, 1897. He was at one time Democratic Sec¬ 
retary of the county committee, and in 1898 was campaign manager for 
Etowah county. He was one of the Alabama Commissioners to the 
World’s Fair 1908; was campaign manager for the Prohibitionists in 
Etowah county in 1907; when saloons were voted out and again cam¬ 
paign manager in 1909 when the amendment was defeated. On Nov. 8, 
1910, he was elected judge of the 16th judicial circuit. He is a Meth- 
dist; has been a member of North Alabama Conference since 1902, and 
on board of Church Extension. He is an Odd Fellow, a Mason, and a 
Knight of Pythias. He was married, June 19, 1892, at Blountsville, 
Ala., to Nannie J. Montgomery, the daughter of Clinton Montgomery and 
his wife Eliza Montgomery, and the granddaughter of George W. Mont¬ 
gomery and H. H. Barclift, both of Blountsville. Mr. Barclift was a 
Confederate soldier. 
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CHAPTER IY. LEGISLATIVE DEPART¬ 
MENT. 


REPRESENTATION. 


The legislative power ot this State shall be vested in a Legislature, which 
shall consist of a Senate and a House of Representatives.— Constitution, 
Sec. 44. 

Until the Legislature shall make an apportionment of Representatives 
among the several counties, as provided in the preceding section; the coun¬ 
ties of Autauga, Baldwin, Bibb, Blount, Cherokee, Chilton, Choctaw, Clay, 
Cleburne, Coffee, Colbert, Conecuh, Coosa, Covington, Crenshaw, Cullman, 
Dale, DeKalb, Escambia, Fayette, Franklin, Geneva, Greene, Lamar, Law¬ 
rence, Limestone, Macon, Marion, Marshall, Monroe, Pickens, Randolph, St. 
Clair, Shelby, Washington, and Winston, shall each have one Representa¬ 
tive; the counties of Barbour, Bullock, Butler, Calhoun, Chambers, 
Clarke, Elmore, Etowah, I-Iale, Henry, Jackson, Lauderdale, Lee, Lowndes, 
Madison, Marengo, Morgan, Perry, Pike, Russell, Sumter, Talladega., Talla¬ 
poosa, Tuscaloosa, Walker, and Wilcox, shall each have two Representa¬ 
tives ; the counties of Dallas and Mobile shall have each three Representa¬ 
tives; the county of Montgomery snail have four Representatives; and the 
county of Jefferson shall have seven Representatives.— Ibid. Sec. 202. 

Until the Legislature shall divide the State into Senatorial districts, as 
herein provided, the Senatorial districts shall be as follows: 

First district, Lauderdale and Limestone; Second district, Lawrence 
and Morgan; Third district, Blount, Cullman and Winston; Fourth district, 
Madison; Fifth district, Jackson and Marshall; Sixth district, Etowah and 
St. Clair; Seventh district, Calhoun; Eighth district, Talladega; Ninth 
district, Chambers and Randolph; Tenth district, Tallapoosa and Elmore; 
Eleventh District, Tuscaloosa; Twelfth district, Fayette, Lamar and Wal¬ 
ker ; Thirteenth district, Jefferson; Fourteenth district, Pickens and Sum¬ 
ter; Fifteenth district, Autauga, Chilton and Shelby; Sixteenth district, 
Lowndes; Seventeenth district, Butler, Conecuh and Covington; Eigh¬ 
teenth district, Bibb and Perry ; Nineteenth district, Choctaw, Clarke and 
Washington; Twentieth district, Marengo; Twenty-first district, Baldwin, 
Escambia and Monroe; Twenty-second district, Wilcox; Twenty-third, dis¬ 
trict, Dale and Geneva; Twenty-fourth district, Barbour; Twenty-fifth 
district, Coffee, Crenshaw, and Pike; Twenty-sixth district, Bullock and 
Macon; Twenty-seventh district, Lee and Russell; Twenty-eighth district, 
Montgomery; Twenty-ninth district, Cherokee and DeKalb;. Thirtieth dis¬ 
trict, Dallas; Thirty-first district, Colbert, Franklin and Marion; Thirty- 
second district, Greene and Hale; Thirty-third district, Mobile; Thirty- 
fourth district, Cleburne, Clay and Coosa; Thirty-fifth district, Henry.—

The county of Houston was created by act of the Legislature, approved 
Feb. 9, 1903. Under the operation of section 50 of the Constitution of 1901, 
the county was allowed one representative, making a total membership of 
one hundred and six in the Legislature of 1907. The new county is in¬ 
cluded in the 35th Senatorial district.

RULES OF THE SENATE, 1911. 

Rule 1. The president or presiding officer having taken the chair, and 
a quorum being present, the Journal of the preceding day shall be read 
to the end, that any mistake may be corrected that shall be made in 
the entry. 
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2. Every senator, when, he speaks, shall address the chair, standing 
In his place, and, when he has finished, shall sit down. 

3. No Senator shall speak more than twice on any question under 

debate, and shall hot consume more than one hour at each time, without 
leave of the senate; but the originator of the pending question, or chair¬ 
man of the committee reporting the measure, shall have the right to con¬ 
clude ' the debate, the originator of the pending question to have prece¬ 
dence. . 

4. When two or more senators rise at the same time, the presiding 
officer shall name the senator who is first to speak. 

5. When a senator shall be called to order by the president, or a sen¬ 
ator, he shall sit down; and every question of order shall be decided by 
the president, without debate, * subject to an appeal to the Senate, and 
the president may call for the sense of the Senate on any question of 
order. 

6. If a senator be called to order by a senator for words spoken, the 

exceptional words shall immediately be taken down in writing by the t 
•secretary, that the president may be better enabled to judge of the' 
matter. # 

7. No senator shall absent himself from the service of the Senate, 
for as long as one day, without leave of the Senate first obtained. In 
"Case a less number than a quorum of the Senate shall convene, they are 
hereby authorized to send the door-keeper, .or any other person by them 
authorized, for any or all absent senators, as the majority of such sena¬ 
tors present shall agree, at the expense of such absent senator unless such 

■excuse for non-attendance shall be made, as a quorum of the Senate shall 
Judge Sufficient, in which event the expense of securing the attendance 
of such senator shall be paid out of the contingent fund. 

8. When a motion shall be made, it shall be reduced to writing, if de¬ 
sired by the president, or any other senator, delivered at the table, and 
read, before the same shall be debated. 

9. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but: 

To adjourn; 

To adjourn to a certain day; 

To postpone indefinitely; 

To lay on the table; 

To postpone to a certain day; 

To commit, or 

To amend: 

which several motions shall have precedence, in the order they stand 
•arranged, and the motion for adjournment shall always be in order, and 
be decided without debate. 

10. If the question in debate contains several points, any senator may 
call for a division, but on a motion to strike out and insert, it shall not 
be in order to move for a division of the question; hut the rejection of a 
motion to strike out and insert one proposition, shall not prevent a mo¬ 
tion to strike out and insert a different proposition, nor prevent a subse¬ 
quent motion, simply to strike out, nor shall the rejection of a motion 
•simply to strike out, prevent a subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 

11. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
first put. 

12. When the reading of any paper is called for, and the same is ob¬ 
jected to by any senator, it shall be determined by a vote of the Senate, 
and without debate. 

13. The unfinished business in which the Senate was engaged at the 
last preceding adjournment, shall have the preference in the special 
orders of the day. 

14. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by one-tenth of the 
senators present, each senator called shall, unless for special .reasons he 
Tie excused by the Senate, declare openly, and without debate, his assent 
or dissent to the question. In taking the yeas and nays, and upon the 
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call of the Senate, the names of the senators shall be called alphabetic- 
ally, except that the name of the president pro tern shall be first called. 

15. When tne yeas and nays shall be taken upon any question, in pur¬ 
suance of the above rule, no senator shall be permitted, under any cir¬ 
cumstances whatever, to vote after the decision is announced from the 
chair. 

16. All motions to go into executive session shall be decided without 

debate. , 

17. All. joint resolutions shall be referred to the committee on rules- 

before they shall be considered by the Senate. 

18. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any person, whomso¬ 
ever within the doors of the senate chamber, to present any petition, me¬ 
morial or address, or to have any such read. 

19. When a question has been made and carried in the. affirmative or 
negative, it shall be in order for any senator of the majority to move 
for the reconsideration thereof; but no motion for the reconsideration 

, of any vote shall be in order after a bill, resolution, message, report, 
amendment or motion, upon which the vote was taken, shall have gone 
out of the possession of the Senate, announcing its decision; nor shall any 
motion for reconsideration be in order, unless made on the same day on 
which the vote was taken, or by 12 o’clock next day. 

20. All questions shall be put by the president of the Senate, and the 
senators shall signify their .assent or dissent, by answering their aye 
or no. 

21. The president pro tern of the State and the lieutenant governor 
in the absence of the president pro tern, shall have the right to name a 
senator to perform the duties of the chair, but such substitution shall not 
extend bejmnd adjournment. 

22. After reading the journal, business shall be called in the following 
order: 

1st Signing bills by the president. 

2nd. Call of districts. 

3rd, House messages. 

4th. Report from standing committees. 

5th. Reports from select committees. 

6th. Motions and resolutions. 

7th. Bills on third reading. 

8th. Regular order of the day at 12 M. 

9th. Miscellaneous business. 

The committee on enrolled and engrossed bills, and on journal, may 
report at any time. 

This order of business cannot be set aside, except upon a resolution,, 
previously considered and reporting by the committee on rules. 

When reports of standing committees are in order the committee shall 
be entitled to the door, last occupying it when the reports were in order. 

These rules shall not interfere with spcial orders for particular days,, 
or special orders for the Senate. 

Special orders shall be called at the hour of 12 o'clock, unless specially 
set for some other hour; and a motion for a special order shall first be 
referred to and reported from the committee on rules. 

Under call of the districts, only bills, petitions, memorials or resolu¬ 
tions which are to be referred to a committee, shall be introduced, and 
every bill, petition, memorial or other paper shall upon the first reading 
thereof, be referred by the presiding officer to the standing committee 
having the subject matter under consideration unless the Senate by a ma¬ 
jority vote order otherwise. And before any petition, or memorial ad¬ 
dressed to the Senate shall be received and read at the table, a brief 
statement of the contents of the petition or the memorial shall be made 
verbally by the introducer. 

23. Every bill shall receive three readings previous to its being passed; 
and the presiding officer shall give notice at each whether it be the first,. 
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second or third, which readings shall be on three different days. And 
no bill shall become a law until it shall have been referred to a standing 
committee, acted upon by such committee in session, and returned there¬ 
from, which fact shall affirmatively appear upon the journal of the Senate, 
and upon its final passage read ;at length, and the vote taken by yeas 
and nays, and the names of the senators voting for and against the same 
entered on the journal. 

24. The presiding officer of the Senate shall in the presence of the 
Senate sign all bills and joint resolutions passed by the Legislature, after 
the same shall have been publicly read at length immediately before sign¬ 
ing, and the fact of the reading and signing shall be entered upon the 
journal; but the reading at length may be dispensed with by a two-thirds 
vote of a quorum present, which fact shall also be entered upon the jour¬ 
nal. And all the resolutions proposing amendments to the Constitution 
or to which the approbation or signature of the president or president 
pro tern may be requisite shall be treated in all respects in the introduc¬ 
tion and form of proceedings thereon in the Senate in a similar manner 
with bills. 

25. Bills on first reading shall be committed, and shall be read a sec¬ 
ond time when returned from the committee on any subsequent day. 

26. The final question, upon the third reading of every bill, resolution, 
constitutional amendment, or motion originating in the Senate, and re¬ 
quiring three readings previous to its being passed, shall be “whether it 
shall be engrossed and read a third time?” and no amendment shall be 
received for discussion after the third reading of any bill, resolution 
amendment or motion, unless by unanimous consent of the members pres¬ 
ent ; but it. shall at all times be in order, before the final passage of any 

' such bill, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion, to move its 
commitment, and if such commitment take place and any amendment be 
reported by the committee the said bill, resolution, constitutional amend¬ 
ment or motion shall be again placed on the calendar for a second reading. 

27. The special orders of the day shall not be called by the chair 
before 12 o’clock, unless otherwise directed by the Senate. 

28. The titles of bills and such parts thereof only as shall be affected 
by proposed amendments, shall be inserted on the journals. 

29. The proceedings of the Senate, when not in committee of the whole, 
shall be entered on the journal as concisely as possible, care being taken 
to detail a true and accurate account of its proceedings; but every vote 
of the Senate shall be entered on the journal, and a brief statement of 
the contents of each petition, memorial or paper presented to the Senate 
shall also be inserted on the journal. 

30. The president pro-tem of the Senate shall appoint the chairman 
and members ofjthe standing committees, and he shall appoint all other 
committees of the Senate, both special and joint. 

31. No rule by this number. 

82. That all executive messages be considered with open doors unless 
otherwise requested in said message. 

33. The committee on rules may at any time report a special rule that 
debate on a pending measure shall cease at a certain hour, and a vote 
taken on the measure. The consideration by the Senate of such special 
rule shall not exceed thirty minutes, when a vote shall be taken thereon. 

34. When any question may have been decided by the Senate, in which 
two-thirds of the Senators present are necessary to carry the affirmative, 
any senator who votes on that side which prevailed in the question may 
be at liberty to move for a reconsideration, and a motion for a reconsid¬ 
eration shall be decided by a majority of votes, And every bill, question 
or measure in the possession of the Senate may be reconsidered at any 
time before 12 o’clock of the succeeding day. No motion to table a motion 
to reconsider shall be in order, if made on the same day the pi'oposition * 
proposed to be reconsidered, was carried, and no motion to take from the 
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table a motion to reconsider shall be in order, without giving one day’s 
notice. 

35. Messages shall be sent to the House of Representatives by the sec¬ 
retary, who shall previously endorse the final determination of the Senate 
thereon. 

36. Messages may be introduced in any stage of business, except while 
a question is being put, while the yeas and nays are being called, or while 
the ballots are being counted. 

37. The reporters shall be placed on the floor of the Senate by the 
secretary, or under his direction. 

38. The presiding officer of the Senate shall have the regulation and 
control of such parts of the capitol, and of its passages, as or may be 
set apart for the use of the Senate and its officers. 

39. Persons admitted on the floor of the Senate chamber while the 
Senate is in session: Members of the Legislature, officers and employes 
of the two Houses, the governor and his secretary, representatives of the 
press, other persons to whom the Senate by unanimous vote may extend 
the privileges of its floor. 

No smoking shall be allowed in the senate chamber. 

40. The time of meeting of the Senate each day shall be at 10:30 
o’clock a. m., except on Monday, on which it shall convene at 12 o’clock 
noon; and in all cases, upon the adjournment of the Senate, the secretary 
shall enter on the journal the hour of adjournment, and the name of the 
member on whose motion the adjournment was had. 

41. To aid in the dispatch of business, there shall be thirty standing 
committees, upon the following subjects, and to consist of the number 
herein named: 

1. On rules to consist of 5 members with the right to report at 

any time. 

2. On judiciary to consist of 11 members; 

3. On constitution and constitutional revision and amendments to 

consist of 7 members; 

4. On revision of laws to consist of 9 members; 

5. On finance and taxation to consist of 11 members; 

6. On temperance to consist of 9 metnbers; 

7. On corporations to consist of 7 members; 

8. On education to consist of 9 members; 

9. On commerce and common carriers to consist of 7 members; 

10. On public roads and highways to consist of 7 members; 

11. On banking to consist of 7 members; 

12. On municipalities and municipal organization to consist of 7 

members; 

13. On local legislation to consist of 7 members; 

14. On mining and manufacturing to consist of 7 members; 

15. On insurance to consist of 7 members; 

16. On county and county boundaries to consist of 7 members; 

17. On public health to consist of 7 members; 

18. On penitentiary, prison and prison punishment to consist of 7 

members; 

19. On fees and salaries to consist of 5 members; 

20. On immigration and industrial resources to consist of 7 members; 

21. On privileges and elections, including grievances, inabilities and 

registration to consist of 7 members; 

22. On military to consist of 5 members; 

23. On federal relations to consist of 5 members; 

24. On agriculture to consist of 7 members; 

25. On forestry, conservation and preservation of game to consist 

of 7 members; 

26. On public buildings and grounds to consist of 5 members; 

27. On public printing to consist of 3 members; 

28. On engrossed bills to consist of 3 members; 
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29. On enrolled bills to consist of 3 members; 

. 30. On revision of the journal to consist of 5 members whose duty 

it shall be to examine in reference to each bill or resolution 
finally passed by the Legislature and report whether the jour¬ 
nal contains the entries in reference thereto rquired by . the 
constitution. 

42. Bills on third reading postponed to a day certain, shall take pre¬ 
cedence on such day, and from day to day thereafter until disposed of, 
and the precedence of such postponed bills shall be in the order of their 
postponement respectively. 

43. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while a vote is being 
taken, except bj^ unanimous consent of the Senate. 

44. A motion to lay on the table any amendment or substitute shall 
not carry with it the original bill, resolution or proposition. 

45. The secretary of the Senate is required to furnish daily to the 
members of the Senate a printed calendar of all the bills and resolutions 
intended to have the force of laws on third reading, in the order in which 
they are entitled to consideration. 

46. When a committee has decided adversely to any bill or resolution 
such action shall be endorsed thereon as provided under Rule 49, and said 
bill or resolution shall be reported back to the Senate thus endorsed, and 
thereupon placed upon the adverse calendar of the Senate. Any senator 
may, after one day’s written notice, on the day named in said notice 
after the call of standing committees move the second reading of such 
bill or resolution when the same may, by a majority of the members 
elected to the Senate, be read by its title a second time and placed on the 
regular calendar of the Senate. Only 60 minutes to the side shall be al¬ 
lowed for the discussion of such motion—which may be divided as the 
Senators favoring and opposing the same may agree for their respec¬ 
tive sides. 

47. No motion to suspend, modify or amend any rule or any part 
thereof, shall be in order except on notice in writing, specifying precisely 
the rule, or part thereof, proposed to be suspended, modified or amended 
and the purpose thereof; and before any vote shall be taken on such mo¬ 
tion, it shall be first referred to the committee on rules, and the said 
committee must report thereon; but any rule may be suspended by unan¬ 
imous consent of the Senate. 

48. All resolutions shall be referred to and reported from the com¬ 
mittee on rules before consideration by the Senate; provided, that this 
shall not apply to resolutions requiring immediate consideration. 

49. All bills acted upon by a committee shall be endorsed as follows: 

“This bill was acted by the Committee on-in session, and 

(here insert the action of the committee),” and said endorsement shall be 
dated and signed by the chairman or acting chairman of the committee. 


JOINT RULES OF THE TWO HOUSES OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 

ALABAMA, 1911. 


1. Upon the reception of a message from either House notifying the 
other of the originating and passage of bills, the secretary or clerk, as the 
case may be, shall immediately after the message is read, proceed to read 
the bills by their titles, unless the reading be called for by some member, 
in which event the bill shall be read at length, and referred to a committee. 
The House or Senate, as the case may be, shall then proceed with the 
business upon which it was engaged when the message was received; 
provided, that message from one House to the other shall take precedence 
over all other questions. 
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2. When House or Senate bills are signed by the presiding officer of 
the House or Senate, thereupon the clerk or secretary, as the case may be, 
shall notify the other House and request the signature of the presiding 
officer to the same; and as soon as the message is read, the presiding 
officer shall immediately sign the bills in the presence of the House or 
Senate, as prescribed by the constitution. 

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced into either House 
unless the member who introduces it discloses at the time the fact that 
the notice required by the constitution and laws has been given, and sub¬ 
mits one original and two exact copies of proof thereof with the bill. 

4. All bills for amendment to any section or part of the Code, in which 
the subject matter is stated in the title by reference to the section or 
other subdivision of the Code, must contain on the back of the bill, im¬ 
mediately below the title, a brief statement of the general subject to which 
such section or subdivision relates. 


SKETCHES OP SENATORS. 


FIRST DISTRICT. 

LAUDERDALE AND LIMESTONE COUNTIES. 

THURSTON HARVEY ALLEN, of Florence, Lauderdale county, was 
born Feb. 22, 1864, in Fincastle, Botetourt county, Va., and is the son of 
John B. and Nancy {Harvey) Allen, and the grandson of James S. and 
Rebecca Allen, and of Col. John M. and Nancy Harvey. His paternal 
grandparents were natives of Dundrod, north of Belfast, Ireland, while 
his maternal grandparents were born in Rathangen, county of Kildare, 
Ireland. The former were Orangemen and strong Protestants, but the 
latter were Catholics. On migrating to this country, they located in 
Botetourt county, Va. The family seat of the Allens was the “Stone- 
House,” and that of the Harveys was “Cherry Lane.” The father of Sen¬ 
ator Allen was for years a representative in the Virginia House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, and was for a long period a commissioner of revenue of his 
county. Col. John M. Harvey was a soldier in the war of 1812. James 

S. Allen, one of his grandfathers, was for many years president of the 
county court, holding a commission under George III. Senator Allen was 
educated at Beaver Dam Academy, the Fincastle High School, and the 
University of Virginia, from which institution he graduated in 1884 in 
the law department. For a short period he practiced law at Fincastle, 
but in 1888 he removed to Florence, Ala. Since that date he has actively 
pursued his profession, but at the same time he has not lost sight of the 
business interests of his community, in the development of which he has 
had a conspicuous share. Until elected to the State Senate, he had never 
held public office.. He is a democrat; a Presbyterian; and a member of 
the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks. His wife, who is now de¬ 
ceased, was Willie Frank, the daughter of Dr. John M. and Sallie 
(Mooie) Steele, of Fincastle, Va. Dr. Steele was a prominent physician 
both in Augusta and in Botetourt counties,-Va. 


SECOND DISTRICT. 

LAWRENCE AND MORGAN COUNTIES. 

CHARLES MORGAN SHERROD, of Courtland, Lawrence countv was 
born October 1 , 1860, at this place, and is the son of William c! and 
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Amanda ( Morgan ) Sherrod, and the grandson of Benjamin and Tabitha 
(Goode) Sherrod and of Samuel D. and Matilda ( McIntosh ) Morgan, who 
lived in Nashville, Tenn. Benjamin Sherrod emigrated from North Caro¬ 
lina to Lawrence county in 1818, and settled four miles north of Courtland 
near an Indian village, known as “Gourdtown.” He largely built, and was 
the first president of the Tuscumbia and Courtland Railway, now a part of 
the Memphis division of the Southern Railway. Charles M. Sherrod re¬ 
ceived his early education at Town Creek (then Jonesboro) and Court- 
land; attended the A. & M. College at Auburn,. 1878-79; and graduated in 
the Law School at Lebanon, Tenn., June 1880. He began the practice of 
law at Courtland in 1884; went to Moulton in 1886, where he practiced 
until 1894; spent the five years following in Texas, where he was appoint¬ 
ed judge of the district court, Wichita county, 1896. He was mayor of 
Courtland from 1902 to 1906. He was chairman of the Democratic com¬ 
mittee, Lawrence county, from 1890 to 1894, and delegate to the State 
conventions, 1890-1894, 1900 and 1906. Mr. Sherrod was elected a member 
of the Legislature from Lawrence county and served in the House of 
Representatives from 1907 to 1911. In that body he was appointed a 
member of the special committee on Municipal Code and helped to frame 
the present municipal laws, of the State. He was elected to the State 
Senate of 1911, without opposition. He is a member of the Knights of 
Pythias. Mr. Sherrod was editor of the Courtland Enterprise, a weekly 
newspaper, 1899 and 1900, and of the Franklin Times , 1901. He was mar¬ 
ried September 24, 1890, to Helen, daughter of John Rush and Lou (Fos¬ 
ter) Gates. Mrs. Gates is related to the well known Foster family of 
Tuscaloosa county, Alabama. 


THIRD DISTRICT. 


BLOUNT, CULLMAN AND WINSTON COUNTIES. 

JAMES BARTLEY SLOAN,* of Oneonta, Blount county, is a native of 
Jefferson county, and was born near Warrior, March 3, 1873. His father, 
George Seaborn Sloan, a native of Carroll county, Ga., removed to Blount 
county, Ala., where he died; was a Missionary Baptist preacher, a Con¬ 
federate soldier, and a member of. the Legislature from Blount county, 
1898-99; and was the son of George Sloan and wife, a Miss Jones, both from 
South Carolina, but natives of Ireland. The mother of Senator Sloan 
was Lucinda, daughter of William and Elizabeth (Blackburn) Thomas, of 
English origin, who resided in Jefferson county. Senator Sloan was edu¬ 
cated in the public schools of Jefferson and- Blount counties; graduated 
from Blount college, 1895; studied law under M. L. Ward, Esq., of One¬ 
onta, and was admitted to the bar in Blount county in Dec. 1897, and 
there he has since continuously practiced his profession. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Alabama Constitutional Convention, 1901. He has served as 
Alderman, 1902, and mayor, 1903-4, and 1911, of the town of Oneonta. 
He is ruling elder in the Cumberland Presbyterian Church; and is a 
past grand, I. O. O. F. His wife, to whom he was married at Oneonta, 
June 23, 1903, was Annie Rosalea, daughter of James H. and Mattie 
(Whitlock) Daughdrill, of Gadsden. Mrs. Daughdrill’s father, Judge W. 
L. Whitlock, served for twenty-four years a judge of the 9th Judicial 
Circuit. The wife of Judge Whitlock was a Bridges. Senator Sloan is 
a Republican, and for the past five years he has been chairman of the 
Republican Executive Committee of Blount county.

While at 
college in his senior year, he was captain of Cadet Co. B. He is a Dem¬ 
ocrat, having served for several years as chairman of the executive com¬ 
mittee of Jackson county; is a member of the Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Church, South; and is a member of the I. O. O. F., and of the 
Woodmen of the World. In 18S2 he was editor of the Scottsboro Citizen.

rp ^Y A , TT T - B3 Y 0WN , of Ragland, St. Clair county, was born at Kymulga, 
lalhulega county August 28, 1865. His father, Oakley Brown, was born 
at Gandysville, Union county, S. C., but removed to Talladega county 
Ala., where he lived and died. He served as a member of Co. D. 21st 
Alabama Infantry Regiment, in the War of Secession; and was the son 
of Richard and Mima (Huclcahy) Brown, both of Union county S C 
The wife of Oakley Brown was Catherine Lawrence, dauglffer of Green 
and Susan (Moms) Lawrence. Senator Brown was educated in the com¬ 
mon schools. He has had various business interests, and has served io 
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many important relations of life in his community. He has been a mer¬ 
chant since 1885; coal operator since 1892; President of the Ragland 
Coal Company since 1906; and he is now (1913) President of the Bank 
of Odenville, President of the Bank of Ragland, President of the Rag¬ 
land Water Power Co., President of Brown cotton mills, President Oden¬ 
ville Land and Development Co., Director in the Anniston National Bank, 
Director in the Atlantic and Gulf Portland Cement Co., Director in the 
Ragland Cooperage Co., and Director in the Protective Life Insurance 
Co. He was alderman of Attalla, 1891-92; was mayor of Ragland for one 
term, and an alderman of that town for ten years. , He represented St. 
Ciair county in the Legislature of Alabama, House of Representatives, 
1902-1906; and was elected to the Senate from the 6th district in 1910. 
Pie is a democrat, and chairman of the St. Clair county executive com¬ 
mittee, 1902-06; member of Methodist Episcopal Church, South; and 
Past Grand Chancellor K. of P. He was married at Ashville, Ala., Nov. 
12, 1902, to Mrs. Liza {Inzer) Freeman, daughter of Col. John W. and 
Sallie {Pope) Inzer, of Ashville. Col. Inzer is now (1913) one of the four 
survivors of the Alabama Secession Convention.

THOMAS ERBY KILBY, of Anniston, was born at Lebanon, Wilson

He has been president of the Kilby 
Locomotive and Machine Works of -Anniston since 1899; vice-president 
of Kilby Frog and Switch Co., of Birmingham, since 1903, and president 
City National Bank of Anniston since 1905. He served as member of 
the city council, 1898-99; member board of education, 1900-05 ; and mayor 
of Anniston 1905-09. He was Inspector General, with the rank of colonel 
on the staff of Gov. B. B. Comer, 1907-10. Pie is a Democrat; a Mason, 
Shriner, Elk, and K. P. Pie is a vestryman of Grace Protestant Epis¬ 
copal Church, Anniston. On June 5, 1S94, at Anniston, he was united 
in marriage to Mary Elizabeth, daughter of Col. Whitfield and Anne 
Plorry {Bent) Clark, of Clayton, Barbour county, Ala. On the maternal 
side Mrs. Kilby is descended from Gen. Peter Horry, a distinguished rev¬ 
olutionary soldier of South Carolina. Pier father, Col. Clark, commanded 
the 39th Alabama Infantry Regiment in the War of Secession. 


EIGPITH DISTRICT. 

TALLADEGA COUNTY. 

THOMAS SCALES PLOWMAN, of Talladega, Talladega county, is a 
native of the county which he now represents in the State Senate, and 
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was born June 8, 1848. He is the son of George Paris and Agatha Ten¬ 
nessee (Scales) Plowman, grandson of Jacob and Jane (Paris) Plowman* 
natives of England, but who on removal to the United States settled in 
Buncombe county, N. C., and of Rev. Nicholas and Leah (Perkins) Scales, 
of Franklin, Tenn. George. P. Plowman was a native of Buncombe 
county, but resided in McMinnville, Tenn., and later removed to Talladega 
in 1838. He was mayor of the town of Talladega; a member of the Leg¬ 
islature, and Probate Judge of Talladega county. Senator Plowman was 
educated in the common schools, and at the Talladega Baptist College, 
under Prof. Wm. F. Perry, later a brigadier-general in the C. S. A. His 
education was interrupted by the progress of the war. Gn the organiza¬ 
tion of the 51st Alabama Mounted Infantry, under Col. John Tyler Mor¬ 
gan, he enlisted and served in Co. F. On July 22, 1864, he was severely 
wounded in the battle of Atlanta. Senator Plowman is engaged in busi¬ 
ness enterprises in his native town. He. served as mayor of Talladega 
two terms, 1872 and 1879. He was a member of the 55th Congress, 
1897-99, from the 4th Congressional District. He was a member of 
and chairman of the Talladega county Jury Commission, 1910-1911. Pie has 
served as captain of the Talladega Rifles, Alabama State Troops. He has 
served several terms as chairman of the Democratic Executive Committee 
of Talladega county ; and as chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
7th Judicial Circuit. He is a Methodist; a Mason, Knight of Pythias, an 
Elk, and a Knight of Honor. At Lincoln, Ala., Oct. 4, 1877, he was mar¬ 
ried to Annie, daughter of James M. and Olivia (McClellan) Montgomery. 
Mrs. Plowman is a granddaughter of Gen. Wm. B. McClellan, a graduate 
of West Point, a brigadier-general of militia, and colonel in the Con¬ 
federate Army. 


NINTH DISTRICT. 

CHAMBERS AND RANDOLPH COUNTIES. 

JAMES DAYID NORMAN, of Lanett, Chambers county, was born April 
22, 1852, near Thomaston, Upson county* Ga. He is the son of Thomas 
J. Norman and wife Amanda Adams, the former the son of William Nor¬ 
man, and is the grandson of Benjamin F. and Yasti Adams of Upson 
county, Ga. The Normans are of French descent, while the Adams are 
German. Senator Norman has had very limited educational facilities. 
1-Ie spent but a short time in country school after sixteen years of age, 
He had no college or professional education. His early manhood was 
spent in the mercantile business in Lafayette, Ala. After that he was for 
ten years in the hotel, livery and stock business in the same town. He then 
moved to New Town, now Lanett, on the Chattahoochee river in 1903, 
where he has since been engaged in the mercantile, real estate and stock 
business. His first public office was that of representative in the Legisla¬ 
ture from Chambers county in 1885. He was then mayor of Lafayette in 
1887, and again in 1900 he was elected mayor for a term of two years. 
In 1901 he was elected to the Senate from the 9tli District, being chair¬ 
man of the Temperance committee and serving on other important com¬ 
mittees. In 1906 he resigned his place in the Senate to accept a po¬ 
sition as assistant superintendent and campaign manager of the Anti- 
Saloon League. In 1907 he was elected as a member of the County Board 
of Education from Chambers county. In 19i0 he was again elected to the 
State Senate. He has been a life-long Democrat, but with no disposition 
as a leader. 1-Ie has been a deacon in the Baptist Church for twenty- 
five years and has often served as church clerk and as Sunday School 
superintendent. He is a Knight of Pythias. On Feb. 22, 1876, at Lewis¬ 
ville, Ark., he was married to Eugenia Smtih, -daughter of Cornelius and 
Mary (Kennon) Rea. Members of the family are Presbyterians in faith 
and of Scotch-Irish descent, 
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TENTH DISTRICT. 

ELM0KE AND TALLAPOOSA COUNTIES. 

OSCAR SUTTLE JUSTICE, of.Central, Coosa comity, Ala., was born 
May 9, 1860, at Nixburg in the same comity, and is the son of William 
Strong and Martha Ann ( Johnson ) Justice, and the grandson of Levi and 
Elon ( Piclcarcl ) Justice, and of George and Elizabeth ( Buttle ) Johnson 
His paternal grandparents lived in Georgia, while his maternal grand¬ 
parents were residents of Coosa county, Ala. The Justice family is 
English, while the Suttle family is Scotch. His father, William Strong 
Justice, was born in Bibb county, Ga., where he resided from 1824 to 1848. 
He then came to Dale county, Ala., where he lived until 1845, thence to 
Nixburg, Coosa county, where he lived until 1885, removing to Eclectic 
in the same comity, where he died Oct. 25, 1894. Senator Justice was edu¬ 
cated in the common schools of Coosa county, Ala. His professional edu¬ 
cation was received in the Baltimore Medical and Surgical College, from 
which he graduated in 1884 with the degree of M. D. His second year 
was spent at the Mobile Medical College where he graduated in 1885. 
In 1900 he received a certificate from the New Orleans Polyclinic. 1-Ie 
began the practice of his profession in 18S5 at Central, Ala., where he has 
since resided. He is a member of the Elmore County Medical Society, 
and one of the counsellors of the Alabama Medical Association. He is 
a Democrat and has served for twenty years as a member of the exec¬ 
utive committee of his county, during two terms in which he acted as 
chairman. Until his nomination and election as Senator for the 10th Sen¬ 
atorial district he had never held public office. He is a Chapter Mason, 
and an Odd Fellow, and a member of the Columbia Woodmen, tie has 
been twice married. First to Anne Green I-Iollifield in 1888 at Central, 
Ala., and second to Mary Dixon Jackson in Dec. 1902. Both wives are 
dead. His first wife was the daughter of Wm. Green and Paulina (Bil¬ 
lingsley) I-Iollifield, of Central, Ala. 


ELEVENTH DISTRICT. 

TUSKALOOSA COUNTY. 

FRANK SIMS MOODY, of Tuskaloosa, Tuskaloosa county, Alabama, 
was born in that town on October 29, 1849, and is the only son of Wash¬ 
ington and Jane Hamilton (Sims) Moody and a grandson of Francis and 
Anna ( Hester) Moody, who moved from Mecklenburg county, Virginia, to 
Columbia, Tennessee, and thence to Tuskaloosa, and of Edward and 
Sarah (Banks) Sims who moved from Georgia to a point near Tuska¬ 
loosa. The Moody family is of English stock and was early seated in 
Virginia in the vicinity of Richmond. Washington Moody was a lawyer, 
long one of the most prominent citizens of Tuskaloosa, took a leading 

part in the organization of the First National Bank of Tuskaloosa in 

1871, and was its president until his death. Senator Moody’s grandfather, 
Ralph Banks, was a- Revolutionary soldier, and his great-great-great 
grandfather, James Jones, was a captain in the North Carolina troops 
during the Revolution. Senator Moody attended the private schools of 
Tuskaloosa. During the latter part of the war the University of Alabama 
was both a literary and military institution. Senator Moody was then 

too small to be a cadet But by special permission he attended lectures 

at the University without being a matriculate, and he was thus engaged 
when the buildings of that institution were, destroyed by Federal 
troops, in 1865. In 1867 he entered Washington College, which became 
Washington and Lee University, where he was graduated in 1870 with 
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the degree of A. B., and was the recipient, at the commencement of that 
year, of one of the Robinson prize medals at the hands of General tee. 
In 1871 Senator Moody became the cashier of the First National Bank 
of Tuskaloosa, the bank having been founded during that year; in 1874 
took the degree of Bachelor of Laws in the first class to graduate from 
the law department of the University of Alabama; began the practice of 
law in 1875; served as solicitor of Tuskaloosa county; and on the death 
of his father in 1879 was made president of the First National Bank of 
Tuskaloosa, a position he has continued to hold. For twenty-five years 
he has been engaged in farming. To fill a vacancy he was elected to the 
State Senate in 1894. He was elected to the same position in 1896, in 
1906 and in 1910. He is a Democrat and was chairman of the Democratic 
Executive Committee of the Sixth Congressional District from 1892 until 
1910. He has consistently advocated primary elections for the nomination 
of all State, Congressional, and county officers. Senator Moody has since 
1881 been an ardent advocate of temperance reform, and from that time 
he has consistently done all in his power to further the cause of temper¬ 
ance by advocating the prohibition of the liquor traffic or its regulation 
and control by dispensaries. A large part of his life has been given to 
temperance work. He opposed the prohibition amendment to the consti¬ 
tution submitted in 1909 on the ground that it was an extreme and intem¬ 
perate measure, and he was elected the permanent president of the Con¬ 
ference or Convention that met in Montgomery on the 15th day of Sep¬ 
tember to oppose the movement. He is a member of the Tuskaloosa Bap¬ 
tist Church, and for fifteen or twenty years he has been the teacher of 
the University Class in the Sunday School. On January 5, 1876, at Tus¬ 
kaloosa, he married Mary Farley, daughter of Thomas H. and Susan 
( Farley) Maxwell, the former having come from the Northern part of 
England in 1839, and the latter having come from Ipswich, Massachusetts, 
a few years later. 


TWELFTH DISTRICT. 

FAYETTE, LAMAR AND WALKER COUNTIES. 

CECIL ACMOND BEASLEY, of Fayette, Fayette county, Ala., was born 
Dec. 20, 1876, four miles west of Kennedy, Lamar county, Ala., and is the 
son of Wm. Luther and Susan Frances (Howell) Beasley, both of whom 
were natives of that section of the State where their son was born. The 
former was the son,of Gabriel and Mary (Appling) Beasley and the latter 
the daughter of Elijah and Abigail (Shepherd) Howell. His grandfather, 
Gabriel Beasley, moved to Fayette county, Ala., from Middle Tennessee 
in the early thirties and later located in Lamar county. His grandmother 
on the paternal side,'Mary Appling, moved with her parents from Georgia 
in 1830 at the age of six years to Tuscaloosa county. Elijah Howell was 
born near New Lexington, Tuscaloosa county, Ala., his parents having 
removed from South Carolina. He was a Baptist minister. His grand¬ 
mother Howell came from South Carolina with , her parents and they 
located in Fayette county, Ala. His ancestors have all been farmers. He 
whs educated in the public schools of Lamar county, Ala., and at the 
State Normal College at Florence, from which he was graduated in 1896. 
In 1900 he took the degree of Bachelor of Laws from the University of 
Alabama. He was admitted to the bar in 1900 in Florence, where he had 
previously read law in the office of Emmet O’Neal before he entered the 
University. He practiced in Florence for two years before he located in 
Fayette in Oct., 1903, He is private secretary to U. S. Senator John H. 
Bankhead, which position he has held since 1903. Is a Democrat; a Mis¬ 
sionary Baptist; a Royal Arch Mason; Odd Fellow; Knight of Pythias 
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and Red Man. On Jan. 18, 1910, Senator Beasley was married in Fayette 
Ala., to Mrs. Louise ( Renfro ) Robertson, daughter of A. J. and Sarah 
Freeman Renfro,' both of Fayette. 


THIRTEENTH DISTRICT. 

JEFFERSON COUNTY. 

HUGH MORROW, of Birmingham, Jefferson county, was born May 19, 
1873, in the city of his present residence, and is the son of the late Judge 
John Calhoun and Mary Antoinette {Walker) Morrow, both of Elyton, 
Jefferson county, and the grandson of Hugh and Margaret ( Holmes) Mor¬ 
row, of Trussville, Jefferson county, and of Win. A. and Corilla {Porter) 
Walker, Sr., of Elyton. The Morrows, from South Carolina, and the Wal¬ 
kers from North Carolina, were among the earliest and most sterling set¬ 
tlers in Jefferson county, where large family connections now reside, all 
of much worth and respectability. Judge Morrow was a captain in the 
C. S. A., member of the General Assembly of Alabama, Probate Judge of 
Jefferson county for three terms, and died Sept. 4, 1887. Senator Morrow 
was educated in the public schools of Birmingham, and at the University 
of Alabama, where in 1893 he took the A. B. degree, in 1894 LL. B., and 
A. M. In 1893-94 he was assistant instructor of English, and in 1899 he 
was elected president of the Alumni Society of the University. In 1894 
he entered upon the practice of law at Birmingham; from' 1896 to 1898 
he was assistant solicitor of Jefferson county ; from 1900 to 1904 he was 
a member of the State Senate from the 13th senatorial district, which 
embraces Jefferson county; and he is now (1913) a member of the firm 
of Tillman, Bradley and Morrow. In 1899 he was nominated by the Dem¬ 
ocratic party as a delegate to the proposed constitutional convention of 
that year. He is a member of the M. E. Church, South; and a member 
of the Odd Fellows, Knights of Pythias, Knight Templars, Shriners, and 
a 32d degree Scottish Rite Mason. He is a member of the Phi Delta Theta 
college fraternity. On June 9, 1897, he was married to Margaret Julia, 
daughter of Joseph Riley and Kate Julia {Molton) Smith, Jr., of Birming¬ 
ham. The Smiths w^ere early settlers of Jefferson county, while the Mol- 
tons were from Montgomery. 


FOURTEENTH DISTRICT. 

PICKENS AND SUMTER COUNTIES. 

SAMUEL HENRY SPROTT, of Livingston, Sumter county, was born 
near Gaston .in that county, June 24, 1840, and is the son of Robert and 
Mary {Bothwell) Sprott, and the grandson of James and Margaret {Ham¬ 
ilton) Sprott, and of Arthur and Mary {Adams) Bothwell. His grandpa¬ 
rents on each side resided in County Down, Ireland. His great-grand¬ 
fathers were Scotch, of the Clan Douglas, and were both at the battle of 
Culloden on the side of Charles Edward, the Pretender. After the battle 
they made their escape to the North of Ireland. Robert Sprott came to 
America in 1838, and located in Sumter county in 1840 as a farmer. Sen¬ 
ator Sprott was educated in the old field schools of Sumter county. He 
entered the Confederate service in March, 1862, and served successively 
as 1st lieut, Co. “A,” and eapt. Co. “B,” 40th Alabama Infantry Regiment. 
After the war he studied law in the office of the late Chancellor Thomas 
Cobbs, was admitted to the bar in 1867, practiced continuously in Livings¬ 
ton until his appointment as judge of the sixth judicial circuit on March 
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IB, 1883. He held this position by successive re-elections until 1910, when 
he declined to stand for re-election, but was nominated to represent Pick¬ 
ens and Sumter counties in the State Senate. He is a Democrat; a ruling 
elder in the Presbyterian church; and a Mason. Judge Sprott has taken 
an active interest in historical work, and, among other things, has pre¬ 
pared a history of the 40th Alabama Infantry Regiment, 0. S. A. On 
Decemoer 23, 1868, at Livingston, he was manned to Nonie, daughter of 
Dr. Augustus E. and Martha E. (I-Iorn) Brockway, the latter the daugh¬ 
ter of Jacob and Mary Horn, both natives of North Carolina. Dr. Brock way 
was a native of Connecticut, and a graduate of the medical department 
of the Transylvania University, Lexington, Ky. 


FIFTEENTH DISTRICT. 

AUTAUGA, CHILTON AND SHELBY COUNTIES. 

THOMAS ALLAN CURRY, of Clanton, Chilton county, was .born Dec. 
28, 1868, at Kempville, Monroe county, Ala., and is the son of Dr. Wm. 
G. and Annie M. ( Wiggins) Curry, both of Monroe county. His paternal 
grandparents were Allan Howell and Frances E. (Farnell) Curry, and his 
maternal grandparents were Thomas and Elizabeth ( Ranclalson) Wiggins, 
of Kempville. Dr. Wm. G. Curry was born at Pineville, Monroe county, 
and resided at Furman, Wilcox county, and Livingston, Sumter county. 
He was a Baptist minister and received the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
from Howard College. He was forty years in the Baptist ministry and 
changed his 'pastorate but twice. He was a member of the 5th Alabama 
Infantry Regiment, serving first as color bearer, and later as chaplain. 
The colors were shot from his hands twice. He was proud of his record 
as a Confederate soldier, but prouder still of his record as a soldier of the 
cross. On a fly leaf of the old family Bible the following words are writ¬ 
ten, and they are held as a sweet and precious memory by his family. He 
said: “Most wonderful book; Candle of The Lord; Power of eternity, the 
only star by which man may safely navigate the sea of life and gain the 
port of bliss.” Senator Curry was educated at Furman Academy and at 
Howard College, Birmingham. He read law in the office of the late Gov. 
Thos. II. Watts at Montgomery, and was admitted to the bar in 189.0, and 
at once entered upon the practice. He resides in Clanton, Chilton county, 
Ala. He has served as solicitor of this county, 1893-96, and is a member 
of the board of aldermen of Clanton. He was elected to the State Senate 
from the 15th senatorial district on Nov. 8, 1910. He is the first member 
of the Senate Chilton county has ever had and he is the first Democrat 
elected to a State office from Chilton county in the last twenty years. He 
is a member of the Baptist church and a Democrat. He has always taken 
an interest in political authorities and has served as chairman of the 
Democratic Executive Committee of Chilton county. He resigned his po¬ 
sition as chairman and entered upon the race for the Senate. His first 
wife was Mamie Johnson, daughter of Dr. Joseph S. and Mary ( Wilson) 
Johnson, of Maplesville, Ala., to whom he was married April 3, 1897. 
Her father was a noted physician, a captain in the Confederate Army, 
and was severely wounded at Missionary .Ridge. His second wife was 
Clara Broadnax. Horton, adopted daughter of M. M, Horton, of Montgom¬ 
ery, to whom he was married Aug. 26, 1903, at Sandy Ridge, in Lowndes 
county. Her father was Crowell Broadnax, and her mother Eudora A. 
Russell, both of Mount Carmel, in Crenshaw county. Her paternal grand¬ 
father was Thomas Broadnax, a native of Virginia. Her father was the 
first white child born in West Point, Ga. Mr, Crowell Broadnax was a 
Confederate soldier and represented Crenshaw county in the Legislature, 
1876 and 1878.

SIXTEENTH DISTRICT. 

LOWNDES COUNTY. 

CHARLES PLATT ROGERS, SR., of Letohatchie, Ala., senator from 
16th senatorial district was born Aug. 8, 1832, at Petersburg, Dinwiddle 
county, Va., and is the son of Charles and Caroline (Adone) Rogers and 
the grandson of Charles Platt and Caroline Rogers and of Peter Estave 
and Catherine Adone/ The father, Charles Rogers, was born at Pough¬ 
keepsie, Dutchess county, N. Y., and later moved to Petersburg, Va., and 
still later to Apalachicola, Fla. He resided in Columbus, Ga., in the 
summer, and Apalachicola, Fla., in the winter. He was a cotton factor 
and business agent for Baring Brothers and Denistown and Co., of 
London and Liverpool. The paternal ancestors of Senator Rogers came 
from Huntington, England, and settled on Long Island before the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution, naming their place "Huntington ” Long Island. His great¬ 
grandfather, James Rogers, married Elizabeth. Platt, a sister of Col. 
Charles C. Platt, an aide-de-camp of Washington and a colonel in the 
Revolutionary army. His great grandmother’s father was Epiniah Platt, 
who was a prisoner of war on the British prison ship in New York har¬ 
bor. The grandfather of Senator Rogers, Charles Platt Rogers, was a 
civil engineer and afterwards one of the leading merchants of the City 
of New York. He had four ships taken by the French in their Napoleonic 
wars under the pretense that they were British ships sailing under Amer¬ 
ican colors. Although spending large sums of money he never recovered 
his ships. His maternal ancestors came from France and lived in Wil¬ 
liamsburg, Va., during the colonial period. They were ardent Whigs and 
suffered many hardships from the British during the Revolutionary War. 
They all afterwards lived in Petersburg, Va., and are buried in old Bland- 
ford cemetery. Senator Rogers was educated in the common schools at 
Petersburg, Va. He was placed with the celebrated educator there, Mr. 
B. F. Shine, under whom he was prepared for college. He then went 
to Princeton College, N. J and entered the class of 1853. He left college, 
however, without graduating to enter an engineering corps. He is a civil 
engineer, in which profession he entered in 1852 on the Columbus branch 
of the Montgomery and West Point railroad. He served for seven years 
as resident engineer^ for the M. & M. railroad and the resident engineer 
for the South and North railroad, and chief engineer of the road from 
Opelika to Lafayette. He also has done engineering work on a number 
of railroads in Alabama, North Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Louisiana. 
On Jan. 9, 1861, prior-to the seceding of the State of Alabama, Senator 
Rogers as a private in the Montgomery True Blues went with the 2nd 
Alabama Volunteer Regiment, Alabama Volunteer Corps, to Pensacola, 
where he served a short time. Later he entered as a private in Co. IL, 
37th Alabama Infantry Regiment,' 1862, under Col. James F. Dowdell. He 
was promoted to captain and assistant quartermaster in 1863, and served 
with that command through all the campaign until the surrender in 1865. 
Although not in any sense a politician, Senator Rogers has served his 
county in many capacities. He was a representative from Lowndes county 
1886-7, 1888-1889, 1892-1893, 1894-95, 1900-1901, and State Senator from 
Lowndes and Autauga counties 1902 and 1903. He was elected as a 
member of the Constitutional Convention in 1901, in which he served with 
much credit to himself and to his constituents. He was elected to the 
State Senate again in 1910, and if living will serve until 1915. He is a 
Democrat, and has served with distinction in the council of his party. 
He is a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and is a vestryman 
of St Andrew’s Church, Hayneville, Ala. He is a member of the Masonic 
fraternity,. Senator Rogers has been twice married. First, Aug, 23, 1857, 
at Hayneville, Ala., to Mary A, C, Sanderson, daughter of E. L, and Ma- 
hara Sanderson, both of Lowndes county, but originally from North Car- 
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olina. On Aug. 12, 1884, in Brooklyn, N. Y\, hq was married to his second 
wife, Eliza B., daughter of James and Eliza Carmen, of an old Revolu¬ 
tionary family. It is proper to say of Senator Rogers that almost the 
whole of his life has been patriotically devoted to the development of the 
State of Alabama. He has helped to fight her battles in war, has helped 
to make her laws, has helped to build her railroads, canals, and to de* 
velop her water powers; he has aided in the cultivation of her fields,and 
the clearing of her forests, and has been making the State better in which 
to live. His most satisfactory achievement and one which he looks back 
to with much more than ordinary satisfaction is in ridding the State of 
negro and carpet bag domination, the first under the leadership of Gov. 
Houston, and later, in 1901, when by the adoption of a new constitution 
the whole question of negro suffrage was put eternally at rest. 


SEVENTEENTH DISTRICT. 

BUTLER, CONECUH AND COVINGTON COUNTIES. 

WILLIAM COCHRAN CRUMPTON, of Evergreen, Conecuh county, was 
born March 13, 1873, at Shield’s Mill, Dallas county, and is the son of 
Washington Bryan and Ellen ( Cochran ) Crumpton, and the grandson of 
Henry Crumpton, a native of Charleston, S. C., but who resided at Pine 
Apple and Camden, Ala., and of Claudius M. and Eleanor ( Pouncy ) Coch¬ 
ran, of Shield’s Mill. The Crumptons are of English descent, the parents 
of Henry Crumpton being natives of England, who early came to South 
Carolina. The Cochrans were of New England stock, seated at Coleraine, 
Mass., and Pembroke, N. H. Members of the family served in the Rev¬ 
olutionary War, and later migrated to South Carolina, from which State 
in 1833, Claudius M. Cochran came to Dallas county, where he owned 
extensive estates. Dr. Washington B. Crumpton, the father of William 
C. Crumpton, is one of the distinguished Baptist ministers, of Alabama, 
and now resides at Montgomery; has served Baptist churches in Meridian, 
Miss., Marion, Ala., Georgetown, Ky., East Lake, Ala., and Montgomery. 
He is now secretary of the Mission Board of the Alabama Baptist State Con¬ 
vention. William C. Crumpton was educated at the country schools, Marion 
Military Institute, 1889, Howard College, East Lake, 1890-91, and Cornell 
University, 1896. Admitted to the practice of law in 1896, he entered 
actively upon his profession in 1898 at Evergreen, where he has since con¬ 
tinued. He was captain of Co. A, Marion Military Institute, 1889. He is 
a Democrat, having served two years as chairman of the Democratic Exec¬ 
utive Committee of Conecuh county, 1898-1900. He was a nominee to the 
proposed Constitutional Convention of Alabama, 1898; and in 1900 as' 
the Democratic nominee was defeated for the Legislature by J. M. Fo- 
shee, Independent. He is a Baptist, and a Knight of Pythias, in both of 
which organizations he holds important positions. His wife is Mamie 
Carter, daughter of Thomas Clay and Azeline E. (Lott) Carter, of Me¬ 
ridian, Miss. The Carters are of the prominent Virginia family of that 
name, while Mrs. Carter is the daughter of W. H. Lott, for many years, 
tax collector for Mobile county. 


EIGHTEENTH DISTRICT. 

BIBB AND PERRY COUNTIES. 

WILLIAM JACOB VAIDEN, senator from the 18th senatorial district 
and a resident of Uniontown, Ala,, was born July 25, 1859, at Black 
Swamp, Charles City county, Va„ and is the son of Jacob and Rebecca 
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T. {Harwood) Vaiden, and the grandson of Jacob and Anna Vaiden and 
of William H. and Rebecca {Christian) Harwood. The Vaidens lived at 
Barhamsville, New Kent county, while the Harwoods were from Holly 
Hill, Charles City comity, Va. Jacob Vaiden was a planter and resided 
at Black Swamp plantation before and during the war. He then pur¬ 
chased a place between Jamestown Island and Williamsburg, Va., where 
he lived until his death in 1906. He belonged to an extensive and influen¬ 
tial family in Virginia, a family of wealth both in lands and slaves. He 
served the State of Virginia in the Confederate army and did much for 
the cause, of Confederacy. He was first lieutenant on the staff of Presi¬ 
dent Davis. Senator Vaiden was educated in the country schools taught 
by Mr. Win. Martin, and he later attended a grammar school at Williams¬ 
burg, Va. He is a planter. He served as chairman of the board of reg¬ 
istrars for Perry county, Ala., from 1903 to 1905, and was mayor of Un- 
iontown for two terms, 1905 to 1908. The service of Senator Vaiden in 
the State troops has been conspicuous. He served as captain A. N. G. 
from 1884 to 1894, major 1894 to 1898. He was captain of the 2nd Ala¬ 
bama Volunteer Infantry May 7, 1898 to Get. 20, 1898, lieut. 3rd Alabama 
Volunteer Infantry, a negro regiment, from January 18 to March 30, 1899, 
serving at Miami, Jacksonville, Mobile and at other points during the 
Spanish-American War. He was captain 38th U. S. Infantry Aug. 13, 
1899 to July 4, 1900. Captain and adjutant 49th U. S. Infantry July 4, 
1900, to June 30, 1901, when he was honorably mustered out of the U. S. 
service at San Francisco, Cal. After being honorably mustered out of 
the service he was appointed to the position of 1st lieutenant of cavalry 
in the U. S. army, but he did not accept. He is at present Inspector 
•General on the staff of Gov. Emmet O’Neal, and a member of the Military 
Board with the rank Brig. Gen’l A. N. G. He is a Democrat and a member 
;of the Episcopal Church, being secretary and treasurer of the Parish of 
the Memorial Church of the Holy Cross, a position which he has held for 
twelve years. He is junior warden of Union Lodge No. 50 Masons, chan¬ 
cellor commander of Stonewall Lodge No. 5 Knights of Pythias. He also 
belongs to the Royal Arch, Knight Templar and Counsel Masons. On Nov. 
23, 1882, at Uniontown, Ala., he was married to Marion Cobb, daughter 
of Dr. John and Lucy {Lea) Langhorne, of Marion, Ala. Dr. Langhorne 
was a native of Botetourt county, Va., and a graduate of Randolph-Macon 
College and he took his medical degree at Jefferson Medical College, Lou¬ 
isville, Ky. His wife, Lucy Lea, was the daughter of Henry C. and Serena 
Roots Lea, who came originally from Virginia. Mrs. Lea was the aunt 
-of Gen. Horace E. and Thomas Cobb, and also the sister-in-law of Gen. 
Henry R. Jackson, of Savannah, Ga. 


NINETEENTH DISTRICT. 


CHOCTAW, CLARKE AND WASHINGTON COUNTIES. 


BENJAMIN DICKINSON TURNER was elected to the State Senate 
November 8, 1910, from this district, but died before the time arrived for 
him to take his seat. He was born Sept, 6, 1843, at Warsaw, in the county 
of Sumter, Ala., and was the son of Benjamin Dickinson and Margaret M. 
(Andrews) Turner. He was a farmer and a civil engineer, a member of 
the Legislature in 1892-3, 1894-96, both sessions from Washington county. 
He was a sergeant in the Confederate army, 1862-65. It is not deemed 
proper here to give a more extended sketch. 
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TWENTIETH DISTRICT. 

MARENGO COUNTY. 

CHARLES HOUSTON MILLER, of Miller, Marengo county, represen¬ 
tative from the 20 th senatorial district, was born at Allen ton, Wilcox 
county, Ala., Feb. 22, 1857, and is the son of George Oliver and Susan 
Catherine ( Trussell ) Miller, and the grandson of James and Mary Thorn¬ 
ton Miller, and of Mathew Trussell. The Millers were natives of North 
Carolina. George Oliver Miller came from his native State, and located 
as a teacher in Greenville, Ala. In the forties he located in Allenton, 
Wilcox county, where he was a merchant. He was a private in Co. I, 
later Co. B, 1st Alabama Infantry Regiment. After the war he removed 
to Marengo county, where he died. Mathew Trussell lived near Galliom, 
in the present Hale county, Ala. The Millers are of German origin, while- 
the Trussells are Scotch-Irish. Senator Miller was educated in the com¬ 
mon schools of Wilcox and Marengo counties. He has no professional ed¬ 
ucation. He is now, 1913, a merchant at Miller. He is also a farmer, 
stock raiser and president of the First National Bank of Linden. He was a 
member of the board of revenue of Marengo county, 1892-1904. He has 
been a member of the Democratic Ex. Com. of Marengo county twen¬ 
ty-five years, and of the State Ex. Com. four years. Was a member of 
the Constitutional Convention of 1901 from the 20th senatorial district, 
and was elected to the State Senate 1910. He has never held military 
office. He is a Democrat and Missionary Baptist. He is a deacon in the- 
Bethlehem Baptist Church. He was married first to Maggie Elan 
Watts, daughter of Benjamin F. and Mary Owen Watts, Feb. 2, 1886. No¬ 
children by his first wife. He was married second, Dec. 3, 1895, at At¬ 
lanta, Ga., to Mary Caroline, daughter of George W. and Placidia Peter 
J. (Wright) Thomas, who lived at Clanton, Chilton county. The father 
is dead, but the mother now lives with Senator Miller. 


TWENTY-FIRST DISTRICT. 

BALDWIN, ESCAMBIA AND MONROE COUNTIES. 

EDWIN MARSHALL LOVELACE, State Senator from the 21st district,, 
and a resident of Brewton, Ala., was born July 14th, 1854, at Pleasant 
Hill, Dallas county, Ala., and is the son of Basil Manly and Amanda Love¬ 
lace. His paternal grandparents were Aaron Lovelace and wife, who was- 
a Blalock, and his maternal grandfather was Thomas Lovelace, his an¬ 
cestors on both sides coming from Edgefield, South Carolina. Basil M. 
Lovelace was brought by his parents, when a child, to Dallas county, Ala., 
where he lived until 1859. He then removed to Escambia county, then 
to Conecuh county where he died. He was a farmer. The father of 
Aaron Lovelace came from England to South Carolina. Senator Love¬ 
lace was educated in the common schools of Brewton and at Brooklyn 
high school in the present Conecuh county, Ala. He is a lumberman, De¬ 
left school at sixteen years of age and went to work in the logging camp 
and has since been engaged in the timber business in all its branches. 
He is now (1913) president of the Lovelace Lumber Co., and a 
director in the Bank of Brewton. He was commissioner of Escam¬ 
bia county from 1904 to 1910. He has been alderman of Brewton for eight 
years. He is president of the board of trustees of the Brewton Institute. 
He is a Democrat, a Baptist, a Knight of Pythias, a Knight of Honor, 
and a member of the Elks. His wife is Frances, daughter of Capt, B. D. 
Flournoy McKenzie, of Eufaula. Capt. McKenzie was a gallant Confed¬ 
erate officer, serving as capt. of Co. B, Love’s 4th Ala. Infantry Battalion,. 
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later a part of the Jeff Davis Legion, one of the most conspicuous com¬ 
mands of the Army of Northern Virginia. Capt. McKenzie now resides, 
actively engaged in business, enjoying a green old age, in the town of 
Eufaula. 


TWENTY-SECOND DISTRICT. 

WILCOX COUNTY. 

NORMAN DOSIER GODBOLD, senator from the 22nd senatorial dis¬ 
trict, and a resident of Camden, Ala., was born April 1, 1877, at Bethel, 
Wilcox county, and is the son of Leonard William and Alice Harriet {Rat¬ 
cliff e) Godbold, both of Wilcox county, and the grandson of Leonard Do- 
sier and Harriet ( Bhamburger ) Godbold of the same county. His maternal 
grandparents were Leonidas and Sarah {Sellers) Ratcliffe,.of Arlington, 
Wilcox county. His father, Leonard W. Godbold, has spent his entire 
life in the vicinity of the place of his birth, and has devoted his entire 
life to agriculture. Senator Godbold was educated in the private schools in 
Bethel, Ala., and at the State Normal College, Florence, from which he 
graduated in 1894. He took his degree of LL. B. in the University of Ala¬ 
bama in 1895. He entered upon the practice of the law at St. 
Stephens, Ala., 1895, where he continued to 1898, when he came to 
Pine Hill, where he resided until 1899. Since 1900 he has practiced at 
Camden. He served as county solicitor of Washington county, 1895-1896, 
member of the Legislature from Wilcox county, 1898-99, county solicitor 
of Wilcox county 1904, and mayor of Camden 1905-1906. Nov. 8, 1910, he 
was chosen to represent his district in the State Senate. He is a member 
of the Democratic party and has taken an active part in every campaign 
since he was eighteen years of age. He is a member of the First Pres¬ 
byterian Church and served as superintendent of the Sunday School 1909 
and 1910. He is a Mason and a member of the Chapter and the Coun¬ 
cil. He is also a member of the Knights of Pythias and the Knights of 
Honor. On June 25, 1902, at Camden, Ala., he was married to Irene, 
daughter of WilLam Thomas and Eva {Beil) Alford, of Mobile. Her ma¬ 
ternal grandparents were Joseph and Martha {Jones) Bell, and Wm. 
T. and Eliza {Primm) Alford were her paternal grandparents. Sen¬ 
ator Godbold has devoted much time in recent years to the good roads 
campaign and is regarded as one of the most ardent friends of that 
movement. 


TWENTY-THIRD DISTRICT. 

DALE AND GENEVA COUNTIES. 

CHARLES ASBURY STOKES, of Ozark, Dale county, Ala., was born 
Nov. 9, 1856, at Louisville, Barbour county, Ala., and is the son of Se- 
born Glenn and Emma Simeon {Laney) Stokes, and the grandson of 
Major Henry and Rhoda {Dowling) Stokes and of Evan and Leah {Se- 
grest) Laney. The Stokes and Dowling families came from Virginia to 
Georgia and thence to southeast Alabama, where they, in various 
branches, have been prominent for more than seventy-five years. Seaborn 
G. Stokes was a business man and resided in Dale, Henry and Barbour 
counties. He was a private soldier in Capt. Wm. H. Stuckey’s company, 
Alabama regiment, and died of pneumonia in the Confederate hospital at 
Knoxville, Tenn,, Dec. 14, 1862, and he is there buried. Senator Stokes 
was educated in the common schools and the academies of Dale and 
Henry counties. He is a merchant and a live stock dealer, in which business 
he has been actively engaged since 1889, at Ozark, Ala. He is at present 
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a charter member and one of the directors of the Planters and Merchants 
Bank, a charter member and president of the Mutual Fertilizer Company, 
president of the 0. A. Stokes Live Stock Company, and he also has an in¬ 
terest in many other enterprises. He is a Democrat. He is a member 
of the Methodist Church and has been a steward for over thirty-two years. 
He is a Mason and a member of the Woodmen of the World. His wife is 
Nancy Ellen, daughter of Daniel Beasley, Sr., and wife, Eliza ( Jemigan ) 
Beasley, natives of North Carolina. 


TWENTY-FOURTH DISTRICT. 

BARBOUR COUNTY. 

ROBERT MOULTHROP, of Eufaula, Ala., was born April 29, 1865, in 
a small cottage on the east side of the Chattahoochee river, in Quitman 
county, Ga., and is the son of Robert Bassett and Sarah Adeline ( Daniel ) 
Moulthrop, and the grandson of Merritt and Mary Bassett Moulthrop, 
and of Chesley C. and Ann ( Simmons ) Daniel, the latter from States¬ 
boro, Ga., and the former from North Haven, Conn. Robert Bassett 
Moulthrop, a native of North Haven, Conn., had a varied career. Left 
an orphan at the age of seven years. At fourteen he took sail as a cabin 
boy and went around Cape Horn. He was later engaged in many enter¬ 
prises, but in 1862 came south under the contract to manufacture brick 
with which to build the bridge of the Central Railroad of Georgia over 
the Chattahoochee River at Eufaula. He was a cripple, which exempted 
him from service in the army. Senator Moulthrop was educated in the 
common schools at Eufaula and at Pio Nono College, Macon, Ga., 1878- 
1880, but did not graduate. He was a brick manufacturer from 1880 to 1902. 
He served as alderman of the city of Eufaula, July 1, 1894, to 1896, July, 
1898-July, 1900, and has been a member of the city board of education 
for many years. He is a Democrat and is a member of the city executive 
committee of Eufaula. He is a member of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, a Mason, and a Knight Templar. On Sept, 12, 1883, at Macon, 
Ga., he was married to Rachel Catherine, daughter of Matthew and 
Martha E. (Steadham) Moss, of Edgefield, S. C. Matthew Moss was killed 
in Virginia as a private Confederate soldier, July 12, 1864. 


TWENTY-FIFTH DISTRICT. 

COFFEE, CRENSHAW AND PIKE COUNTIES. 

FELIX FOLMAR, of Luverne, Crenshaw county, Ala., member of the 
State Senate from the 25th senatorial district, was born Dec. 4, 1872, at 
Goshen Hill, Pike county, Ala., and is the son of George Anderson and 
Sarah Emma (Walker) Folmar, and the grandson of James and Mary 
Ann Folmar, of Luverne, and of Felix and Anne Eliza Walker, of Pike 
county. George A. Folmar was a native of Pike county, and resided at 
Troy and Luverne. He never held official position, but always followed 
commercial pursuits. He was not old enough for service in the war. 
Senator Folmar was educated in the public schools of Troy, Ala., at the 
Marion Military Institute, 1889, at the University of Virginia, 1889-1890, 
but he did not graduate. He read law in the office of Judge J. C. Rich¬ 
ardson of Greenville, Ala., 1896, and was admitted to the practice of the 
Supreme Court of Ala. in Jan., 1897. He practiced for four years in 
Troy, but is not now engaged in professional labors. He never held public 
office until elected to the State Senate in 1910. He is a Democrat, a 
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Methodist, and Knight of .Pythias. On Dec. 3, 1893, at Luverne, he was 
married to Mary Coston, daughter of John Irving and Harriet (Cope) Cos- 
ton, of China Grove, Pike county, Ala. 


TWENTY-SIXTH DISTRICT. 

BULLOCK AND MACON COUNTIES. 

THOMAS SYDNEY FRAZER, of Union Springs, Bullock county, Ala., 
a member of the State Senate from the 26th senatorial district, was 
born. March 17, 1876, at Union Springs, and is the son of Judge Sydney 
T. and Cornelia (Smith) Frazer, and the grandson of Thomas Goodrum 
and Martha (Bass) Frazer, of Putnam county, Georgia, and of Thom¬ 
as Guy and Roann (Moore) Smith, of Tuskegee. • Judge S. T. 
Frazer was born in Bullock county, Georgia, but now resides at 
Union Springs. He was probate judge of Bullock county from 1888 
to 1898, and is at present a member of the board of trustees of the 
Confederate Soldiers’ Home of Alabama. He was a captain in the 46th 
Alabama C. S. A. Thomas Guy Smith was a captain in the C. S. A. and 
was killed near West Point, Ga., in the last year of the war. Senator 
Frazer was educated in the public schools of Union Springs, Ala., and in 
the University of Alabama, A. B., 1894. He took a law course of one year 
at the University of Alabama, from which he graduated as LL. B., June, 
1896. He was admitted to the bar in Union Springs in the same month 
of his graduation, and has practiced law at Union Springs since that 
date. He represented the 26th senatorial district of Alabama in the State 
Senate in 1903. He was a member of the staff of Gov. Wm. D. Jelks with the 
rank of colonel of cavalry. He is a Democrat, has served as chairman 
of the Democratic county committee of Bullock county for four years, 
and is at present, 1913, a member of the State Democratic Executive 
Committee. He is a Methodist; and a member of the Odd Fellows. He 
is unmarried. Senator Frazer has been a leader in the social, political 
and professional life of the State, and has always taken an active part 
in the work and upbuilding of. the Sons of Confederate Veterans. 


TWENTY-SEVENTH DISTRICT. 

LEE AND RUSSELL COUNTIES. 

NOAH P. RENFRO, of Opelika, Lee county, was born in October, 1855, 
in Chambers county, this State, and is a son of N. P. and Nancy (Rine¬ 
hart) Renfro. The senior Mr. Renfro was a farmer and died in Cham¬ 
bers county in July, 1855. Senator Renfro was educated at Howard Col¬ 
lege, Marion, Ala,, and when twenty-two years old engaged in the grocery 
business at Opelika in partnership with his brothers F. and F. M. Renfro. 
The firm did a wholesale grocery business until January, 1888, when it 
closed out and entered into the banking and warehouse business exclu¬ 
sively. The First National Bank was organized in March, 1886, with 
Noah P. Renfro as vice-president. He is also a stockholder in the Che- 
wacla Lime Works, situated near Opelika. He has served as a member 
of the city council of Opelika. In 1885 he was married at Greenville, 
Butler county, to Maggie, daughter of T. P. and Laura (Williamson) Mc¬ 
Call, of that place. Senator Renfro is a Mason; a member of the Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal Church, South; and a Knight of Pythias. ‘He was one 
of the delegates from Lee county in the Constitutional Convention of 
1901, 
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TWENTY-EIGHTH DISTRICT. 

MONTGOMERY COUNTY. 

MICHEL HAMILTON SCREWS*, Montgomery, Ala., member of the 
State Senate, 28th senatorial district, was born May 4, 1882, at Mont¬ 
gomery, Ala., and is the son of the late Capt. Benjamin Harrison and 
Emma (McNeil) Screws. His paternal grandparents were Benjamin and 
Mourning Jones (Drake) -Screws, of Glenville and Clayton, Ala., and 
his maternal grandparents were Dr. Daniel S. and Elizabeth (Jeffries) 
McNeil, of Wetumpka, Ala. On the paternal side his ancestors were 
Revolutionary stock from Nash county, North Carolina. Capt. Benjamin 
IT. Screws was a native of Glenville, Barbour county, Ala., but after the 
war became a resident of Montgomery. During the War of Secession 
he served as captain and adjutant of the 29th Alabama Infantry Regi¬ 
ment. He was a newspaper man, lawyer and magistrate in Montgomery. 
He served as private secretary to Gov. Patton, was secretary of the Con¬ 
stitutional Convention of 1876, and the author of “Lile Legislature,” a sa¬ 
tirical poem on the carpet bag government of Alabama. He served Mont¬ 
gomery county in the State Legislature from 1890 to 1901, and was State 
Senator at the time of his death, Feb. 22, 1905. Major W. W. Screws, 
the long-time editor of The Montgomery Advertiser , is the uncle of Sena¬ 
tor Screws. Senator Screws was educated in the public schools of Mont¬ 
gomery, in the University School, and at the University of Alabama. He 
took the degree of LL. B. from the latter institution in 1900. He has 
practiced law in Montgomery since June 15, 1900, with the exception of a 
short time spent in Texas. He was recording secretary under Govs. Sam- 
ford and Jelks, 1901-1907. He is a Democrat; and a member of Court 
Street Methodist Church., He is a member of the Odd Fellows, Woodmen 
of the World, Knights of Pythias, Elks, Tribe of Ben Hur, Red Men, and 
Phi Delta Theta Fraternity. His wife is May Jennis, the daughter of 
Dr. Allan and May (Sherman) Jennis, of Port Arthur, Texas. 


TWENTY-NINTH DISTRICT. 

CHEROKEE AND DE KALB COUNTIES. 

JAMES ALLEN NANCE, of Collinsville. DeKalb county, Ala., State 
senator from the 29th senatorial district, was born Sept. 6, 1860, at Car- 
tersville, Bartow county, Ga., and is the son of Thomas Jefferson and 
Nancy Ann ( Hollis ) Nance, and the grandson of Thomas and Theresa 
(Beatenboy) Nance, and of James Willis and Eliza (Harris) Hollis. The 
Nance family resided in Union, South Carolina, while the Hollis family 
were from Spartanburg, S. C. The Nance family came from France and 
the name was originally Nantz. It' is believed that the father of Thomas 
Nance came over to America either with Lafayette or DeKalb, and served 
in the War of the Revolution. He returned to France, but a few years 
after came to America and settled in South Carolina. The Hollis family 
is English. The father of James Willis Hollis deserted the army of Bur : 
goyne and enlisted under Washington, with’ whom he served faithfully 
until the end of the Revolution, after which he settled in South Carolina, 
where he reared his family and died. Thomas Jefferson Nance, a native 
of Union, South Carolina, resided there until 1859, when he removed to 
Georgia. He served with the troops of the Empire State in the Confed¬ 
erate army until he received injuries which compelled him to accept a 
discharge. In supplying data for this sketch Senator Nance said; “I went 
to the log cabin schools taught by the widows of Confederate soldiers for 
all my early training.” In 1878 he removed with his father’s family to 
Cherokee county where he entered the public schools and in which he 
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studied for a short time. He then went to Andrews’ Institute, situated 
in Wills Valley, five miles' above Collinsville. For some years he taught 
in the public schools. His occupation has, however, been largely that of 
farming, and at present his time is directed altogether to agricultural 
pursuits. In 1902 he was appointed by Gov. Jelks as a member of the 
county board of Registrars, and when his time expired he was reappointed 
by Gov. Comer. He is a Democrat, and at present a- member of the 
county executive committee from his beat. He is a Missionary Baptist; 
and an Odd Fellow. At Coxville, Etowah county, 1886, he was married 
to Medie, daughter of-Wm. and Evaline ( M.assie ) McClendon. 


THIRTIETH DISTRICT. 

DALLAS COUNTY. 

VICTOR B. ATKINS, of Selma, Ala., was born April 25, 1856, at 
Greensboro, Ala., and is the son of John and Florence Richard ( Harrison ) 
Atkins, and the grandson of John and Nancy ( Harris ) Atkins, and of 
Richard and Catherine ( Bloane ) Harrison, the Atkins family being resi¬ 
dents of King and Queen county, Va., the Harrison family of Columbia, 
S. C. John Atkins, Jr., was an emigrant from King and Queen, Va., to 
Greensboro, Hale county, Ala., about 1830. He was a druggist, later a 
farmer. He was probate judge of Hale county, from 1874 to 1876.' The 
history of the Atkins family was all destroyed during the War of Se¬ 
cession by Federal soldiers burning the homestead near King and Queen 
Courthouse, Va. The only facts preserved is that two brothers, William 
and John Atkins, landed in Va. from Scotland early in the 17th century. 
The Harrison family of Columbia, S. C., are descendants of Benjamin 
Harrison, a signer of the Declaration of Independence. Richard Harrison 
of that city was a nephew of the first Gen. Wade Hampton. On removing 
to Alabama he settled seven miles above Greensboro. Victor B. Atkins 
received his education in the Southern University at Greensboro, but did 
not graduate. He has been a merchant from boyhood. In 1903 he was a 
member of the city council of Selma; then was mayor of Selma to Oct. 
1, 1910. He served’ two years as lieutenant in Troop “C,” 1st Cavalry, 
Alabama National Guards; then served two years as captain of the same. 
He was then elected major of cavalry squadron of A. N. G., serving out 
one term and part of another. He has been an active Democrat since at¬ 
taining his majority, and was at one time* a member of the Congressional 
committee of the 4th Congressional District. He is an Episcopalian, a 
Knight of Pythias, an Elk and a Woodman of the World. He was mar¬ 
ried Nov. 30, 1873, to Mary B. Martin, the daughter of Atlas- Jones and 
Harriet ( Shields) Martin, who lived at Old Homestead Shields, near 
Orrville, Ala.

THOMAS McCORVEY, STEVENS, of Mobile, Mobile county, member of 
the State Senate from the 33rd senatorial district, was born July 31, 1866, 
at Perdue Hill, Monroe county, Ala., and is the son of Thomas Jefferson 
and Lydia A. (McCorvey) Stevens, both of Monroeville, and grandson of 
Matthew P. and Nancy Stevens and of Murdoch and Lydia R. McCorvey. 
His ancestors are all Scotch-Irish. They were early emigrants of the 
clan of Campbell from Scotland to Robeson county, N., C. Thence mem¬ 
bers came to Monroe county, Ala., early in the 18th century, founding a 
village called Scotland, which consisted chiefly of a Presbyterian church 
and a schoolhouse, the homes of the settlers being generally upon their 
farms. His maternal grandfather, Murdock McCorvey, was the foremost 
educator of his section of the country, and he also served several terms 
as probate judge of Monroe county. Senator Stevens was educated in the 
village schools at Monroeville, and at the University of Alabama, from 
which he graduated in 1888 with the degree of A. B. In his senior year 
he was captain of Co. B, senior speaker, and winner of the ready writer’s 
prize. He graduated from the University Law School in 1890, with the 
degree of LL. B. He began the practice of law at Brewton, Ala., 1890, 
and remained there until Jan., 1896, when he removed to Mobile, where 
he continues the practice. He was deputy solicitor for Escambia county 
during the whole period of his residence there, except for about six 
months, while he was circuit solicitor, filling the unexpired term of Hon. 
Jesse Stallings, who had been nominated for Congress. He has always 
been a Democrat, and served as a member of the State Democratic exec¬ 
utive committee from the State at large for about eight years. He affili¬ 
ates with no church, but inclines to the Presbyterian. He is unmarried.

RULES OF THE HOUSE, 1911. 

» 

Rule 1. The speaker shall take the chair every day at the hour fixed 
On the preceding adjournment; shall immediately call the members to 
order, and on the appearance of a quorum, cause the journal of the pre¬ 
ceding day to be read, 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of order 
in preference to other members, rising from his chair for that purpose. 
He shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House, at 
the request of any member; which appeal shall be decided without debate.

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3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. All ques¬ 
tions shall be distinctly put in this form, viz: “Those in favor (as the 
question may be) say aye,” and after the affirmative voice is expressed, 
“Those opposed to the motion say No.” If the speaker doubts, or a di¬ 
vision is called for before a division is announced, they shall divide. 
Those in the affirmative of the question shall rise from their seats; and 
afterwards those in the negative. 

4. He shall have a right to name any member to perform the duties 
of the chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjourn¬ 
ment. Whenever he is sick, or otherwise providentially unable to attend, 
or necessarily absent, the House shall elect a speaker pro tem, who shall 
discharge the duties of speaker till his return, and no longer. 

5. Fifteen members shall have power to send for absent members or 
to move a call of the House; but no call of the House shall be made 
except on the concurrence of a majority of the members present. A ma¬ 
jority of the House shall be a quorum to transact business. 

6. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to 
the speaker. 

7. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules, the 
speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order; in which case the 
member so called to order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted 
to explain; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case without 
debate. If the decision be in favor of the member so called to order, he 
shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case require it, he 
shall be liable to censure of the House. , 

8. When two or more members happen to rise at the same time, the 
speaker shall name the person who is first to speak. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question with¬ 
out leave of the House, unless he be the mover or chairman of the com¬ 
mittee proposing the matter pending, in which case he shall be permitted 
to speak in reply, but not until every member choosing to speak shall have 
spoken. 

10. Upon the call of the House for taking the ayes and noes on any 
question, names of the members shall be called alphabetically, and each 
member shall answer from his seat. 

11. When any question is taken by ayes and noes, and a member who 
has been absent returns before the question is decided, he shall be priv¬ 
ileged to make inquiry of the subject before the House, and record his 
vote without discussion. 

12. When a motion is made, it shall be stated by the speaker; or if in 
writing, shall be read aloud by the clerk; and every motion shall be re¬ 
duced to writing if the speaker or any member request it. 

13. Any member may call for a division of the question when the sense 
will admit of it. 

14. Members shall particularly forbear personal reflections; nor shall 
any member name another in argument or debate. 

15. After a motion is stated by the speaker, or read by the clerk, it 
shall be deemed in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn by 
leave of the House, at any time before decision. 

16. When a question is before the House, motions may be received in 
the following order, to-wit: First, to fix^the time to which the House 
shall adjourn; second, to adjourn; third, to indefinitely postpone; fourth, 
to lay on the table; fifth, for the previous question; sixth, to postpone 
to a certain day, not beyond the probable duration of the session; seventh, 
to commit; eighth, to amend. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, even in the absence 
of a quorum. 

18. When a vote has passed, except on a previous question, or on 
motion to lay on the table, or to take from the table, it shall be in order 
for any member who voted with the majority to move for a reconsidera- 
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tion thereof on the same day or within one hour after reading the journal 
on the succeeding day and such motion shall be forthwith considered, 
unless by a majority vote the same be fixed for consideration at another 
time; and when a motion for a reconsideration is decided that decision 
shall not be reconsidered and no question be twice reconsidered; provided, 
however, that a motion to reconsider a vote upon any incidental or sub¬ 
sidiary question shall not remove the main subject under consideration 
from the House, but shall be considered at the time when it is made. 

19. No bill or joint resolution of this House shall be sent to the Senate 
(unless by special order of the House) until the time allowed for the last 
preceding rule for reconsideration shall have passed. 

20. The previous question shall be in the following form: “Shall the 
main question be now put?” If demanded by a vote of a majority of the 
members present, its effect shall be to cut off all debate and bring the 
House to a direct vote, first upon the pending amendments, if there are 
any, in their order, and then on the main question, but the mover of the 
question, or the chairman of the committee having charge of the bill or 
resolution, shall have the right to close the debate, after the call of the 
previous question has been sustained, for not more than fifteen minutes. 

21. The speaker shall appoint a reading clerk for the House whose 
pay shall be the same as that of the assistant clerk of the House. The 
speaker shall also appoint all committees unless otherwise directed by the 
House; Provided, however, a majority of each committee shall constitute 
a quorum. And the following shall constitute the standing committees of 
the House. 

Rules, of which the speaker shall be the chairman, and which commit¬ 
tee shall have the right to report at any time and to be composed of 
seven members:

22. The following committees shall be entitled to clerks to be appointed 
by the respective chairmen of the committees whenever in the discretion of 
the chairmen of said committees it may be necessary: 

Rules, Judiciary, Revision of Laws, Temperance, Engrossed Bills, En¬ 
rolled Bills, Revision of the Journal, Ways and Means, one clerk who shall 
act also as the Clerk of the Committee on Appropriations; Banking, one 
clerk, who shall also act as clerk of the Committee on Insurance; Com¬ 
merce and Common Carriers, one clerk, who shall also act as clerk of the 
Committee on Local Legislation. 

23. All resolutions before they are voted on shall be referred to and 
reported from the Committee on Rules. 

. 24. In the appointment of a committee to visit any public institution 
of the State, no representative who is a resident of an adjoining county 
shall be appointed on such committee. 

25. Every member may be required to vote on any question before the 
Plouse. When the ayes and noes are desired, the speaker shall be first 
called, and if the House be equally divided, the question shall be lost. 

26. No member shall absent himself from the session of the House, 
unless he may have leave, be sick, or una’ble to attend. 

27. The following shall be the order of business in the House: 

1. Report of the Committee on Revision of the Journal. 

2. Reports of Committees on Engrossed and Enrolled Bills, but these 
committees may report at any time. 

3. Reports of standing committees, of bills which they have reported 
favorably which shall be forthwith read by their title a second time and 
entered on the calendar in the order in which they were read a second 
time. In the call of committees the speaker shall call them in their order. 
If the speaker shall not get through the call of committees before the 
House passes to other business, he shall resume next call where he left off. 

4. Senate messages, provided that whenever any message is received^ 
notifying the House of the passage of Senate bills, the clerk shall, immedi¬ 
ately after the message is read, proceed to read the bills by their title, 
(unless the reading be called for by some member, in which event the bill 
shall be read at length), and referred forthwith to a committee. The 
House shall then proceed with the business upon which it was engaged 
when the message was received. 

5. The unfinished business in which the House was engaged at its last 

adjournment. . 

6. The call of counties in alphabetical order for bills, resolutions, me- 
moiials, and petitions. If in any one day the call has not been com¬ 
pleted by the hour of 12 m., the speaker shall begin on the next day, where 
he left off the preceding day. 

When the hour of 12 m., arrives, or before that hour if the call of 
counties has been completed, business shall proceed in the following 
order: 

1. Executive messages shall have priority over other business, and as 
soon as received they shall be read by the clerk, and a proper disposition 
be made of them; and the House shall thereupon proceed with the busi¬ 
ness engaged in when interrupted by the executive message. 

2, If there are any bills on the calendar they shall be taken up at 1 
p. m. on each day, unless reached earlier, and no bill on the calendar 
shall be taken up out of its order, except by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members. 
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3. Miscellaneous business. 

28. Any matter may, by a vote of the majority of the members pres¬ 
ent, be made the special order for any hour, which shall take the pre¬ 
cedence, at that hour, of any other business except a motion to reconsider ; 
provided that motions to make a bill a special order shall give the huruber 
and title of the bill; provided, further, that no bill be set for a special 
order or consideration except by a resolution first referred to Committee 
on Rules. 

29. When a committee has decided adversely to any bill or resolution, 
such action shall be reported to the House in the form prescribed under 
the Constitution and the bill or resolution shall be placed on the adverse 
calendar. 

A motion may be made on any day after one day’s notice immediately 
after the reports of standing committees to take a bill or resolution from 
the adverse calendar and place it on the regular calendar of the House, 
and if this motion prevails, the clerk must immediately enter it upon the 
regular calendar. 

291-2. Motions to take bills or resolutions from the adverse calendar 
may be made immediately after the reports of the standing committees 
are made; provided, that one day’s notice of such action shall be given. 

30. Upon the introduction of any bill, or when senate bills are first 
acted on, the same shall be read by title unless the reading be called for 
by some member, when it shall be read at length, and upon such reading 
at length, or by its title, the bill so read shall be referred to a standing 
committee. 

31. Bills, motions and reports may be recommitted at the pleasure of 
the House. 

32. Every bill shall on its first reading be referred to a standing com¬ 
mittee, but reference to one shall not preclude the recommitment to an¬ 
other and on recommitment it shall be open to amendment. 

33. Upon a vote of a majority of the House any standing committee 
may be directed to act on any bill, which shall have been referred to such 
committee, and to report the same to the House at its next sitting, in 
default of which, such committee, or any of its members, shall be subject 
to such censure as the House may impose. 

34. No special committee shall report but upon leave granted by a vote 
of the House, except committees of inquiry, which may report at any 
time. 

35. All bills should be dispatched in order as they are introduced, 
unless when the House otherwise directs. 

36. When a bill shall pass it shall be certified by the clerk, noting the 
date of its passage at the foot thereof. 

37. The House may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole when 
deemed necessary ; and the rules of proceeding in the House shall be ob¬ 
served in committees, as far as may be applicable, except that number of 
times of speaking and putting the previous question shall not be appli¬ 
cable in committee. 

38. In forming a Committee of the Whole House, the speaker shall 
leave his chair, and a chairman to preside in committee shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the speaker. 

39. Upon a bill being committed to a committee of the Whole House, 
the same shall be first read throughout by the clerk, and then again be 
read and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to be the last consid¬ 
ered. After the report the bill shall be again subjected to debate and 
amendment by clauses, before the question of engrossing be taken. 

40. On all questions of filling blanks, the largest sum and most remote 
day shall be put. 

41. Whenever it shall be necessary for a communication to be made 
from the House of Representatives to the Senate, it shall be under the 
signature of the clerk. 
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42. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House without 
special leave. 

43. No bill or joint resolution shall be received, unless written on an 
entire sheet of paper. 

44. After a vote has been ordered upon any question no member shall 
be permitted to explain his vote without the unanimous consent of the 
House. 

45. When House bills are signed by the speaker, thereupon the clerk 

must, by message, notify the Senate and request the signature of the pres¬ 
ident of the Senate to said bills. ’ 

46. The name of a member who introduces a bill or joint resolution 
shall be by him endorsed upon the same, and shall be inscribed by the 
clerk upon the engrossed and enrolled copies when transmitted to the 
Senate or the Governor. 

4T. In appointing a committee from the several subdivisions of the 
State, the speaker shall designate who shall be chairman of such com¬ 
mittee. 

48. No person shall be allowed to smoke within the House, lobby or 
gallery. 

49. The speaker shall, whenever he deems it necessary for the speedy 
dispatch of business, order the calendar printed for the use of members. 

50. When the chairman of a committee is sick or absent, the member 
whose name appears second on the committee shall, during the absence 
of the chairman, become chairman, and have power to call together the 
committee for consideration of bills. 

51. No rule shall be rescinded or amended without one day’s notice 
of the motion thereof being given; and a violation of either of them may 
be punished by such censure as a majority of the House may direct. 

52. The tabling of an amendment or subsidiary motion shall not have 
the effect of carrying with it the original bill or proposition. 

53. That the rules of the House shall not be suspended, except by a 
four-fifths vote of every member present, provided a quorum must vote. 

54. No member shall speak more than ten minutes at any time, except 
as provided in Rule 9. 

55. When a bill is reported favorably to the House, and a minority 
report accompanies the favorable report, the minority report shall be 
considered an amendment and the bill shall be read a second time; and 
said bill and minority report shall be placed on the calendar and be con¬ 
sidered on the third reading of the bill. 

56. All bills acted upon by committees shall be endorsed as follows: 
“This bill having been referred by the House to its Standing Committee 

on-, was acted upon by such committee in session, and 

returned therefrom to the House, with the recommendation that it be 
-- passed.” ■ , 

57. The doorkeeper shall, ten minutes before the hour fixed for the 
meeting of the House, clear the House of all persons not entitled to the 
floor, and it shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to see that all persons 
not entitled to the privileges of the floor are, at all times, excluded there¬ 
from. 

58. The clerk, when in the opinion of the chairman of the several 
standing committees of the House, it will facilitate the business of the 
House, to have a bill printed, upon the filing of a request by the chair¬ 
man of any standing committee, shall Have printed for the use of the 
House said bill or bills.

AUTAUGA COUNTY. 

JOSEPH BENNETT BELL, of Prattville, Autauga county, Ala., was 
born in Greenville, Butler county, Ala., Nov. 18, 1859; is the son of Jona¬ 
than Ezekiel and Georgia Anna ( Bennett ) Bell, and the grandson of Ed¬ 
ward and Eliza H. ( Veasy ) Bell, and of Sylvester and Louise (Clark) 
Bennett, the former of Sumter district, S. C., and the latter from New 
Orleans, La. His great-grandfather, John Bell, of Virginia, was a sol¬ 
dier of the Revolution; and after the war was granted a tract of land in 
Sumter district, S. C., on which he lived and reared a large family. He 
died in 1817; Edward, the grandfather, was horn January 12, 1802, 
emigrating to Alabama, near Montgomery in 1820, and later removing 
to Butler county. Representative Bell was educated in the common 
schools at Greenville, Ala.

THOMAS HUNTER MOLTON, of Birmingham, Ala., was born Nov. 
15, 1853, in ‘Montgomery county, Ala., and is the son of Charles Hooks and 
Julia (Hunter) Molton, both natives of Duplin county, N. C., and the 
grandson of Thomas and Catherine (Hoolcs) Molton and of John and Eliza¬ 
beth (Whitfield) Hunter, both families owners of plantations near Ken- 
.-ansville, Duplin county, N. C., until their removal to Alabama, the first 
about 1826, coming to what was afterwards Montgomery county, the latter 
about 1825 to Greene county. Maj. Abraham Molton, of Duplin county, 
N. C., represented his county in the House of Commons for many years 
'during Colonial times, and was a Major in the Revolutionary Army. His 
son, Col. Michael Molton, commanded a regiment of Jackson’s army at 
the Battle of I-Iorseshoe Bend, and his own son, Lieutenant M. C. 
Molton, was killed there. Thomas Molton, John Hunter and their 
sons were all large planters and slave holders in Alabama prior to the 
War of Secession. Charles H. Molton was a member of the Legislature 
of 1857. Charles Hooks,--a -great-grandfather of Thomas H. Molton, was 
a soldier in the Revolutionary War when a mere boy. He was afterwards 
•a member of Congress from Duplin county district and otherwise promi¬ 
nent. His sister, Mary Slocomb, was one of the famous women of the 
Revolution. A lengthy and interesting sketch of her, with some notice of 
her brother Charles, can be seen in Mrs. Ellet’s Women of the Revolu¬ 
tion , Vol. i. pp. 304-331. Elizabeth (Whitfield) Hunter, grandmother of 
"Thomas H. Molton, was a daughter of John Whitfield and his wife 
Jemima Haywood, who was sister to John Haywood, who held the office 
of State Treasurer of N. C. about forty years, and until his death. 
Thomas H, Molton received his primary education in the city schools 
of Montgomery and his higher education under Dr, Henry Tutwiler, at 
‘Green Springs, Ala, He farmed for a number of years, In 1886 he locat- 
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ed in Birmingham and engaged in the real estate and insurance business, 
in which he is still actively engaged. He was at one time a member of the 
Jefferson County Sanitary Commission. He is a Democrat, a Methodist, a 
Knight of Pythias and a Knight of Honor. He married in Birmingham, Ala., 
Nov. 0, 188S, Lizzie Linn, the daughter of Charles and Eliza ( Summerlin) 
Linn, and the granddaughter of Thomas Summerlin, a prominent citizen 
of Montgomery county, Ala., but who laterly removed to Louisiana. Charles 
Linn was born June 13, 1814, at Abo, Finland, arrived in the United' States 
June 16, 1833, settled in Montgomery in 1838, and moved to Birmingham 
in 1872. Mr. Linn was a very prominent factor in the development of 
Birmingham, in which city he died, August 5, 1881. 

WALKER PERCY, of Birmingham, Ala., was born Nov. 18, 1864, in 
Washington county, Miss., and is the son of William Alexander and Nan¬ 
nie (Armstrong) Percy, the former of Huntsville, Ala., afterwards of 
Greenville, Miss., and the latter of Tennessee; and the grandson of Thomas 
G. Percy, and his wife who was a Miss Pope, both of Huntsville, Madison 
county, Ala.; and of William Armstrong and his wife. The Percys were 
of English, the Armstrongs of Scotch descent. Charles Percy came from 
England and settled at Natchez while it was a portion of the Spanish pro¬ 
vince of Louisiana. His son Thomas G. Percy attended Princeton Uni¬ 
versity and later married a daughter of Col. Pope and settled at Hunts¬ 
ville, Ala. William Armstrong had charge of Indian affairs under Jack¬ 
son’s administration. Walker Percy’s primary education was received 
under William Greene in a private school at Greenville, Miss. He grad¬ 
uated as Master of Arts from Sewanee University in the summer of 1S83; 
also took a medal in Latin and Greek and received a medal in a debating 
society. He graduated in 1885 from the University of Virginia with the 
degree of Batchelor of Laws. He began practicing law at Birmingham 
in 1885 and has practiced there continually since. He is a Democrat; 
and an Episcopalian. He married at Birmingham, Ala., April 17, 1888, 
Mary Pratt De Bardeleben, the daughter of Henry F. and Ellen (Pratt) 
De Bardeleben, of Birmingham. Her .grandfather, Daniel Pratt, who 
came from New Hampshire, was the founder of Prattville, building his 
cotton mills and gin factory there in 1840.

He has been a rail¬ 
road contractor, a miner, and is now a merchant, and is President of the 
Southern Salvage Company, He is a Democrat and a Knight of Pythias. 
He was married April 18, 1894, at Cardiff, Ala., to Mary Roscoe, the 
daughter of Thomas Roscoe, who lives in Birmingham. 


LAMAR COUNTY. 

JOHN COOPER MILNER, of Vernon, Ala„ was born May 28, 1868, at 
Georgiana, Butler county, Ala,, and is the son of John Ashley and Sallie 
(Cooper) Milner, and the grandson of of Pitt Sanders and Parmelia N, 
(Parker) Milner respectively of Barnesville, Ga,, and of Georgiana, Ala,, 
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and of Peter and Syimantha ( Moncrief ) Cooper, of Cooper’s Station, Ala. 
The Milner family came originally from England. One Captain John 
Milner, presumably an ancestor of John C. Milner, served in the Qaro- 
linas in the War of the Revolution. John A. Milner, being a civil engineer, 
lived in various places in Alabama. During the War of Secession he was em¬ 
ployed by the Confederate Government in the manufacture of iron. John 
C. Milner, at various times, attended several schools in different parts 
of Alabama; also attended Moore’s Business• University in Atlanta, and 
in June, 1889, he graduated from the Law Department of the University 
of . Alabama, and very soon thereafter he entered upon an active practice 
of law in Birmingham. He was county solicitor of Lamar county, Ala., 
1891-1892, Mayor of Vernon, Ala.. 1S95-1896. His only claim to Military 
service is that of having been a private in Co. “M” Alabama State Troops 
(as they were then called), in 1892-1894. He is a Democrat, and was 
Chairman of Campaign Committee of Lamar County. He was 
beat commissioner 1896-1898, delegate to most of the State con¬ 
ventions, member of State Executive Committee, 1906-1910, ' and a 
member of Congressional Executive Committee, 1906-1910. He joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 1882, and has been a 
steward in it continuously since 1896.

He is a telegraph operator and railway con¬ 
ductor. He was a member of Governor’s Guards of Montgomery, Ala., 
1881. Is a Democrat; a Baptist; R. A. Mason; a IC P.; a B. P. O. E.; 
an O. R. C.; and Red Man. He was married at Midway, Ala., May 22,1881, to 
Mary Elizabeth Jordan, the daughter of Warren J. and Elizabeth Temper¬ 
ance (Myrick) Jordan. The parents on both sides were of Irish descent. 
Her father, W. J. Jordan, was a Confederate soldier, killed in 1861. 

PETER BLACKWELL MASTIN, of Montgomery was born near Legrand, 
in Montgomery county, on Sept. 29, 1842, and is the son of Peter Blackwell 
and Mary Amelia (Myrick) Mastin, the grandson of Gabriel Mastin and 
Richard and Mildred (Mimms) Myrick. Gabriel Mastin was a native of N. C., 
migrated to Robeson county, Tenn., and served in the War of 1812 
under Gen. Jackson. On his death his widow came out to Alabama, and 
located in Montgomery county. Richard Myrick was a native of Edge- 
field county, S. C., but early removed with his family to Montgomery 
county. Peter B. Mastin, Sr., served as orderly sergeant in Capt. Hazard 
Henry’s company in the Creek Indian War of 1836. Representative Mas¬ 
tin was educated in the old field schools of Montgomery county, at Ir¬ 
ving College in Warren county, Tenn., and at the University of Alabama, 
but did not complete a college course, owing to the outbreak of hostili¬ 
ties in 1861. In 1861 he entered the service as junior 2nd lieut. of Co. P, 
17th Alabama Infantry Regiment; was promoted 1st lieut., and placed in 
charge of Co. I, same regiment; and returned to his old command with 
which he served until after the retreat from Corinth. He then joined 
the 53rd Alabama Cavalry Regiment, and became captain of Co. G. For 
some time he was on detached duty in charge of a company of scouts, 
under Gen. Kelly, but after the death of the latter he went back to his 
regiment, and remained with it until the close of the war. Capt. Mastin 
has been a farmer in Montgomery county since 1865. He has been a 
notary public and ex-officio justice of the peace; deputy tax collector, 
1892-93; and a member of the State Board of Pension Examiners under 
Gov. Johnston and Gov. Samford. On May 7, 1907, he was elected, with¬ 
out opposition, to succeed the late Wm, L. Martin as a representative 
from Montgomery county. Capt. Mastin was chosen by the committee of 
the Alabama Division,’ U. D, C,, having in charge the erection of a mon¬

Harris. The Harris’ were from N. C. and Reeds from Georgia and were 
among the earliest settlers of Montgomery county. The mother of Mrs. 
Harris was an Oliver. 

JOHN V. SMITH, of Montgomery, Alabama, was born in Hamilton, 
Harris county, Ga., March 15th, 1860, and is the son of John Wilson 
Smith (son of Wm. Smith and Miss Winnie Oslin, both of Georgia) a 
native of Georgia, but who lived last in Seale, and wife, Martha W. Pat¬ 
rick. He was educated in the common schools of Alabama, preparatory 
to a two years’ course at the then A. & M. College, Auburn, Ala., but he 
did not graduate. Mr. Smith was admitted to the bar in 1881, and a year 
later began practice at Rutledge, Crenshaw county. In April, 1885, he 
located for the practice of law at Seale, Russell county. Mr. Smith was 
register in chancery of that county, 1886 to 1890, a member of the House 
of Representatives 1888-89, 1890-91; and solicitor of the third .-judicial 
circuit from 1892 to January, 1901, when he resigned to accept the pies- 
idency of the Alabama Railroad Commission, which position he held for 
four years, 1901-2-3-4. He was elected president of the National As¬ 
sociation of Railroad Commissioners at Portland, Me., and served as such 
1903 and 1904. This association is composed of the Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners and all the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners of 
the United States. Was president of the first Board of Pardons of Ala¬ 
bama from 1901 to 1903. Mr. Smith has been indefatigable in party ser¬ 
vice. He was chairman of the Democratic Committee of Crenshaw county 
in the time of the contest between Herbert and Whitehead for Congress, 
1884; held the same place in Russell county from 1892 to 1896; was man¬ 
ager of the late Governor Samford’s campaign for that high office in the 
Democratic State Convention of 1900; member of Senator Morgan’s ad¬ 
visory committee in the campaign of 1900 with Governor Johnston for 
the United States Senate; chairman of the State Democratic Campaign 
Committee of 1900; chairman of the State Democratic Campaign Commit¬ 
tee in the issue of 1901 on calling a Constitutional Convention, and a del¬ 
egate from Russell county to every Democratic State Convention from 
1888 to 1901 inclusive. Since 1904 he has practiced law in Montgomery. 
In November, 1910, he was elected to the House of Representatives from 
Montgomery county. He is a Methodist and a Royal Arch Mason. Mr. 
Smith was married September 12, 1880, to Cornelia Elizabeth, daughter 
of Wm. C. McTyeire, of Bessemer, a native of Barnwell District, S. C., 
and wife Caroline S. Houser, of Autauga county, Ala. Wm. C. McTyeire 
is a brother of the late Bishop McTyeire of the M. E. Church, South. 

FRANK STOLLENWERCIC, JR., of Montgomery, was born at Selma, 
Dallas county, March 24, 1883, and is the son of Frank and Emma (Cal¬ 
houn) Stollenwerck, and the grandson of Augustus G. and Julia 
( FowUces ) Stollenwerck, and of Willis Boyd and Aurelia (Herbert) Cal¬ 
houn, who resided near Macon, Noxubee county, Miss. Louis Auguste 
Stollenwerck migrated from Santo Domingo, to which place he had come 
from France to New York, where he married Aimee Coupery, and thence 
he removed to Greene county (the present Hale county), living at Ha¬ 
vana. These are the great-grandparenfs of Representative Stollenwerck. 
Frank Stollenwerck, Sr., is a native of Marion, Perry county, and did 
reside at Selma, the place of his birth, Greenville, Dunham, and 
in Montgomery; was for some years president of Dunham Lumber 
Co., and president of the Conifer Lumber Co., Montgomery; and 
vice-president of the First National Bank of Montgomery, Rep¬ 
resentative Stollenwerck was educated at the private schools in 
Greenville, Starke’s University School of Montgomery, and the 
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Boy’s Latin School of Baltimore; Johns Hopkins University, from 
■which he graduated with the degree of A. B., in 1904, and at the Harvard Law 
School, 1908, degree of LL. B., ranking with the class of 1907. He was 
-admitted to the bar in Montgomery, October, 1907. On May 22, 1909, he 
was nominated for the Legislature by the county executive committee to 
succeed R. Tyler Goodwyn, resigned. He is a Democrat; a member of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church; a member of the Kappa Alpha College 
fraternity; a member of the Knights of Pythias and the Knights of Kho- 
rassaii. He is unmarried. 


MORGAN COUNTY. 

DANIEL WALDEN, of New Decatur, was born at Decatur, Morgan 
county, Alabama, June 24, 1846, and is the son of R. N. Walden, of De¬ 
catur, one of the early representatives from Morgan county, and wife 
Merial Garth Clarke. He was educated in the common schools, and at 
La Grange College, 1861. In 1862 he enlisted as a private in the Seventh 
Alabama Cavalry Regiment and remained continuously in the service 
until after the battle of Selma in April, 1865. Mr. Walden was a mer¬ 
chant from 1865 to 1875, and has been a farmer since the last date. He 
was elected to the Legislature of 1890-91, 1900-1901, 1903, and re-elected 
in November, 1910. He is commander of Camp Friendship, No. 383 U. C. 
V., at Hartselle. He is a Democrat, and a member of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. On April 11, 1866, near Decatur, he was married to 
Mildred P., daughter of W. T. Minor (brother* of the distinguished 
teacher of the University of Virginia, the late Hon. John B. Minor) and 
wife Fannie Washington, of Albermarle county, Va. His paternal grand¬ 
father, Lawrence Walden, was a native of Henry county, Va. His ma¬ 
ternal grandparents are Edward Clarke and wife Elizabeth, sister of Gen. 
Jesse Winston Garth, one of the political and business leaders of the 
Tennessee Valley. 

' ALFORD G. WILHITE, of Falkville, Ala., was born July 26, 1863, at 
Wilhite Cove, Morgan county, Ala.; is the son of John and Mary ( Morris) 
Wilhite, of Nashville, Tenn.; and the grandson of John and Mary {McCoy) 
Wilhite, of Nashville, Tenn., and of Jarmon and Eliza (Young) Morris. 
Alford G. Wilhite’s education was received in the school of Cedar Plains, 
Ala. He is a farmer and preacher. He was formerly one of the county 
registrars; is a Democrat; a member of M. E. Church, South; is a K. of 
P.; an I. O. O. F., and a W- of W.' He was married Nov. 7, 1887, at Pu¬ 
laski, Tenn., to Nancy Emily Parker, the daughter of Martin V, and 
Frances E. Parker, of Falkville, Ala. 


PERRY COUNTY. 

JOSEPH HOPKINS JAMES, Jr.,* of Uniontown, Ala., was born Dec. 
.12, 1881, at Suggsville, Clarke county, Ala.; is the son of Joseph Hop¬ 
kins and Fredonia Winifred (Caller) James, the former of Coolrus, County 
Wicklow, Ireland, the latter of Clarke county, Ala., and the grandson of 
John and Mary (Hopkins) James of Coolrus, Ireland, and of James and 
Jane (Marks) Caller, of Barlow Bend, Clarke county, Ala. The ma¬ 
ternal great-great-grandfather was James Caller, who was kidnapped and 
brought to America and landed in Virginia. He had four sons, two of 
whom, John and Robert, were Revolutionary soldiers. James Cal¬ 
ler, the third son and the great-grandfather of this sketch, was made a 
captain in N. C., in 1795. In 1902 made a perilous trip with family

He was educated in the common schools, and 
was in the junior class of Howard College, 1875. He is a farmer. He is 
a Democrat; a Baptist; and a K. of P. He was married in Montgomery, 
Ala., Oct. 24, 1894, to Lynda Tarrant, the daughter of J. C. and Florence 
( Foivlkes ) Tarrant, of Marion, Ala. The Fowlkes family was of Eng¬ 
lish descent who settled in Va.; two of whom, Joseph and John, were 
officers in the war of the Revolution. Mrs. Florence Fowlkes’ mother 
was a Bradley, of S. C. 


PICKENS COUNTY. 

JOHN ROGERS BELL, of Gordo, Ala., was born May 3, 1871, at Gordo, 
Pickens county, Ala.; is the son of William Robert and Senith Etta 
( Kirk ) Bell of Lancaster, S. C.; and the grandson of Robert ' and 
Martha {Brown) Bell of Ireland, and of Robert and Anna (White) Kirk 
of Lancaster, S. C. Wm. R. Bell was a Confederate soldier. J. R. 
Bell was educated in the common schools; the State Normal Col¬ 
lege of Florence, 1897, and the University of Ala. with degree of ’B. S. 
1902. Has been a teacher; is now a merchant. He is a Democrat; a 
Presbyterian; and a K. P. Pie was married June 10, 1910, to Frances 
Marion Thornton, the daughter of James Alexander and Annie (Shirley) 
Thornton of Eutaw, Ala. 


PIKE COUNTY. 

THOMAS HENRY BROWN*, of Troy, Ala., was born Oct. 19, 1845, at 
Upatoie, Muscogee county, Ga.; is the son of Joseph Thomas and Virginia 
Henrietta (Pride) Brown, the former of Virginia; the latter of Columbus, 
Ga.; and the grandson of Joseph Brown and wife Mary, of Lumpkin, 
Ga., and of John Pride and wife Sarah, of Columbus, Ga. The grand¬ 
fathers, Joseph Brown and John Pride, were soldiers in the Revolution¬ 
ary War. T. H. Brown was in the Confederate service in the 31st Ga.

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ALEXANDER CADENHEAD SANDERS, of Goshen, Ala., was born 
March 3, 1871, at Spring Hill, Pike county, Ala.; is the son of John Ran¬ 
dolph and Mellison Rebecca {Bryan) Sanders, the former of Upson coun¬ 
ty, Ga., the latter of Mossy Grove, Pike county, Ala.; and the grandson 
of James Isaac and Elizabeth Naoma {Cadenhead) Sanders of Upson 
county, Ga., and of John and Elizabeth Jane {Gibson) Bryan, of Mossy 
Grove, Pike county, Ala. The Sanders were of Scotch-Irish descent, and 
pioneer settlers in S. O. James I. Sanders had four sons in the Confeder¬ 
ate army; J. R. Sanders was a member of the 57th Ala. Regt. A. C. 
Sanders was educated in the common schools, and at the State Normal 
College of Troy, Ala. He is a teacher and. farmer. Has held no office 
except as member of Board of Education of Pike county. He is a Dem¬ 
ocrat. He married Dec. 21, 1893, Cora Dalton, the daughter of Percy 
Woodward and Nancy Mariah {Jordan) Dalton of Henderson, Pike county, 
Ala. 


RANDOLPH COUNTY. 

WILLIAM RICHARD AVERY, of Wehadkee, Randolph county, was 
born October 8, 1848, in Chambers county, Alabama, and is the son of John 
Walton and Elizabeth {Tomme) Avery and the grandson of Needham and 
Martha {Walton) Avery, and of Joseph and Zilpha {Vining) Tomme, of 
Putnam and Troup counties, Ga. The Avery family (name formerly 
spelled “Avera”) are of Welsh descent, the first emigrants of the name 
founding, in the seventeenth century, the little town of Averysboro in 
N. C. - John W. Avery was born in Lincoln county, Ga.; emigrated in 
1846 to Chambers county, Alabama, and in 1850 to Randolph county. The 
ancestors of the Tomme family emigrated from Holland to Pennsylvania 
prior to the Revolutionary War; and after the war settled in Ga. Repre¬ 
sentative Avery was educated in the common country schools. He is a 
farmer; and a Democrat, having never “split a ticket” in his 
life. In 1S72 he was one of a committee appointed by the 
leading Democrats - of Randolph county to ascertain the political 
status of every voter in the county, the result of which was 
a complete Democratic victory. In Nov., 1906, he was chosen 
to the House of Representatives, and re-elected in Nov., 1910. He was 
a delegate to the Conference of the American Society for Judicial Set¬ 
tlement of International Disputes, Washington, December, 1912.

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•Girard. He is a salesman. He was formerly a member of the city 
council of Girard; a 2nd lieut. in Co. L, 2nd Regt. A. N. G. He is a 
Democrat; an 1. O. O. F.; a K. P., and a Red Man. He married at 
Girard, Ala., May 29, 1895, Annie Lee Mote, the daughter of Washington 
and Missouri Anna (Graham) Mote of Girard, Ala. 

BOSWELL deGRAFFENRIED WADDELL, of Seale, was born August 
25, 1865, at Columbus, Ga., and is the son of Major James Fleming Wad¬ 
dell, a native of Hillsboro, N. C., who removed to Seale, and wife Ade¬ 
laide Victoria, daughter of Dr. Edward deGraffenried and wife Martha 
Kirkland, of Columbus, Ga. Major Waddell was a 2nd lieut. in the 12th 
U. S. Inf. Regt. in the Mexican War. In the War of Secession he served 
as captain of Co. H, 6th Ala. Inf. Regt.; capt. of Waddell’s Battery, and 
major of the 20th Battalion of Artillery. Representative Waddell was 
educated at Columbus, and at Seale; in April, 1887, was admitted to the 
bar at Seale; was a delegate to the Constitutional Convention of 1901, 
serving on the committees on militia and local legislation in that body; 
and at the general election of November, 1902, was elected to the Leg¬ 
islature. In Nov., 1910, he was re-elected. He is a Democrat, and a 
member of the Protestant Episcopal Church. Mr. Waddell is a member 
of the Society of the Cincinnati of North Carolina, being a representative 
therein of his ancestor, General Francis Nash, of the Revolution, who fell 
at Germantown.

Wil¬ 
liam H. Sturdivant was in school only six weeks, in Jefferson county, 
Ala. He is a farmer and minister. He was a private in 20th Ala. Inf, 
Regt. from 1861 to June, 1864, when he was captured and imprisoned 
until 1865. At the close of hostilities he enlisted in the U. S. Army, and served 
13 months on the Western frontier. He is a Republican, a committeeman of 
4th District, and was a candidate for Congress in 1912; a Mason ; and a 
K. P. He married at Hillsboro, Shelby county, Ala., March 10th, 1864, 
Cynthia Adeline Ray, the daughter of Thomas and Margaret C. (Bailey) 
Ray of Hillsboro, Ala. His grandfather, William Ray, of Dadeville, Ala., 
served in the Indian War. William Ray’s father was Ransom Ray, of 
Meriwether county, Ga. 


ST. CLAIR COUNTY. 

JONES FALL ROBERSON, of Cropwell, Ala., was born Dec. 21, 1876, 
at Cropwell, St. Clair county, Ala., and 4s the son of James Russell and 
Addie (Jones) Roberson, both of Cropwell, Ala., and the grandson of 
James and Hulda (Williamson) Roberson of Cropwell, and of John 
William and Anne (McLeod) Jones of Cropwell, Ala. James Roberson 
was the son of John Roberson of Abbeville District, S. C., who was a 
colonel in the War of 1812, John W. Jones had charge of the militia 
at Cropwell during the War of Secession. The McLeods are descendants 
of John McLeod, from Scotland, who settled in Montgomery county, North 
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Carolina, two years prior to the Revolution. Jones F. Roberson received 
his primary education in the school at Or op well, under Prof. J. H. Hill, 
and his higher education at Howard College, East Lake. He has been a 
merchant since 1900. He has served as a member of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of St. Clair county, and has also served as the Secretary of the 
committee. He is a Democrat and a Baptist. He married at Selma, Ala., 
July 29, 1905, Nellie Drew Thompson, the daughter of William Lewis 
and Mary Frances (Smith) Thompson, of Selma, Ala. Her family are 
descended from Col. William Claiborne, who was secretary of State of the 
Colony of Virginia, also member of the Council and treasurer of Virginia. 
The descent is through Thomas Fox, 1st lieut. 10th Va. Inf. Continental 
army, who married Philadelphia Claiborne, great-granddaughter of Wil¬ 
liam Claiborne.

WILLIAM EASLEY McGOWEN*, of Cuba,,, Ala., was born June 3, 1858, 
at Old Bennett’s Station, Sumter county, Ala., and is the son of William 
Rufus and Virginia ’ Noble ( Easley) McGowen, and the grandson of Wil¬ 
liam Robert and Edith (Watkins) McGowen, and of Worham and Emily 
(Noble) Easley, who emigrated from Easley, S. C., to Alabama, and died 
in Sumter county. William Robert McGowen and his wife Edith (Wat¬ 
kins) McGowen, lived in Duplin county, N. C., Tipton county, Tenn., 
Greene county, Ala., and died in Sumter county, Ala. William Rufus Mc¬ 
Gowen was born in Tipton county, Tenn., and came with his parents to 
Greene county, Ala. When a young man he went to Sumter county, 
where, during the war, he enlisted in Co. A, 40th Ala. Inf., first as a ser¬ 
geant, but was promoted first lieutenant of his company before the close 
of hostilities. The McGowen family emigrated from Great Britain to 
North Carolina in 1753, and settled in Duplin county, N. C. The Easley 
family were emigrants from England to Virginia between 1700 and 1750. 
Both families had representatives in the American army during the Rev¬ 
olution. William E. McGowen received his primary education at York, 
his teachers being Judge S. H. Sprott, Y. G. Aultman and Miss Laura 
Hooks. His higher education was received at Cooper’s Institute, Dales- 
ville, Miss., but he did not graduate. He has been merchandizing in Cuba 
since 1885, and has been president of the Bank of Cuba since its organ¬ 
ization in 1904. He has served as mayor of Cuba two terms, and county 
commissioner two terms. - He is -a Democrat and was a delegate to the 
St. Louis Convention that nominated Alton B. Parker. He is a member 
of the Baptist church , in Cuba; treasurer of 222 Eastern Star A. F. & 
A. M., Cuba; banker of Columbian Woodmen; trustee of W. O. W., and 
member of K. of P., York, Ala., Lodge. He was married at Cuba, Ala., 
August 10, 1881, to Margaret Annie Ward,' the daughter of Solomon and An¬ 
nie (Hall) Ward, of Gaston, Ala. Her great-grandfather was Col. Enoch 
Ward, a Revolutionary soldier of Beaufort, N. C. Her maternal grand¬ 
parents were James Wallace Hall and Hannah Tolson Neale, who were 
residents of Newberne, N. C. 

JOSEPH REID RAMSAYf, of Sumterville, Ala., was born Jan. 30, 1869, 
near Gainesville, Sumter county, Ala., and is the son of Joseph Reid and 
Sarah Elizabeth’ (Wrenn) Ramsay, of Gainesville, Ala., and grandson 
of Alexander and Sarah (Reid) Ramsay, of Pendleton district, S, C., and 
of James and Eliza Phillips (McDoio) Wrenn, of Gainesville, Ala. Joseph R. 
Ramsay, Sr., served as a member three times in the lower House of Represen¬ 
tatives of Alabama, and was a private in 1st Ala. Battalion, C. S, A. The 
great-grandfather Reid, and the great-grandfather Alex. Ramsay, both 
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served in the Revolutionary War, and were discharged at Ninety-Six, 
S. C. The grandfather afterwards resided in what is now Oconee county, 
S. C. The Ramsays came from Scotland about the middle of the 18th 
century, first settling in Pennsylvania, afterwards emigrating to South 
Carolina. Joseph R. Ramsay was educated in the schools of Gainesville 
and Sumterville, Ala. He is a merchant. He is. a Democrat, and for 
some years was a member of the Democratic Executive Committee of 
Sumter county. He is a ruling elder in the Presbyterian church. He was 
married, first, to Lucie Godfrey, a daughter of Dr. J. M. Godfrey, of 
Sumterville, Ala.

He was wounded at Chic- 
amauga, and was in command of the Confederate gunboat Alphanta, sta¬ 
tioned on Coosa river when the war closed.

ELISHA DAVID ACKER, of Lincoln, Ala., was born Feb. 14, 1861, at 
Lincoln, Talladega county, Ala., and is the son of Albert S. and Eliza¬ 
beth (O’Rear) Acker, the former of Williamston, S. C., the latter of Lin¬ 
coln, Ala., and is the grandson of Amos and Ruth ( Halbert) Acker of 
Williamston, S. C., and of William and Dorothy {Reed) O’Rear of Lincoln 
Ala. The paternal great-grandfather, Peter Acker, came from Germany, 
settling near Jersey City. He was a soldier in the Revolutionary War 
The maternal grandfather, William O’Rear, assisted in removing the Creek 
and Cherokee Indians and held the rank; of major in that service. The 
O’Rears were from Ireland. Albert S. Acker was a member of Co. C, 
30th Ala. Regt., and as a physician assisted in brigade hospital service! 
Elisha D. Acker received his primary education in the public schools of 
Talladega county.

He married at Alex¬ 
andria, Ala., Dec. 3, 1884, Lula Mattie Ragan, the daughter of Rev Rob¬ 
ert G. and Mary A. ( Easley ) Ragan, of Oxford, Ala. Rev. Robert G. 
Ragan was a Virginian by birth and in early life moved to Alabama. 
He was a member of the North Alabama Conference from the date of its 
organization to his death, Nov. 1, 1878.*" He was a teacher in Oxford 
College at the time of his death. 


JAMES HENRY LAWSON, of Talladega, was born Sept. 27, 1848, at 
that place, and is the son of James and Mary (Elliott) Lawson and the 
grandson of Robert and Martha (Niclcles) Lawson, and of Capt. Thomas 
and Elizabeth Elliott. Robert Lawson and wife lived at Sevierville, 
Tenn,, and at Talladega, His son James was born at Sevierville, and after- 
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wards lived at Ashville, St. Clair county, and then in Talladega, of which 
he was the first postmaster. Representative Lawson received his educa¬ 
tion in Talladega. He was a private in company ‘‘A,” Major Joseph Har- 
die’s Battalion of Reserves, State Troops, in the War of Secession. Has 
served as county surveyor sixteen years, and is still in that position; public 
school trustee for eighteen years; and was for a number of years 
a member, of the county board of education. In 1896-97, and again 
in 1907, he was a member of the Ala. House of Representatives. He is a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; and of the Independ¬ 
ent Order of Odd Eellows. On December 31, 1873, at Talladega* he was 
married to Alice E., daughter of Col. Thomas J. and Eliza (Edwards) 
Cross of that place. The ancestor of Mrs. Cross was a Revolutionary 
soldier. 


TALLAPOOSA COUNTY. 

ALDRICH PARTIN FUQUAY, of Alexander City, Ala., was born March 
25, 1861, at Fuquay Springs, Wake county, N. C., and is the son of David 
C. and Louisa ( Partin) Fuquay, the former of Fuquay Springs, N. C., the 
latter of Piney Grove Baptist Church, Wake county, N. C., and the grand¬ 
son of Stephen Samson and Sarah ( Ausley) Fuquay of Fuquay Springs, 
N. C., and of John and Elizabeth ( Rowland ) Partin of Piney Grove 
Baptist Church, North Carolina. William Fuqua (the original French 
spelling of the name) paternal great-grandfather, came under Roch- 
ambeau from France to Newport, July 10, 1780, and was a Rev¬ 
olutionary soldier, and eye witness to Cornwallis’ surrender. He settled 
in Dinwiddie county, Va., became a farmer and joined the Baptist church. 
About 1810 he and his wife Mary {Hall) Fuquay moved to Wake county, 
N. C., and he now lies buried one mile south of Fuquay Springs. Jesse 
Ausley, the great-grandfather, was in the Revolutionary army from N. C., 
and was in the battles of Briar Creek and Cowpens. Louis Rowland, 
maternal great-grandfather, was in the Revolutionary army, and was at 
West Point, N. Y., when Arnold betrayed it. The father, David C. Fu- 
duay, was a Confederate soldier from N. C. in War of Secession, and 
was honorably discharged at the close of the struggle. Aldrich P. Fuquay 
received his primary education in the country schools of Wake county, 
and his higher education in Oakwood Academy and Holly Springs Insti¬ 
tute, and was awarded a gpld medal by the latter. He attended for a 
short time the University of N. C., but was compelled to return home ow¬ 
ing to limited means, resulting from the death of his father. He taught 
in the common schools of North Carolina, Georgia and Alabama from 
1886 to ’94, and since then he has been in the insurance business at Alex¬ 
ander City, Ala. He was elected mayor of this city in April, 1903; 
served two years and during his administration floated the city bonds for 
$20,000, erected the present system of water works and installed the pres¬ 
ent city fire department and electric light plant. He is a Democrat, a trus¬ 
tee of the First Methodist Church of Alexander City, and a Knight of 
Pythias, past chancellor. Has written “The Selfish Prayer,” and “Does 
Yer Call it Stealin’ Now.” He married, at Doles, Worth county, Ga., Dec. 
30, 1891, Emma Champion, the daughter of David and Martha M. {Perry) 
Champion* of Doles, Ga. Henry H. Perry, her maternal grandfather, first 
of N. C., latterly of Twiggs county, Ga., served in the War of 1812, as 
did also her great-grandfather, Isaac Perry. Her paternal grandfather, 
Micajah F, Champion, of Halifax, Va., was in the War of 1812, and in the 
Indian War. 

JOSEPH BOZEMAN RYLANCE, of Dadeville, Ala., was born at 290 
Fifth ave,, City of N, Y., and is the son of Joseph Hinesford and Fannie 
Lamar, {Bozeman) Rylance, the former o £ Paris, France, the latter of 296 
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Fifth ave., N. Y. City; and the grandson of Rev. Dr. Joseph H. and* 
Lucretia ( Hammersley) Rylance of No. 11 Livingston Place, N. Y. City, 
and of, Dr. Nathan and Geraldine (Lamar) Bozeman of 296, Fifth'ave.,. 
N. Y. City, formerly of Montgomery, Ala., and New Orleans, La. The fam¬ 
ilies of Lamar and Bozeman are prominent in Georgia, Alabama, Missis¬ 
sippi and Texas history; the Lamars of French, the Bozemans of Dutch,, 
and the Rylances are of English descent. All the families had mem¬ 
bers in the War of the Revolution. U. S. Senator L. Q. C. Lamar was a 
close relation. Dr. Nathan Bozeman, grandfather, attained to eminence: 
both in America and Europe as a physician and surgeon. He was in 
the medical service of the Confederates in the War of Secession. He was 
reared in Lowndes and Coosa counties, Ala. The grandfather, Rylance, 
was first a Methodist minister, and later an Episcopal rector in Cleveland,’ 
Ohio, Chicago, Ill., and in New York. Joseph B. Rylance received his edu¬ 
cation in the University of the South, Sewannee, Tenn., first taking * an 
Academic course leading to degree of A. B. He graduated from the Law 
Department in 1906, with degree of LL.

K. of P. (deputy grand chancellor, 10th dist.) ; a Mason, running through 
all degrees to the Shriners; and an I. O. O. B. He was married at Dade¬ 
ville, Ala., April 5, 1905, to Bessie Cade Bulger, the daughter of Thomas L.. 
and Mollie Cade (Bass) Bulger of Dadeville, Ala.; and grand-daughter of 
Mike L. Bulger, colonel of the 47th Ala. Regt. in War of Secession, and' 
also a soldier in the Mexican War; and also of Mr. Bass, warden of Ala.,: 
Penitentiary, at Wetumpka, Ala. 


TUSCALOOSA COUNTY. 

JAMES CLINTON BROWN, of Tuscaloosa, Ala., was born May 2,. 
1868, at Olmstead, Tuscaloosa county, Ala., and is the son of Randall R. 
and Susannah (Emerson) Brown, and" the grandson of John Allen and 
Patsy (Norris) Brown, and of Jimmie Emerson and wife, who was a Miss- 
Capps. Randall R. Brown was an emigrant from N. C. to Tuscaloosa 
county, Ala., where he followed the occupation of a farmer. He was a 
Confederate soldier and served one term as county commissioner. He 
died at seventy years of age and was buried at Hopewell, in Tuscaloosa 
county. Jimmie Emerson was an emigrant from Georgia to Tuscaloosa 
county. He served as a Confederate soldier and was twice wounded. Re¬ 
lived to be nearly a hundred years old and lies buried in Tuscaloosa 
county. James C. Brown received his primary education in the public 
schools of the county, after which he became a student in the University 
of Alabama, receiving the degree of A. B. in 1891, and graduating from the 
Law Department in 1892. From 1896 to 1898 he was editor of the West 
Alabama Breeze. He was elected city assessor in 1893, holding his office 
to 1894. In 1898 he whs elected to the office of probate judge, which ha 
held until 1911. He is a Democrat, a Baptist, a Mason, an Odd Fellow, an 
Elk, a Woodman of the World, an Eagle, and a Knight of Pythias. He 
was married at Tuscaloosa, April 9, 1900, to Mary Grace Maxwell, the 
daughter of Jesse C. and Sallie (Thontus) Maxwell, of Tuscaloosa, Ala.

State Care of the Insane. 

There are two institutions for the state care of insane persons in 
Alabama, under the corporate name of “The Alabama Insane Hospitals,” 
one is located at Tuscaloosa, and is known as “The Bryce Hospital,” the 
other is located at Mt. Vernon, and is known as “The Mt. Vernon Hospi¬ 
tal.” “The Bryce Hospital” is devoted to the care of the white insane, 
with a few negroes; “The Mt. Vernon Hospital” is devoted exclusively to 
care of negroes. 

An exceptional feature with the Alabama hospitals is, they are under 
the same management. They have the same board of seven Trustees,— 
three from the neighborhood of “The Bryce Hospital,” two from the 
neighborhood of “The Mt. Vernon Hospital,”—and two from the State at 
large. This board of Trustees were originally appointed by the Legisla¬ 
ture in 1901, and are a self-perpetuating body, filling their own vacancies. 
The term of one Trustee expires every year. Their elections are subject 
to the approval of the State Senate. There is also the same Superintend¬ 
ent, with an Assistant Superintendent at each Hospital. The finances 
and general business are conducted from one office by the Steward and 
the Treasurer at Tuscaloosa, with an assistant Steward at Mt. Vernon. 
The Superintendent spends about one-fourth of his time at Mt. Vernon.

SKETCPIES OF FEDERAL JUDGES IN ALABAMA. 

THOMAS GOODE JONES, judge of the northern and middle districts 
of Alabama, and a resident of Montgomery, was born Nov. 26, 1844, at 
Macon* Ga., and is the son of Samuel G. and Martha Ward {Goode) Jones 
and the grandson of Dr. Thomas Williamson and Mary Armistead {Goode)

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Jones of Inverness* Mecklenburg county, Va,, and of Dr. Thomas and Mary 
Ann (Knox) Goode, of Bath county* Va. The Jones’ were of Welsh, the 
Goodes, of English descent. Samuel G. Jones, born in Va., passed most of 
his life in Montgomery. He was one of the pioneer railroad builders of 
the South, and was noted for his donations to schools and to the Episcopal 
church, of which he was a devout member. He died in Winchester, Tenn., 
in 1886. Judge Thomas G. Jones received his primary and academic edu¬ 
cation in the schools of Montgomery, and afterwards attended the schools 
of Dr. Charles Minor and Prof. Gesner Harrison, near Charlottesville, Va. In 
1859 he entered the Virginia Military Institute, from which he graduated 
in 1862; entered the Confederate army, serving as a private, and as a 
staff officer under Gen. John B. Gordon, attaining the rank of major; and 
was wounded four times during the war; studied law while in winter 
quarters in the army, and after the war, pursued his studies in the law 
office of John A. Elmore, and was one of a class taught by Chief Justice 
A. J. Walker, of Alabama; and was admitted to practice in 1866. In addi¬ 
tion to his law study and practice, he was a planter from 1866 to 1870, 
with the exception of 1868. when he was editor of the Daily Picayune in 
Montgomery. From 1870 to 1880 he was the reporter, of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama; in 1876 was admitted to practice in Supreme Court of 
the United States; was alderman of the city of Montgomery, 1876 to 1884, 
devoting much time to municipal problems; was orator on Confederate 
memorial day at Montgomery in 1874; was a member of the House of 
Representatives, 1884 to 1888, and speaker for term of 1886 to 1888; was 
governor of Alabama, 1890 to 1894; was orator at unveiling of soldiers’ 
monument at Montgomery in 1898; was president of the Alabama State 
Bar Association, 1901; was connected with the Alabama State Troops in 
various capacities from 1872 to 1890, the last ten years of which he served 
as Colonel of the 2d Regiment Alabama State Troops; was chairman of 
yellow fever relief committee at Montgomery in 1897; was a member of the 
Alabama Constitutional Convention of 1901; and was orator at the memorial 
services at Grant’s tomb in N. Y. in 1902. Since 1901, he has been United States 
District Judge for the northern and middle districts of Alabama. In pol¬ 
itics he has always stood for Democratic principles, including therein his 
support of Palmer and Buckner; and was a delegate from the State at 
large to the Indianapolis convention which nominated them. He was at 
one time a member of the Montgomery county Democratic committee, and 
for four yetars was a member of the State executive committee. He is a 
member of the Protestant Episcopal church, St. John’s Parish, Montgom¬ 
ery, is one of the trustees of the Bishop’s fund of the diocese of Alabama, 
and is trustee of the old Hamner Hall school for girls. He is a Knight 
of Pythias, and an Elk. He is author of eighteen volumes of the Alabama 
Supreme Court Reports, 1870 to 1880; a pamphlet entitled Last Bays of 
Army of Northern Virginia; and also the author of the Code of Ethics of 
the Alabama State Bar Association. He was married Dec. 20, 1866, in 
Montgomery to Georgena C., daughter of Dr. Marshall and Carrie (Moore) 
Bird, of Montgomery. 

HARRY T. TOULMIN, of Mobile, Judge of the southern district of Ala¬ 
bama was born in Mobile county, March 4, 1838, and is the son of Gen. 
Theophilus L. and Amante (Juzan) Toulmin, and the grandson of Judge 
Harry Toulmin, one of the superior court judges of the Mississippi Terri¬ 
tory Judge Harry T. Toulmin was educated in the University of Ala¬ 
bama, and the University of Virginia, completing a partial course of law 
in the latter institution. He then attended one course of lectures in the 
law department of the University of Louisiana, He was admitted to the 
bar and in 1860 began the practice of his profession in Mobile. On April 
23 1861 he enlisted as a private soldier in the Third Alabama Infantry 
Regiment, C. S, A. In September following he was promoted to the first 
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lieutenancy of Company “H,” Twenty-second Alabama Infantry, and soon 
afterwards was promoted to the captaincy of his company, which he com¬ 
manded in the battles of Shiloh, Perryville and Murfreesboro. During the 
progress of the battle of Chickamiauga he was made major of his regiment, 
commanding it to the close of the battle. His official report of the part 
borne by his regiment in this battle is of intense interest, and viewed as a 
literary composition describing the details of a battle, it has scarcely a 
parallel among the numerous official battle reports of the war. Two 
months later Major Toulmin was promoted to be lieutenant colonel of his 
regiment, and in July, 1864, he was made colonel. He served as Colonel 
until the close of the war, but had command of his brigade during a great 
portion of that time. He participated in the DaltomAtlanta campaign, and 
all subsequent battles of that part of the army, to which he belonged, ex¬ 
cept those of Franklin and Nashville, Tenn. He surrendered with Gen. 
Johnston at Greensboro, N. C. In the fall of 1865 Col. Toulmin resumed 
the practice of law in Mobile and soon rose to the front rank among the 
leading lawyers of the city. He was elected to the State legislature in 
the fall of 1870. During his term of service he was admitted to practice 
before the Supreme Court of the State. While a member of the legisla¬ 
ture he served as chairman of the committe on judiciary and was also 
a member of the committee on corporations. In November, 1874, lie was 
elected judge of what was then the sixth judicial circuit of Alabama, for 
a term of. six years, and in 1880 he was re-elected without opposition, the 
circuit in the meanwhile having been changed from the sixth to the first, 
and much extended. In 1882 he resigned the office and resumed the 
practice of law, but in December, 1886, he was appointed by President 
Cleveland United States Judge for the southern district of Alabama. Judge 
Toulmin is a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church. He was mar¬ 
ried May 4, 1869, to Mary Montague Henshaw, a daughter of Andrew T. 
Henshaw, and a niece of Hon. David Henshaw, who was secretaiy of the 
navy under President Tyler’s administration. 


WILLIAM IRWIN GRUBB, judge of the northern district of Alabama, 
of Birmingham, was born in Cincinnati, Hamilton county, Ohio, March 8, 
3862, and is the son of John and Sidney {Irwin) Grubb, and the grandson 
of Thomas Grubb and wife, and of Archibald and Sidney (Grubb) Irwin, 
all of Mercersburg, Franklin county, Penn. The Grubbs were of English 
stock, coming early from Cornwall, England, to Lancaster county, Penn. 
The Irwins were from Ireland and came prior to 1760, to Cumberland coun¬ 
ty, Penn. Archibald Irwin the great-grandfather, was quartermaster of Col. 
Samuel Culbertson’s battalion in the War of the Revolution. Elizabeth, 
one of the daughters of Archibald Irwin, the grandfather of Judge Grubb, 
by his first wife, Mary Ramsey, married John Scott Harrison, son of 
President William Henry Harrison and father Of President Benjamin 
Harrison. Judge Grubb obtained his early education in the Cincinnati 
public schools; graduated at Yale University with the degree of B. A., 
in 1883, and secured his professional education in the Cincinnati Law 
School. He began the practice of law in Birmingham in 1888, and prior to 
his appointment to the bench had been at various times associated with 
John P. Tillman, Walker Percy, Hugh Morrow, and other members of the 
Birmingham bar. On May 18, 1969, he was appointed judge of the United 
States Circuit Court by President Taft. In politics he is a Democrat. 
He is a member of the Presbyterian church. On June 18, 1906, at Birming¬ 
ham, he was married to Alice C., the daughter of Dominic and Julia Vigo, 
of Tuscaloosa, Ala.

The observers noted in the above table as receiving compensation 
are cotton region or river observers, who take and telegraph to the cotton 
region or river district center daily an observation of the weather condi¬ 
tions or height of the river at their stations. The others are cooperative 
observers who take and record daily an observation of the temperature 
and rainfall from instruments supplied by the Weather Bureau, They 
receive no compensation except the publications of the Bureau, 
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PATRICK HENRY SMYTH, Section Director, U. S. Weather Bureau, 
of Montgomery, was born at Charleston, S. C., July 26, 1863 ; is the son of 
John Lochry and Margaret Ellen (O’Connor) Smyth, the former born in 
county Donegal, the latter in county Limerick, Ireland, but who were 
married in Charleston in 1850; and the grandson of Patrick and Annie 
{Lochry) Smyth, and of Henry and Margaret (McCarthy) O’Connor, both 
of Ireland. Mr. Smyth was educated by private instructors, and in the 
public and parochial schools. By profession is an electrician, but Since 
Sept. 4, 1888, he has been connected with the government service in the 
Weather Bureau. While on leave of absence from the government service 
from March 1, 1907 to June 30, 1909, he was secretary and treasurer, and 
manager of the Weber Dry Goods Co., of Cairo, Ill., and while a resident 
of that city, April, 1908 to July, 1909, was a member of the public school 
board. He was observer in the Signal Service U. S. Army, Sept. 4, 1888, 
until the transfer of the Weather Bureau to the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Oct. 1, 1901, when he was .discharged from the Army. He is a 
Democrat; a Roman Catholic; an Elk, a Knight of Columbus and a 
member of the Ancient Order of Hibernians. He married, at La Porte, 
Indiana, April 26, 1899, Mattie Alice Wilkinson, daughter of Edwin Ruth- 
ven and Sarah A. (Van Meter) Wilkinson, of Aroma, Ilk She is seventh 
in descent from Lawrence Wilkinson, who came to America in 1645.

Alabama was organized as a territory March 3, 1817, and admitted as a 
State December 14, 1819. In 1800 Washington county, then in the territory 
of Mississippi, but subsequently included in the territory of Alabama, had a 
population of 1,250. In 1810 the counties of Baldwin, Madison, and Wash¬ 
ington, then in the territory of Mississippi, but subsequently included in 
the territory of Alabama, had a population of 9,046. Table 1 shows the 
population of Alabama at each census from 1820 to 1910, inclusive, to¬ 
gether with the increase by number and per cent during each decade. 

The population of the State in 1910 was 2,138,093, an increase over 1900 
of 309,396, being 16.9 per cent. This increase was slightly less than for the 
preceding decade. A further analysis shows that in 1900 the population was 
1,828,697, as against 1,513,401 in 1890, representing an increase since 1890 
fo 315,296, or 20.8 per cent. This rate of increase was slightly greater 
than that for the decade from 1880 to 1890, when it was 19.9 per cent, but 
somewhat less than that for the decade from 1870 to 1880, when it was 
26.6 per cent. Prom 1820 to 1830, the first decennial period in the history 
of the State, its population increased 342 per cent, and in the following 
decade 90.9 per cent, but subsequently the rate of increase declined until 
the decade from 1SC0 to 1870, when it was only 3.4 per cent. 

The population of Alabama in 1910 is more than sixteen times as large 
as the population given for 1820, the first census taken after its organiza¬ 
tion as a State in 1819. 

The total land surface of Alabama is, approximately, 51,279 square miles, 
the average number of persons to the square mile at the censuses of 1890, 
1900, and 1910 being as follows: 1890, 29.5; 1900, 35.7; 1910, 41.7. 

Table 2 shows the population of Alabama by counties at each census from 
1800 to 1910, inclusive, while table 3, which immediately follows, shows 
the population of incorporated places as reported at the census of 1910, 
1900 and 1890.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 26, 1911.—A preliminary statement of the white 
and negro population of Alabama, by counties and principal cities, as shown 
by the returns of the Thirteenth Decennial Census, taken as of April 15, 
1910, was issued today by Director Durand of the Bureau of the Census, 
Department of Commerce and Labor. The statistics were prepared under 
the direction of William C. Hunt, chief statistician for population in the 
Census Bureau, and are subject to later revision. 

The total population of Alabama in 1910 was subdivided as to color as 
follows: White, 1,228,841; negro, 908,275; all other persons (Indians, and 
Chinese, Japanese, and other Asiatics), 977. The equivalent figures for 
1900 were: White 1,001,152; negro, 827,307; all other, 238. For 1890 they 
were : White, 833,718; negro, 678,489; all other, 1,194. . 

The negro population constituted 42.5 per cent of the total population 
of the State in 1910, as against 45.2 per cent in 1900 and 44.8 per cent 
in 1890. 

The rate of increase in the negro population since 1900 was less than 
half of that for the preceding decade, the increase from 1900 to 1910 being 
80,968, or 9.8 per cent, as compared with 148,818, or 21.9 per cent, from 
1890 to 1900. The white population increased from 1900 to 1910 at a slight¬ 
ly greater rate than for the decade 1890 to 1900, the increase being, re¬ 
spectively, 227,689, or 22.7 per cent, as against 167,434, or 20.8 per cent. 

Birmingham city had a population in 1910 of 132,685, comprising 80,369 
whites, 52,305 negroes, and 11 other persons (Chinese and Japanese). The 
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equivalent figures for 1900 were: White, 21,832; negro, 16,575; all other, 8. 
For 1890 they were: White, 14.909; negro, 11,254; all other, 15. 

The negro population of Birmingham constituted 39.4 per cent of the 
total in 1910, as against 43.1 per cent in 1900, and 43 per cent in 1890. In 
both the white and negro population the increase since 1900 has been many 
times that for the preceding decade, the increase in the whites being 58,537, 
or 268.1 per cent, as against 6,923, or 46.4 per cent, from 1890 to 1900, and 
that in the negroes being 35,730, or 215.6 per cent, as compared with 5,321, 
or 47.3 per cent from 1890 to 1900. -

JEFFERSON COUNTY FEE SYSTEM AMENDMENT. 

A Proclamation. 

By the Governor : 

Whereas, on November 5th, 1912, that being the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, 1912, an election was held in the several 
counties in Alabama upon a certain proposed amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution of the State of Alabama, said amendment being in substance, and 
appearing on the official ballot as follows, to-wit:~ 

‘‘Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama: ‘Amendment to Constitution, authorising the Legislature, 
by general or local laws, from time to time, to fix, regulate and 
alter the costs, charges of courts, fees, commissions, allowances and sal¬ 
aries to be charged or received by any county officer of Jefferson county, 
including the method and basis of their compensation’ ”; 

And Whereas, Section 436 of the Code of Alabama, 1907, provides, that 
the vote on amendments to the*'Constitution shall be counted and return 
thereof made, as is counted and returned the vote for members of the 
Legislature, the amendments being designated substantially by the language 
used to designate them on the official ballot; and, 

Whereas, Section 437 of the Code provides that the Board of Super¬ 
visors shall ascertain the number of votes given in their respective coun¬ 
ties for and against the proposed amendment, when ascertaining the vote 
given for officers; and that the returning officers of such counties shall 
thereupon make return of such vote to the Secretary of State, together 
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with a certificate, prepared from the poll lists, of the total number of 
qualified electors in said county, who voted at said election; 

Whereas, Section 438 of the Code and the Constitution provides that 
the Secretary of State shall, in the presence of the Governor and Attorney 
General, or one of them, open such certificates and therefrom ascertain 
whether a majority of the qualified electors of the State who voted at 
said election, upon said amendment, voted in favor of the same 

Now, Therefore, I, Emmet O’Neal, as Governor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby proclaim and certify that the Secretary of State did, in the 
presence of the Governor and the Attorney General, on the 16th day of 
November, 1912, open the returns and certificates of said election as for¬ 
warded by the supervisory boards of the several counties of this State, 
and therefrom ascertain that a majority of the qualified electors of the 
State who voted at said election, upon said amendment, voted in favor 
of the same, and that the vote at said election was as follows :—For said 
amendment 62,417 votes were cast; against said amendment 15,886 votes 
were cast; and that the vote set down and tabulated on the sheet attached 
hereto is true and correct according to the said returns and certificates 
of said supervisory boards, and that the said amendment received the 
votes for and against the same as appears from said returns and as above 
stated and as set forth on the sheet attached hereto. 

In Testimony Whereof, I, Emmet O’Neal, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, have hereunto set my hand >and caused the Great Seal of the 
State to be affixed, at the Capitol, in the City of Montgomery, this 16th 
day of November, A. D., 1912.

Montgomery, Alabama, August 28, 1912. 

A Proclamation. 

Whereas, The Legislature of Alabama, at its regular session in the year 

1911, ordered an election by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
upon a certain proposed amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, which 
is herein set forth, to be held at the general election in November, 1912; 

And, Whereas, Notice of such election, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to be given by proclamation of the Governor; 

Now, Therefore, I, Emmet O’Neal, Governor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct and proclaim that at the general election in 
November, 1912, an election will be held for the vote of the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, in the manner, form and places required 
toy law, upon the following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, viz: 

H. B. 194. “An Act to submit to the qualified voters of the State, at 
the general election to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
of November, 1912, for their consideration, an amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion of the State, so as to authorize and empower the Legislature from 
time to time by general or local laws to fix, regulate and alter the costs, 
charges of courts, fees, commissions, allowances or salaries to be charged 
or received by any county officer of Jefferson county, including the method 
or basis of their compensation. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
is hereby proposed to toe submitted to the qualified voters of Alabama for 
their consideration, as hereinafter set forth, viz: The Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama may hereafter, from time to time, by general or local laws, fix, regu¬ 
late and alter the costs, charges of courts, fees, commissions, allowances 
or salaries to be charged or received by any county officer of Jefferson 
county, including the method and basis of their compensation. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Governor to give notice by proclama¬ 
tion to be published in one newspaper in each county in the State at least 
eight successive weeks next preceding the general election in November, 

1912, of the election on the amendment proposed by this act to be sub¬ 
mitted to the qualified voters of the State for their consideration together 
with the proposed amendment. 

Sec. 3. That at the general election in November, 1912, an election shall 
be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the State upon the pro¬ 
posed amendment. Upon the ballots used at such election shall be printed 
the following, viz: Amendment to Constitution, authorizing the Legisla¬ 
ture, by general or local laws, from time to time, to fix, regulate and 
alter the costs, charges of courts, fees, commissions, allowances and salaries 
to he charged or received by any county officer of Jefferson county, includ¬ 
ing the method and basis of their compensation. Following the proposed 
amendment on the ballot shall be printed the word, “Yes,” and immediately 
under shall be printed the word “No.” The choice of the electors shall 
be indicated by a cross mark by him opposite the word expressing his 
desire. 

Sec. 4. The officers of such general election shall open a poll for the 
vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendment. The election 
shall be held in all things in accordance with the law governing general 
elections. In the election upon such proposed amendment the votes cast 
thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to 
the Secretary of State and counted in the same manner as in elections for 
representatives in the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a 
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majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents 
and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such 
election shall be made known by the proclamation of the Governor.. 

Approved February 28, 1911.”

RULES OF THE STATE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE DEMO¬ 
CRATIC AND CONSERVATIVE PARTY OF ALABAMA. 

(Adopted by the Committee, December 20, 1911.) 

Rule 1. The style of this body shall be the “State Executive Committee 
of the Democratic and Conservative party of Alabama.” 

Rule 2. The Chairman shall take the chair at the hour fixed in the 
call, or by the preceding adjournment; shall immediately call the Com¬ 
mittee to order, and direct the Secretary to call the roll of members. 

Rule 3. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, rising from his chair for that pur¬ 
pose. He shall decide questions of orders, subject to an immediate appeal 
to the Committee at the request of any member, which appeal shall be 
decided without debate, provided that the Chairman before stating the 
appeal may be permitted to read to the Committee the rule upon which 
his ruling or decision is based. 

Rule 4. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. All 
questions voted upon viva voce shall be distinctly put in this form: 
“Those in favor (as the question may be) say aye” ; and after the affirm¬ 
ative vote is expressed, “Those opposed to the motion say no.” If the 
Chairman doubts, or a division is called for before the result is announced 
by the chair, the Committee shall divide. Those in the affirmative of the 
question shall rise from their seats; and afterwards those in the negative. 
A call for an “aye” and “nay” vote upon any question shall be sustained 
whenever five members of the committee join therein. 

Rule 5. He shall have a right to name any member to perform the 
duties of the chair, but such substitution shall not’extend beyond a final 
adjournment. Whenever he is sick, or otherwise providentially unable to 
attend, or necessarily absent, the Committee shall elect a Chairman pro 
tern, who shall discharge the duties of Chairman only during such meet¬ 
ing of the Committee while the Chairman is absent. But in case of 
vacancy in the Chairmanship or Secretaryship or of any member, the 
Committee shall elect for the unexpired term. 

Rule 6. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to 
the Committee, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address him¬ 
self to the Chairman. 

Rule 7. If any member in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules, 
the Chairman shall, or any member may, call him to order; in which case 
the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, unless per¬ 
mitted to explain ; and the Committee shall, if appealed to, decide on the 
case without debate. If the decision be in favor of the member so called 
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to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case re¬ 
quire it, he shall be liable to censure of the Committee. 

Rule 8. When two or more members rise at the same time, the Chair¬ 
man shall name the person who is to speak first. 

Rule 9. No member shall speak more than once to the same question 
without leave of the Committee, unless he be the mover or chairman of 
any sub-committee proposing the matter pending, in which case he shall 
be permitted to speak in reply for a period of ten minutes, but not until 
every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

Rule 10. Upon the call of the Committee for taking the ayes and noes 
on any question, names of the members shall be called from the State-at- 
large and then by districts and each member shall answer from his seat. 

Rule 11. When any question is taken by ayes and noes, and a mem¬ 
ber who has been absent returns before the vote is announced, he shall 
be privileged to make inquiry of the subject before the Committee, and 
record his vote without discussion. 

Rule 12. When a motion is made, it shall be stated by the Chairman; 
or if in writing, shall be read aloud by the Secretary; every motion shall 
be reduced to writing if the Chairman or any member demand it. 

Rule 13. Any member may call for a division of the question when the 
sense will admit it. 

Rule 14. Members shall particularly refrain from personal reflections; 
nor shall any member name another in argument or debate. 

Rule 15. After a motion or resolution is stated by the Chairman or 
read by the Secretary, it shall be deemed in possession of the Committee, 
but may be withdrawn by leave of the Committee at any time before 
decision. 

Rule 16. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be enter¬ 
tained, but: 

(1) To adjourn. 

(2) To adjourn to a time fixed. 

(3) To postpone indefinitely. 

(4) The previous question. 

(5) To lay on the table. 

(6) To postpone to a time fixed. 

(7) To amend. 

which several motions shall have precedence in the above order. There 
shall be no debate on a motion to adjourn, to lay on. the table, or for 
the previous question. 

Rule 17. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, even in the 
absence of a quorum, which at any regularly called meeting shall consist 
of fifteen members of the Committee. 

Rule 18. When ’a vote has passed, except on the “previous question,” 
it shall be in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
for a reconsideration thereof, and such motion shall be forthwith consid¬ 
ered, unless by a majority vote the same be fixed for consideration at an¬ 
other time; and when a motion for a reconsideration is decided that de¬ 
cision shall not be reconsidered and no question be twice reconsidered; pro¬ 
vided, however, that a motion to reconsider a vote upon any incidental or 
subsidiary question shall not remove the main subject under considera¬ 
tion from the Committee, but shall be considered at the time when it is 
made. 

Rule 19, The previous question shall be in the following form: “Shall 
the main q estion be now put?” If demanded by a vote of a majority of 
the members present, its effect shall be to cut off all debate and bring the 
Committee to a direct vote, first upon the pending amendments, if there 
be any, in their order, and then on the main question; but the mover of 
the question, or the Chairman of the sub-committee having charge of the 
matter or resolution, shall have the right to close the debate for not more 
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than ten minutes, after the call of the previous question has been sus- 
tained. 

Rule 20. The Chairman shall appoint a reporter and stenographer for 
the Committee. The Chairman shall also appoint all sub-committees un¬ 
less otherwise directed by the Committee. A majority of any sub-com¬ 
mittee shall constitute a quorum of such sub-committee. 

Rule 21. Eyery member may be required ho vote on any question before 
the Committee. When the ayes and noes are called or a division is had, 

if the Committee be equally divided, the tie shall be decided by the 
Chairman. 

Rule 22. No sub-committee shall sit during a session of the Committee 
without special leave. 

Rule 23. After a vote has been ordered upon any question no mem¬ 
ber shall be permitted to explain his vote without the unanimous consent 
of the Committee. 

Rule 24. The name of the member who introduces a resolution shall 
be by him endorsed upon the same. 

Rule 25. In appointing any sub-committee the Chairman shall desig¬ 
nate who shall be chairman of such sub-committee. 

Rule 26. When the Chairman of a sub-committee is sick or absent, 
the member whose name appears second on the committee shall, during 
the absence of the chairman, become chairman, and have power to call 
together the committee for consideration of any matter before it. 

Rule 27. The tabling or indefinite postponement of an amendment or 
subsidiary motion shall not have the effect of carrying with it the origi¬ 
nal motion or proposition. 

Rule 28. The rules of the Committee shall not be amended or sus¬ 
pended, except by a two-thirds vote of every member present, provided a 
quorum must vote, but in no case by less than a majority of the entire 
membership of the Committee. 

Rule 29. No member shall speak more than five minutes at any time, 
except as provided in rules 9 and 19. 

Rule 30. When a resolution is reported favorably to the Committee 
by any sub-committee, and a majority report accompanies the favorable 
report, the minority report shall be considered as a proposed substitute 
for the majority report. " . 

Rule 31. The Chairman of the Committee may at any time, when he 
thinks the welfare of the party requires it, call the Committee to meet 
at a time and place designated in the call and also whenever requested 
In writing to do so by a majority of tbe members of the Committee. 

Rule 32. Cushing’s Manual shall govern in all matters of parliamentary 
procedure not specifically provided for by the rules of the Committee 
herem or hereafter adopted. Any additional rules not in conflict with 
the rules hereinabove set out may be adopted at anv meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee by a majority of those present at such meeting, provided a quorum

a President of the Railroad Commission, a State Game and Fish Commis¬ 
sioner, three Presidential electors from the State-at-large, and one from 
each Congressional District, and for all other State, Circuit, District, 
County and Precinct offices to be filled in the general election in Novem¬ 
ber, 1912, The name of any candidate for the Democratic nomination 
for President may be placed upon the ballot upon a petition therefor 
signed by 500 qualified Democratic electors being filed with the Chairman 
of this Committee at least sixty days before such primary election, and 
the candidate for President receiving the highest number of votes in such 
primary shall be declared to be the choice of the Democracy of Alabama 
and be given the support and votes of the delegates to the National Con¬ 
vention so long as his name remains before such National Convention. 

Be It Further Resolved, That the Committee, acting under the instruc¬ 
tions of the last State Convention, does hereby direct that at said pri¬ 
mary election in each county there shall be elected delegates to a State 
Convention, which is hereby called to meet in the City of Montgomery, 
on Wednesday, the 17th day of April, 1912 ; that each county shall be 
entitled to the number of delegates in said convention as fixed by this 
Committee at this meeting. That this State Convention is called for the 
sole purpose of nominating two candidates for Associate Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Alabama, and electing six delegates from the State-at- 
large, and two delegates from each Congressional District to the National 
Convention, who will register the will of the Democrats of Alabama in 
their choice of a presidential candidate as expressed in said primary elec¬ 
tion. The names of all candidates for Judge to go before said State Con¬ 
vention shall be filed with the Chairman of the State Committee at least 
fifteen days before the primary election and such list shall be published 
by the Chairman of the State Committee not less than ten days prior to 
such primary election in at least three newspapers of general circulation 
in Alabama. Any Democrat may become a candidate for delegate to ,the 
State Convention herein before provided for, by filing his name with the 
Chairman of his county committee at least fifteen days prior to the day 
set for the primary election and complying with the regulations prescribed 
by such committee and the number of candidates for delegate to such 
State Convention to which such county is entitled, receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be entitled to represent their county in such State 
Convention. 

Any candidate for President or his campaign manager may submit a 
list of delegates to be voted for as a whole in any county, by filing the 
names of such list with the Chairman of the county committee within 
fifteen days prior to the holding of the primary election and such list 
may be voted for as a whole by making a Cross mark at the top of the 
list in a place provided therefor.^ Where a voter desires to vote for such 
list and also for some candidate for delegate outside of such list, he can 
vote for such list and for such individual by striking out of'such li§t of 
delegates the number of names equal to the number of individuals he 
desires to vote for and then properly cross mark the list of the names. 

The Chairman of this Committee is directed to appoint from among 
the members of this, Committee five members who, with the Chairman of 
this Committee as chairman shall constitute a sub-committee to have gem 
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eral control and supervision of said primary election. This sub-committee 
shall have the power of the State Executive Committee for all purposes 
in the conduct and management of said primary election and also as . to 
fixing assessments and qualifications of candidates. Each county com¬ 
mittee of each county shall give twenty days’ notice of the holding of the 
said primary election and make all necessary . arrangements for holding 
same, and shall meet on Friday, the 5th day of April, 1912, and canvass 
the returns and declare and certify immediately to the Chairman of this 
Committee the result of said primary election as to all candidates for 
Presidential, State and District nominations together with a list of the 
names and postoffice addresess of all delegates elected from such county 
to the State Convention. 

Be It Further Resolved, That this Committee shall meet in the City 
of Montgomery at 12 m. on Tuesday, the 16th day of April, 1912, and 
declare and certify the result of said primary as to all candidates except 
county and precinct officers, which will be certified by their respective 
county committees. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY TPIE SUB-COMMITTEE IN CHARGE 
OF THE PRIMARY AT ITS MEETING IN THE CITY OF 
MONTGOMERY, ALA., ON THURSDAY, 

DECEMBER 28, 1911. 

RESOLUTION NO. 1. 

' Resolved , That all white qualified voters of Alabama who believe in 
the principles of the Democratic party, and who, by participating in said 
primary election, agree and bind themselves to support in the following 
November election all nominees of the party in such primary, are invited 
to participate in the primary election of the Democratic and Conservative 
party of Alabama on the first day of April, 1912. 

Resolved , further, That any inspector of election at such primary, or 
any recognized Democrat in good standing, may challenge the vote of any 
elector offering to vote in said election, by presenting to the inspectors of 
election a statement of his grounds of challenge : That the challenged 
party, first, is not a Democrat; second, that he is not a qualified elector; 
and if a majority of the inspectors of election sustain such challenge, 
the challenged party shall not be allowed to cast his ballot unless he 
make affidavit in writing that he will support in the following November 
election all nominees of such primary, and, further, that he is a qualified 
elector. Upon making such affidavit before any inspector of election or 
any legally qualified’officer authorized to take affidavits, he shall be per¬ 
mitted to vote; Provided, that if a majority of the inspectors of election 
do not sustain the challenge, then the challenged party shall be permitted 
to cast his vote without making the affidavit hereinabove set out. 

RESOLUTION NO. 2. 

Resolved , By the sub-committee of the State Committee of the Demo¬ 
cratic and Conservative Party of Alabama, in charge of the Democratic 
primary to be held on Monday, the 1st day of April, 1912, that candidates 
for State, Circuit, Electoral and Congressional offices shall file notice in 
writing of their candidacy with the chairman of this committee at Mont¬ 
gomery, Ala., thirty days prior to the first day of April, 1912,

Resolved, further, That candidates for Associate Judge of the Supreme 
Court shall file their names not later than the 15th day of March, 1912, 
as provided by resolution of the State Executive Committee of the Demo¬ 
cratic and Conservative Party of Alabama at its meeting on December 
20, 1911. 

Resolved, further, That the names of all candidates, both for office 
and for delegates to the State Convention, be printed upon? one ballot, 
which shall be headed by the names of the candidates for President; 
provided, that if it became necessary, in the opinion of the Chairman of 
this Committee to separate the State and District candidates from the 
county candidates in any county or counties, he is hereby authorized to 
make such change.

PLATFORM ADOPTED BY THE STATE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 
OF ALABAMA, MONTGOMERY, APRIL 17, 1912. 

Be it resolved, by the Democratic and Conservative Party of Alabama, 
in convention assembled, as follows : 

Section 1. The representatives of the Democratic and Conservative 
party of Alabama, in State convention assembled, do re-affirm their 
allegiance to the principles of the party as formulated by Jefferson and 
exemplified by the long and illustrious line of his successors in Democratic 
leadership, from Madison to Cleveland; we believe the public welfare 
demands that these principles be applied to the conduct of the Federal 
Government, through the accession to power of the party that advocates 
them; and we solemnly declare that the need of a return to these funda¬ 
mental principles of a free popular government, based on home rule and 
individual liberty, was never more urgent than now, when the tendency 
to centralize all power at the Federal capital has become a menace to 
the reserved rights of the States that strikes at the very roots of our 
Government, under the Constitution, as framed by the fathers of the 
Republic. 

Section 2. We declare it to be a fundamental principle of the Demo¬ 
cratic party that the Federal government has no constitutional power to 
impose and collect tariff duties, except for the purposes of revenue only, 
and we demand that the collection of such taxes shall be limited to the 
necessities of the Government when honestly and economically adminis- 
tered. 

Section 3. We recognize in the trusts and combinations, which are 
designed to enable capital to secure more than its just share of the joint 
product of capital and labor, a natural consequence of the prohibitive 
taxes which prevent the free competition which is the life of honest trade: 
but we believe their worst evils can be abated by law, and we demand 
the rigid enforcement of the laws made to prevent and control them, 
together with such further legislation in restraint of their abuses as 
experience may show to be necessary. 

Section 4. We denounce the profligate waste of the money wrung from 
the people by oppressive taxation and the lavish^ appropriations of recent 
Republican Congresses, which have kept taxes high, while the labor that 
pays them is unemployed, and the products of the people’s toil are de¬ 
pressed in price. We demand a return to that simplicity and economy 
which befits a democratic government, and a reduction in the number 
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of useless offices, the salaries of which drain the substance of the people. 

Section 5. We favor an amendment of the Federal Constitution pro¬ 
viding for elections of United States Senators by the direct vote of the 
people. ' ' 

Section 6 . We favor the upbuilding of a merchant marine without 
new or additional burdens upon the people and without bounties from the 
public treasury. 

Section 7. We favor Federal aid to State and local authorities in the 
construction and maintenance of post roads. 

Section 8. We favor the maintenance of the Monroe doctrine in its 
full integrity. 

Section 9. We favor an income tax as part of our national revenue 
system, to the end that wealth may bear its proportionate share of the 
burdens of the Federal Government. 

Section 10. We believe the honest farming, business, and working 
classes of the country could be largely relieved from panics and consequent 
unemployment by a democratic revision and codification of our antiquated 
banking laws, which would create an elastic banking system, and preserve 
our independent banks from any dominant financial or political control.

PLATFORM AND PRINCIPLES OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY OF 

ALABAMA. 

Resolutions Adopted by the Convention of the Party at Birmingham 

March 7, 1912. 

The Republicans of Alabama, in State Convention assembled, do re-affirm 
their allegiance to the principles of the National Republican party as 
these have been enunciated by the National Conventions of the party, and 
do further declare their unshaken devotion to the existing system of 
American constitutional and representative government, and of their deter¬ 
mined purpose to support, uphold and defend the same. 

That the Republicans of Alabama are unalterably opposed to the efforts 
now being made to establish in this country a pure democracy as a sub¬ 
stitute for constitutional and representative institutions, and they will 
always oppose any change in their system of government, whereby the 
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restraints and the checks upon the will and the caprice of the majority 
is sought to be overthrown. 

First. Therefore, be it Resolved, That we do hereby register our 
opposition to the initiative, the referendum and the recall; that they are 
vagaries which imperil the liberties, the progress and the happiness of 
the American people. 

Second. Be it further Resolved, That these vagaries are impracticable 
'in a government of parties, such as exist in this country, and that no 
appreciable benefits could result from their adoption, because the party 
in power, where either of these delusive schemes was sought to be invoked; 
would array itself in opposition, and thus the matter would become a 
party question. That there has ever been, and is how, in all governments 
in this country—municipal, state and national—a periodic recall of all 
officials, for the prescribed tenure of office is in effect a recall, and we are 
now in the midst of a campaign to refill the highest office in the land by 
reason of the effect of that periodic or constitutional recall. That result 
will be determined by party action, controlled by individual allegiance to 
party. How can a recall instituted by popular action secure a different 
result? Besides, the number of signers to put the popular recall into 
effect, makes it cumbersome and unwieldy. To require a less number of 
signers to the petition of a recall would enable every Junta to Mexicanize 
and revolutionize the government. 

Third. Be it further Resolved, That every patriotic American should 
rally to the support of the Constitution, laws, courts and government of 
his country against the rising tide of revolution, which has swept into its 
vortex some of the highest in the land. 

Fourth. Be it further Resolved, That we will stand by “the wise cus¬ 
toms,” the written and unwritten laws of the country, and do express 
our unyielding opposition to a third Presidential term, whether the terms 
are consecutive or after an intervening one. • 

Fifth. Be it further Resolved, That we regret that ex-President Roose¬ 
velt, who has been so signally honored by his party, and had hitherto 
occupied so high a place in the confidence of his countrymen, should have 
listened to the deceiver and made his announcement as a candidate for 
the Presidency upon such an anti-Republican platform as his Columbus 
address ; that he has given his name and influence to the support of anti- 
Republican, and of radical and revolutionary doctrines, and his consent 
to disregard a custom of his country which he, himself, has twice pro¬ 
claimed to be wise and the force of which has twice restrained and con¬ 
trolled his actions. 

Sixth. Be it further Resolved, That we do hereby most heartily endorse 
the wise, conservative, prudent and American administration, which Presi¬ 
dent William H. Taft has given the country, and congratulate the country 
upon the peace, prosperity and happiness which has blessed the country 
during that administration, and which his renomination would assure for 
the future. 

Seventh. Be it further Resolved, That desiring a continuation of the 
present era of progress, happiness, freedom and fraternal relations be¬ 
tween all sections of our common country, we do hereby instruct the 
delegates elected by this convention to the Republican National Convention 
to be held June 18th, 1912, at Chicago, Illinois, to vote for the re-nomina¬ 
tion of President William H. Taft, first, last and all the time. 

Eighth. Be it further Resolved, That President Taft is especially en¬ 
titled to. the gratitude and support of all Alabama Republicans for his 
act in giving to the Republicans of this State local self-government and 
the right to control their own party organization; that heretofore when¬ 
ever there was any discord or disagreement in the party ranks or council, 
the same was settled by the political manager at Washington without 
regard to the wishes or the will of the Republicans of this State* but 
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when disagreements * arose in President Taft’s administration lie referred 
the same to the Republicans of the State for settlement among them¬ 
selves, resulting in the settlement and change which was made last 
August, and which has proven so satisfactory to the Republicans of the 
State, and brought about the present harmonious party, which now exists 
in Alabama, and for this the Republicans of Alabama in convention assem¬ 
bled, do hereby extend President Taft our sincerest thanks. 

Ninth. Be it further Resolved, That we endorse the management of 
our State party affairs under the administration of National Committee¬ 
man P. D. Barker and State Chairman P. M. Long, and that the delegates 
to the National Convention are instructed to vote for the re-election of 
National Committeeman P. D. Barker. 

Tenth. Be it further Resolved, That in State affairs we declare that 
the Democratic party is as incompetent and wasteful now as before the 
Civil War, when the party had plunged the State into a system of wild 
cat banking,- which left the State in 1861 a debt of some ten millions of 
•dollars. After squandering the school and Uniyersity funds given to the 
State in trust by the United States government, and notwithstanding the 
increasing tax values of the State incident to the wise policy of the Re¬ 
publican party in national affairs, there is in Alabama, under Democratic 
rule, a constantly growing deficit in the State’s treasury. 

Eleventh. Be it further Resolved, That Democracy continues to vio¬ 
late both in fact and in spirit the principle of local self-government in 
Alabama long after the party admits, that the cause of this has passed 
away; yet, wherever vacancies occur in the local county offices, the people 
of the counties are denied the right to fill these vacancies, the appoint¬ 
ments to such vacancies being made by the Governor. 

Twelfth. Be it further Resolved, That Democracy has failed properly 
to consider or formulate laws for the betterment of the social conditions 
of the people of the State, or properly to enforce the criminal laws of the 
State and properly to uphold or formulate any proper or efficient system 
against child labor in the industries of the State. 

Thirteenth. Be it further Resolved, that the present jury law of the 
State should be so amended as to take away from the Governor of the 
State, the power to appoint jury commissioners in the several counties, that 
this is a dangerous power in the hands of one man; and that the section 
providing for the appointment and compensation of these commissioners 
should be repealed, and it should be provided that the several Circuit 
Judges of the State should appoint these commissioners, at each term to 
draw the juries for the succeeding terms of his court, and exemption from 
jury duty for six months should be sufficient compensation for the services 

rendered. 

Fourteenth. Be it further Resolved, That this convention recommends 
to the Republicans of the several counties to put out local tickets, and that 
the State ticket nominated by this convention, as well as the Republican 
presidential electors, are commended and recommended to the earnest 
support of the Republicans of the State.

PLATFORM AND STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES OF THE SOCIALIST 

PARTY OF ALABAMA. 

The Socialist Party of Alabama, in convention assembled, hereby re¬ 
affirms its allegiance to the principles of International Socialism and the 
Socialist Party of the United States of America, and submits its platform 
and candidates to the consideration of the workers of the State,—farmers, 
laborers, skilled mechanics, clerks and professional men. 

The Socialist Party of Alabama stands for every measure that will 
add to the material, intellectual or moral welfare of the working class, 
and in furtherance of same, it demands— 

1st. Collective ownership of all intrastate public utilities; and that all 
industries so owned be operated not for the purpose of making profit, 
but to give the workers in such industries the full social value of their 
labor. 

2nd. State insurance for all purposes; life, fire, accident, stock, sickness 
and non-employment. 

3rd. Education free to all children, and compulsory between the ages of 
seven and sixteen years; free text books to be printed by the State, and 
supplied to all public schools. . 

4th.. That no children under sixteen years of age be employed in mines, 
factories, shops, offices or the messenger service. 

5th. The establishment of a minimum wage, and equal pay for equal 
work, regardless of sex. 

6th. The fixing by statutory* law of the hours of labor at not more 
than eight hours per day, in mines, mills, offices, factories and on all 
work performed by or for the State or any of its subdivisions; and not 
less than one and one-half day’s rest in each week. 

7th.. Statutory recognition of the unrestricted right of all workers to 
organize, strike, and boycott, and to employ all peaceful means to better 
their economic conditions, without interference on the part of State 
militia, police force or private detectives, and without subjecting the 
union funds to liability for damages to the employer. 

Sth. The abolition of the convict lease system, and the employment of 
the convicts of the State in producing their food, clothing and other neces¬ 
sities of life. All not so occupied to be used in building, improving and 
maintaining a system of public roads .throughout the State. 

9th. The abolition of the poll tax, and the enactment of a statute, 
granting equal suffrage to men and women; and the party hereby nledsres 
itself to an active agitation in its behalf. ‘ 1 S 

10th. The initiative, referendum, proportional representation and right 
of recall. 

11th. Home rule for municipalities, with full power to issue bonds and 
to own and operate public utilities and everything that they may think 
proper to own collectively. 

12th. Abrogation of the power claimed or exercised by any court to 
nullify laws passed by the people or their representatives. 

13th, Prohibition of injunctions in labor disputes. 

14th, The absolute abolition of the fee system, 

15th, That all printing done for the State or any of its subdivisions 
be done by the State, and bear the label of the Typographical Union, 
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16th. Rigid State inspection of mines, mills, workshops, stores, offices 
and factories, backed by legisation looking towards the conservation of 
human resources, particularly of the lives and well-being of the workers 
and their families. 

17th. That the sale of goods produced by the exploitation of convicts 
under the contract system, in competition with free labor, be prohibited. 

18th. A graduated income tax, and a tax on inheritances. 

19th. Biennial sessions of the legislature. 

20th. Abolition of the death penalty, and of every form of punishment 
based on the principle of revenge. 

21st. The formation of a Vice Commission, with power to summon 
witnesses, to hold meetings, and to investigate the cause of and suggest 
a remedy for vice and crime, and to publish a report upon the same. 

22nd. That all occupations such as trainumen, stationary engineers, 
motormen, and other occupations where the lives of the public are liable 
to be endangered by unskilled men, shall be licensed after an examination 
by a board appointed for that purpose. 

23rd. Abolition of the right of waiver of exemption. 

' 24th. On account of the evils of the commissary system that employees 
of all industries be paid weekly and in United States currency. 

25th. Finally, in order that Alabama shall not be hampered in her 
development by the influences of reaction, and in order that the workers 
may achieve the goal of their just rights, as set forth in the foregoing 
demands, we further demand the special enactment of guarantees of the 
absolute freedom of Press, Speech and Public Assemblage. 

TO THE FARMERS OF ALABAMA. 

The Socialist Party recognizes the fact that the farmer is being robbed 
■of the full social value of his labor and under capitalist and corporation 
control and management of government he is fast being reduced to pov¬ 
erty. As aids in the betterment of the farmers’ conditions we propose 
the following: 

1st. The establishing by the State of a State Purchasing Agency whose 
duty it shall be to purchase commercial fertilizers and farming imple¬ 
ments in wholesale quantities for resale to the farmer at actual cost. The 
State to eventually manufacture these articles thereby furnishing addi¬ 
tional employment for its citizens. 

2nd. The establishing and operating by the State of warehouses for 
the storing of cotton and other staple farm products, and the distributing 
•of said products direct to the consumer, thereby insuring the farmer a 

just and stable price for his products. 

3rd. The establishing and. operating by the State of a loan department 
for the purpose of supplying the farmer with the necessary cash to pro¬ 
duce, manage and market his crops; said loans to be at a rate of interest 
not to exceed 6 per cent. 

4th. The municipal ownership and operation of slaughter houses to 
the end that cattle raising may be encouraged and cattle raisers ade¬ 
quately paid for their services; that sanitary conditions may prevail in 
the preparation and distribution of meat products and consumers be pro¬ 
tected from the extortionate prices now charged by “middlemen.” 

5th, That in all colleges maintained wholly or in part by the State and 
in ali county high schools, special departments be established to teach 
scientific methods of farming, dairying, cattle, hog, sheep and poultry 
raising, and that all such instruction shall be free. 

6th That in each county seat municipal stations be established as a 
•distributing point for the farmers to dispose of dairy products, poultry, 
eggs etc., to the end that the farmer may receive adequate prices for his 
produce while the consumer is protected from the extortionate prices of 

^middlemen” 
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7th. We would recommend to the farmer that he study Socialism, the 
only avenue through which he can hope to escape from the conditions 
now oppressing him; conditions that are fast reducing him to a level of the 
farm serfs of foreign countries; conditions that are forcing his children 
to leave the farms to enter the already crowded industrial cities because 
the farmer no longer offers any hope of compensation commensurate with 
the hard work performed by the farmer; conditions that ever increase 
the number of tenant farmers and tend to make it impossible for the great 
number of farmers to own the land they till; conditions that place the 
farmer in the grasp of the landlord on one side and the commission man 
on the other and forces him to spend his life in an incessant struggle for 
a bare existence until death kindly relieves him of his burden. 

8th. In conclusion we urge the farmer to join hands politically in 
the Socialist Party with his fellow workers in the mines, mills and 
factories, the wage earners to the end that they collectively shall gain 
political control of the State and conduct the affairs of government in 
the interest of the masses who produce all things necessary to the hap¬ 
piness and comfort of mankind and not in the interest of the privileged 
few who do nothing but exact tribute from the producers.

Statement of the Progress of the Underwood Campaign, By Senator 
John Hollis Bankhead, Chairman of the Underwood National 

Committee. 

(Extracts from Official Proceedings.) 

After Recess; 4 :30 P. M. 

Chairman : The unfinished Jiusiness adopted previous to the recess was 
a statement by Hon. John IT. Bankhead on the progress of the Underwood 
campaign. Unless further instructed by you, that will now be the order of 
business. 

Mr. Bankhead : Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Convention : 

It gives me very great pleasure indeed to look into the faces of so many 
of the true and tried Democrats of Alabama, assembled in convention here 
in Montgomery, for the purpose of making plans and arrangements by 
which the greatest Democratic leader that has developed in this country 
for a quarter of a century, may have his name properly placed before a 
Democratic convention at Baltimore. 

I regard this, my friends, as a red-letter day for the Democrats of Ala¬ 
bama. I think it marks an epoch in the history of the Democratic party 
of the Southland, and is to my mind a bright and cheering day for the 
National Democracy. 

This is, my friends, and always has been, a government of parties, and 
must be, to the end that republican institutions in this country may be 
perpetuated. Therefore, it is necessary that the people of this country 
divide themselves into political ^parties, ranging themselves on each side 
of the line that indicates to them the best government and the administra¬ 
tion of it along lines indicated by that majority. . 

We are to select by this convention, my friends, delegates to represent 
Alabama in the National Convention, and it is for this convention to 
determine who those delegates shall be. 

I have frequently heard it said that a Southern man cannot be nomi¬ 
nated for President, but I have never heard that—-and I assure you what 
I say is what I have heard—that I have never heard that suggestion come

from any except our own Southern people, The truth is, my friends, that 
we have been eating in the political kitchen so long, feeding upon what¬ 
ever may have been sent back to us, that we are absolutely afraid to go 
into the big dining room and take a meal when we are invited. 

Who is this man that the Democratic party of Alabama offers to the 
nation as its presidential candidate? He hails from Alabama. That is 
true, my friends, but he is a national character. If you will excuse me 
for a personal allusion, I wish to say this, that during the time that I 
have had the honor to serve the people of Alabama in the Congress of the 
United States I have seen the whole membership of that body changed, 
and to-day—if you will pardon the reference—in point of service I am the 
oldest Democrat in Congress on either side of the house—either the House 
or Senate. During that time I have had an opportunity to take the meas¬ 
ure of men. 

Eighteen years ago a young man appeared at the bar of the House _ and 
took the oath as a member of Congress from the Ninth Alabama District— 
the Pittsburgh, as it is called, of the South. Lie had no influential friends 
to praise him, and he discovered at the very outset of the service that he 
was making his own way to fame, if he ever became famous. He took 
his place at the tail end of small committees, as did all men who went to 
Congress during that period. He looked around him, he saw old gray¬ 
headed men who had grown gray in the service and who distinguished 
themselves in the public service, and he decided that he must work out 
his own political fortune, and he began earnestly and diligently to master 
the situation. He got his foot on the bottom rung of the ladder, and he 
began to climb, and I want to say in this presence that from that day until 
this he has never slipped back a single time, and to-day, my friends, he is 
at the top of the ladder, head and shoulders above all of his colleagues. 
He stands on an eminence erected by his own genius, and none who know 
him fear that he will stumble and fall by any mistake of his own. 

In 1910 the people of this country made up their minds, by one supreme 
effort, that they would rid themselves of misrule and rid themselves of the 
oppressive burdens that had been imposed upon them by the party in 
power, and put the Democratic party in control of affairs. As soon as that 
House of Representatives met and organized they reversed all previous 
actions of the House. They stripped the Speaker of all power and con¬ 
ferred it upon the chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, whom the 
caucus themselves selected, and authorized him and that committee to ap¬ 
point all the committees of the House. Who of you, my friends, believed 
for a single moment when that Congress met and organized that it could 
be organized into a compact, working, energetic body of Representatives? 
Rut this young man, charged with that responsibility, at once began to 
work, and he has demonstrated that he is the greatest organizer that has 
been in the Congress of the United States in a quarter of a century. 

He has proven his leadership, and to-day, my friends, the whole country, 
I assure you, is looking to Oscar W- Underwood as the one man who can 
unite the Democratic party and lead it to a splendid victory in November. 
We cannot hope to nominate Oscar W. Underwood on the first ballot; 
no other candidate can be nominated on the first ballot, as everybody 
understands, but he occupies the fortunate position, I assure you, my 
friends, so far as I am able to learn—and I have devoted my time and 
energy to this question for the past two months—he is the second choice 
of ail the friends of the other candidates, because they believe they recog¬ 
nize in him the qualities of leadership and constructive ability that will 
lead the party to a grand victory in November. 

Well, we are told sometimes that a man who lives in the South cannot 
be nominated. I want to say, my friends, that my observation and experi¬ 
ence is that there is no Mason and Dixon’s line any more—that line has 
been trampled out by our people of the North and South going over it for 
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forty-five years, going and coming at all times, until it is entirely obliter¬ 
ated. Better still, it was washed out by the commingled blood of the North 
and South during the Spanish-American war, and there is no evidence of it 
left. When the war began and the President of the United States called 
for volunteers, who were the first to rush to the defense of the flag? 
Why, it was the sons of Confederate soldiers—just such men as I see 
before me on this occasion. The first life, sacrificed in that war was a 
Southern man, young Bagley, of North Carolina, and no one asked where 
Bagley was from. The flag above him, and the uniform he wore, told the 
story—he was an American. And when our own Joe Wheeler waived the 
stars and stripes at El Caney, and beckoned his battalions on, and perhaps 
prevented the rout of the American army—nobody asked where Wheeler 
was from—the commission he bore was his passport, and he was an 
American. When the President of the United States appointed as a 
brigadier-general commanding in that war one of our own distinguished 
citizens and former soldiers—the one-armed hero of the Wire Grass, Bill 
Oates—who was it asked where Oates was from? He was known to be an 
American. 

_ And I want to say here, my friends, that when the Baltimore conven¬ 
tion nominates, as I believe they will nominate, our own Underwood, 
nobody will ask where Underwood is from. I am not for him because 
lie is an Alabamian, or because he is a Southern man, but he is more—he 
is both of these, and he is a great American. His destiny is in your 
hands. His nomination at Baltimore depends largely, my friends, upon 
your action on. this occasion. I know that everybody here is for Under¬ 
wood ; there is not an exception to the rule, and if, perchance, there should 
be some petty jealousies or differences, wipe them all out, sacrifice every¬ 
body to his interest—sacrifice me if you will! 

Let us have an eye to Underwood; let us have an aye to our own mag¬ 
nificent fellow-citizen who has conferred upon the State of Alabama 
greater credit than any man who has represented it in any department of 
government for the last twenty-five j^ears. If I do not, my friends, under¬ 
stand public opinion on this question, with reference to Underwood and 
the possibility of his nomination, ‘then I am certainly a very dull scholar. 
I have devoted the whole of my time to an investigation of it for nearly 
two months, and I want to say in this presence, in conclusion, that he has 
the best chance, in my opinion, for a nomination at Baltimore, of any man 
who is in the contest as a Democratic? candidate. No Democratic candi¬ 
date can be nominated or elected without the vote of the great State of 
New York in the convention and the vote of that great State in November. 
No Democrat has been for fifty years, and it is the unanimous opinion of 
men who have investigated the matter that no one can. I want to say 
here in this presence that it is my deliberate judgment that Oscar W. 
Underwood can poll more votes in the North and East for the Democrats 
than any other man whose name has been suggested for the Presidency. 
He can do it because of his splendid record; he can do it hecaues that 
record is a perfect one; he can do it because the record of his life, both 
political and personal, is an open book, and every man in this country 
who cares to may investigate it, and if his political armor can be pierced 
it would have been demonstrated before now. 

Have you ever heard a man from, any section of this country suggest 
that the record of Oscar W, Underwood would rise up and plague him if 
he should be nominated? Then, when you have a man, my friends, with 
a record like that, when you have a man with things performed like he has 
performed them, when you have a great leader who has taken hold of the 
Democratic party and organized it into a complete fighting machine, who 
has originated and passed through the House all the great measures and 
redeemed the promises of the Democratic party in the last election ; the 
man who framed and passed the woolen schedule, and the cotton schedule,

and the chemical schedule, and the farmers’ free list bill, and the free 
sugar bill, and, better than and above all, who conceived the idea that the 
revenues lost from sugar should properly be made up from an extension of 
the provision of the corporation tax, and thereby transfer many of the 
burdens that have heretofore rested upon the shoulders of the poor to men 
of wealth to contribute their fair share of the burdens of the~Government 
that protects them, that is the kind of candidate Alabama offers to the 
nation, and I want to say, in conclusion, because I don’t want to take up 
any more of your time, that if he is nominated-—and I believe he will be 
nominated—he will be triumphantly elected in November. 

Remarks or Hon. Henry D. Clayton, as Temporary Chairman of the 

Alabama State Democratic Convention, Montgomery, April 17, 1912. 

Gentlemen of the Convention: 

At this time, when the Democratic prospects are so bright throughout the 
country, it is indeed a pleasure to meet so many representatives of tne 
mighty hosts of Democracy from every part of our beloved Common¬ 
wealth. 

I come to you as one just from the firing line, to give you assurance that 
Democrats everywhere have determined to win a great victory this year. 
They know that our party wherever it has had the opportunity, particu¬ 
larly in the House of Representatives at Washington, has so acted, and 
it will continue so to act, as to deserve the approval of the American 
people. 

What the Democratic House has done is the best earnest of what our 
party will do when it comes into full possession of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. A review of the work of the Democratic House during the present 
Congress will show that the party there has endeavored to redeem its 
every campaign pledge, and that wise and constructive statesmanship is 
in control. 

Campaign contributions and expenses must now under Democratic law 
be made public before as well as after the election. This was not a 
question upon which any great and general interest could be aroused, but 
it was one' of supreme importance to the future of out country. So far 
had the lavish use of money proceeded in its debauchery of our elections 
that in many sections of the Union no man could offer himself as a can¬ 
didate for any high office unless he was rich himself or else willing to 
become the dependent of some rich man or some special interest. 

The long-time Democratic demand for a Constitutional amendment pro¬ 
viding for election of United States Senators by popular vote has passed 
the House. The Democratic party is not foolish enough to suppose that 
by committing the election of Senators to a direct vote of the people it 
will eradicate all of the abuses which have too often characterized Sena¬ 
torial elections. It does not believe that this Constitutional amendment, 
standing alone, would protect our elections from the corrupt misuse of 
money, but under our other wholesome and wise legislation, aided by en¬ 
lightened public sentiment, we have reduced that evil to a minimum. Nor 
do we believe that the direct election of Senators will completely eliminate 
the boss, because we know that in certain States of the Union the boss 
has always been more potential in the State convention than with the leg¬ 
islature ; but, taking it all in all, we know that the people can be safely 
trusted to elect their Senators, and by bringing the representatives of the 
people nearer to the people themselves we will help to rescue this Republic 
from the dangerous tendency towards a direct Democracy by making it 
more truly a representative Democracy. 

The Democratic House has passed measures revising the iniquitous 
Republican tariff down to a revenue basis. And to those who might 
declare that we have not cut it as deep as we ought to have done I need 
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only to say that all the high-tariff Republicans in Congress voted against, 
and even the Republican President, who claims to be only a moderate 
protectionist, vetoed them. 

The House has passed, an excise bill whereby large incomes will be justly 
subjected to taxation for public purposes. This measure is in the form 
of an excise tax so as to meet the position of a divided court in opposition 
to the income tax. In the Sixty-first Congress the Democrats forced the 
passage of a resolution proposing an amendment to the Constitution to 
authorize the Federal Government to impose an income tax without appor¬ 
tionment. Twenty-eight States have ratified this proposed amendment, 
and it is not too much to hope that the day is not far distant when the 
eight more States necessary will join in this ratification. And when this 
time shall come the Democratic party will lift from the consumption of 
this land a part of the onerous taxation which now oppresses it and lay 
it where it justly belongs, upon those whose abundant income will enable 
them to pay it without abating even the luxuries which they enjoy. 

The history of the things accomplished by the Democratic House of 
Representatives could not be written without an account of the work and 
the controlling influence of our own Underwood. Called to the responsible 
position of leader of the House, he has exceeded even the most sanguine 
expectations of his friends and associates. It must not be forgotten that 
the rules adopted by the Democratic House have shorn the Speaker’s office 
of much of its power, and the power taken from that place has been 
transferred to the Democratic leader, who acts by and with the consent 
and advice of the Committee on Ways and Means and his Democratic 
associates in party council. Upon him chiefly devolved the duty of fram¬ 
ing the tariff and of much other important legislation, and of presenting 
to and defending the same in the House of Representatives, and of formu¬ 
lating the party policy and guiding its action.

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ARTICLE XI. 

213. After the ratification of this Constitution, no new debt shall be 
created against, or incurred by this State, or its authority, except to repel 
invasion or suppress insurrection, and then only by a concurrence of two- 
thirds of the members of each House of the Legislature, and the vote shall 
be taken by yeas and nays and entered on the Journals; and any act 
creating or incurring any new debt against this State, except as herein 
provided for, shall be absolutely void; provided, the Governor may be 
authorized to negotiate temporary loans, never to exceed three hundred 
thousand dollars, to meet the defieiences in the Treasury, and until the 
same is paid no new loan shall be negotiated; provided further, that this 
section shall not be so construed as to prevent the issuance of bonds for 
the purpose of refunding the existing bonded indebtedness of the State.
